Another reference source advises, "To simplify the heraldic lang- 
uagé, the Manchester Gee's used a shield of silver, with a blue sword, 
goldhilted; The Rothley lot, a red shield with a blue sword, goldhilted; 


and the Chester lot, a red shield with a silver sword, goldhilted." 


Up to the moment that this manuscript was prepared, there has been 
no indication that Solomon Gee and his descendants share any right in 
the use of any of the three versions of a Gee coat-of-arms described. In- 


formatidén.. on the arms is included herein solely as a matter of general

interest and to call the reader's attention to the similarity of the 


three designs. 


There is a likelihood that a distinctly different coat-of-arms may 
also apply to the Gee family although efforts :;to clarify this matter in 
heraldic records have been unsuccessful to date. The reason for mention—- 
ing such a possibility is based upon the discrepancy noted in the de- 
scription of the coat-of-arms reportedly emblazoned on the tomb of Joshua 
Gee, a wealthy shipwright of Boston, Massachusetts, who is buried in the 
Copp's Hill Burying Ground of ‘the Old North Church in Boston. This 
coat-of-arms is described as follows:. Argent charged with three leop- 
ard's faces, crossed by a chevron embossed with three fleur de lis; crest: 


a wreath having a hélmet surmounted by a wolf (or fox), statant guardant. 
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FOREWORD 


The author's efforts to research the Solomon Gee family began with 
the simple objective of tracing his own connection in the course of an 
attempt to establish as completely as possible his personal ancestry in 
all lines. The motivation for this work stemmed from the combined pur- 
poses of filling what initially amounted to almost a complete void and a 
desire to provide a family history for his children. 

As the work progressed, the direct line of descent from Solomon Gee 
was soon determined but in so doing, the base of the study was broadened 
to include a record of as many as Desai bye of the descendants in the Solo- 
mon Gee line. The challenge of researching the full line was spurred by 
an absence of a genealogical record and a realization that enough infor- 
mation was being tabulated to warrant whatever additional effort might be 
‘required to compile a reasonably-complete family genealogy. 

Finally, the amount of accumulated data reached the point that publi- 
cation is warranted at this stage of completion so all of the inter- 
ested parties can avail themselves of the information. There are inevit- 
able gaps, some of which may yield to continued research, but these are 
minor compared to the wealth of data already recorded. Once the available 
information has been presented, perhaps readers will be encouraged to 
submit helpful suggestions leading to a more-complete genealogical record. 

The cooperation, WHiders dandvita" and encouragement of a number of Gee 
cousins contributing their research efforts have been in large measure 
responsible for the author's continued resolve to assemble this manuscript. 
There have been low points when information has been slow in forthcoming 
from correspondents, or public records seemed inadequate. On occasion, 


the question would arise whether the task really was worthwhile, or if it 
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should be referred to some other more-dedicated researcher. Without the 
contributions and repeated thankful expressions of many people during 

the course of time, it is questionable if the project would have been ac- 
complished at all. 

Another factor in this work has been the author's viewpoint that the 
Solomon Gee genealogy should contain wherever possible information reflec- 
tive of the times for the successive generations, making every effort to 
avoid a dry statistical compilation. Such substance is found in wills or 
other legal documents, in news articles and obituaries, and in tradition-— 
al family accounts and, of course, in historical reference material. 

This book is not a novel and need not carry forward the reader's 
interest chapter by chapter. Nevertheless, it does tell a story, ora 
-succession of brief ones, and some of the information, particularly re- 
garding early generations, needs to be reported for the enlightenment of 
the descendants and other interested relatives. It is the author's hope 
that everyone will find enjoyment and benefit tm reading swcli accounts 
about @lements of their heritage. 

There is a deep feeling of humility in preparing the final material 
for the Solomon Gee genealogy. First, there is the realization that this 
would amount to a sizeable task even for one with specific training and 
the experience of previous publication which are lacking in the case of 
the author. And second, there is the question, will the collected data 
and manner of presentation merit approval when reviewed by better- 
qualified genealogists? 

The author would rate pisee eee ene above a "shoebox" geneal- 


ogist but has no formal training nor credentials attesting to expertise 
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in this field. It is hoped that such shortcomings will be offset by his 
per erica and his attempt to offer a family ‘history that holds the read- 
ers attention and interest. The dry-bones statistical approach is uti- 
lized where it cannot be avoided but, frankly, this Gee genealogy never 
-would have been compiled if the story-telling quality had to be restricted. 
A third comment is certainly in order to recognize and thank all of 
those cousins who researched for data and made such significant contribu- 
tions to the author's records. They are too many to name individually and 
their assistance is reflected throughout nearly all of the generations. 
Without their help, sizeable amounts of information never would have-come 
to light because public records often are incomplete and they are not 
pate aia to be effective in some aread of genealogical research. The 


importance of the work done by others cannot be stressed too highly and 


warrants the author's expression of his sincere heart-felt appreciation.

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It never has been within the scope of the author's intent to re- 
search the entire Gee line. His efforts necessarily have been limited 
to the direct ancestry stemming from the person of Solomon Gee. However, 
as believed generally to be the case with all genealogists, much unre- 
lated information was found in the course of research which would not 
fall into place. This resulted in more research being done than first 
contemplated. 

Three things became apparent as work progressed. (1) There are de- 
scendants in the main of four different strains of Gee's in America. 

(2) All had their roots in England where the name ig fairly common. (3) 
The name "Gee'' in the United States is rather unusual since Gee families 
are relatively few in number. A few descendants even question whether 
the name might be a contraction or derivative of another, surname. 

A book written by William James Fletcher veering the title "The 


Gee Family," contains a chapter devoted to some of the Gee families re- 


siding in various counties of England. It traces the family name to a 
date "....at Gee Cross as eee as 1494."" Further references are: ".... 
Leicestershire from 1400, mOctinshanet re from 1460, Lincolnshire from | 
about 1340, Chesire and Lancashire from the 16th century...." 
Concerning origin of the name "Gee," Mr. Fletcher refers to a 


' as follows: 


book entitled the "Norman People and Their Descendants,' 
"Gee, the French pronunciation of Gui, Guy, or Wido. Robert Guide 
of Normandy 1180, William Guide 1198 (MRS); Magister Guiddé, and Rob- 


ert Gy of England c.1272 (RH)." 
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It is obvious that Mr. Fletcher sought the most knowledgeable sourc- 


es of information on Gee families in England as reflected in this first 


chapter of his book. We are indebted to him for this work which is the 
only known reference where such information is recorded. His other chap- 
ters are devoted to a review of some of the Gee families that lived in 
the Manchester-Stetford areas of Lancashire county and the probability 
that people from there introduced the Gee name among the very early sett- 
lers in the State of Virginia. However, definitive data were not given. 

The earliest known member of the Gee line to arrive in Virginia 
apparently was John Gee who was 18 years old when on 4 July 1635, he was 
transported there on the ship Transport, of London. However, we have no 
previous or later information ahete him. 

Another reference, “A Family Chronicle of S$. Bradford Rymer," by Zola 
Rymer Graf identifies Charles Gee as fanierace to Virginia from Stretford 
Parish of Manchester, England; birthdate Bee stated but date of death given 
ASe1/28: There is a complete record of many descendants in this Charles 
Gee line who lived in Virginia and North Carolina. It is most likely that 
other descendants migrated westward as forerunners of the numerous Gee 
families later found in Tennessee, Kentucky, southern Ohio, southern Ind- 
iana, and ultimately Missouri. 

Another part of America that received early settlers from the Gee 
families in England was the State of New York. There has appeared to be 
very little published information about these people although early census 
data indicates that a goodly number of them were here from an early time 
as reinforced by the quantity of men of this name from New York serving 


in the Revolutionary War. A manuscript with the title, “Gleanings of 
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Some Gee Families," written by Lena Allen Downing indicates that the Gee 
families which settled in New York State came primarily from the county 
of Leicestershire, with a lesser number from Lancashire. However, the 
data given were most sketchy and the earliest settlers were not named. 

It has recently come to light that Mr. Robert E. Gee of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania has devoted some fifteen years to research of the New York 
Gee families. His records must be impressive and if published, should 
provide a most comprehensive genealogical reference. This would be help- 


ful to anyone concerned with any of the Gee lines in America because we 


constantly encounter in our research families which are not readily identi 
fiable, those having a beginning in New York often posing a problem. 
Reference has been made by Mr. Robert E. Gee to the unpublished 
notes of Rev. William Appleby Eardeley, eorratred and extended by Mr. Gee, 
to be found in the Long Island Historical Society records. This liter- 
ature credits one John Gee as originator of the New York branch and ap- 
pearing first in Eastchester, Westchester County in 1665 where he and 
his wife, Mary, lived most of their lives. This John Gee was born c.1635, 
probably in England, and died at Eastchester in 1702. 
A third area in America chosen by Gee settlers from England was at 
Gloucester and Boston in Massachusetts. Numerous sources refer to immi- 
grant Peter Gee, fisherman, reportedly in Massachusetts as early as 1653, 


who came from the county of Devonshire and the town of Newton-Ferrers. 


While there is no published genealogy of Peter Gee and his descendants, 


various accounts in public records refer to Peter Gee himself, his son, 
Joshua, who became a prominent shipwright and owner of a shipyard in 
Boston, and to Peter's grandson, Joshua, who was ordained at Boston Second 
Church and later became a colleague of the noted Cotton Mather. We are 


indebted to the aforementioned Robert E. Gee who identifies Peter's father 
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as John Gee although no further information apparently is known about 
this ENS y in England. 

We come next to the fourth strain of Gee's to settle in America and 
the one of direct interest to us in this genealogy about Solomon Gee of 
Lyme, Connecticut and his descendants. 

An old publication on file in the Connecticut State Library at Hart- 
ford states that Solomon was from the county of Devonshire in England but 
provides no date for his arrival in America nor information on his parent- 
age. An entry made in a family record book (believed to be in the hand 
of Solomon's grandson William)reads: "Solomon Gee. The first that came 
over to this place, died April 13th, 1769 aged 71 years." This reference 
to, "The first that came over to this place," can be taken to mean many 
different things and is provocative to say the least since we have no ex- : 
planation of the intent behind the remark. It is probable that Solomon 
arrived in New London County, Connecticut about 1717-1718. 

It seems plausible that all of the Gee families in England may have 


descended from a common ancestor. However, their possible kinship must 


have been diluted by the factors of (1) their existence in England for 
a period of hundreds of years, (2) their proliferation into many differ- 
ent counties of England, and (3) the communications problems that surely 
must have prevailed in medieval times to make it extremely difficult for 
family members to maintain close contact when widely separated by standards 
of distance in that era. 

Thus, we might assume that it is most probable the Gee families in- 
migrating to America were not closely related and perhaps had no contact 


with each other in this country. One possible exception might be the Gee's 
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of Massachusetts and Solomon Gee's family in Connecticut. They sup- 
posedly emanated from the same county of Devonshire, England and they 
settled so close to one another in America that it does appear logical 
to think there may have been a known relationship. 

It is interesting to note that the four major strains of Gee fam- 
ilies we have discussed in the foregoing paragraphs came to America 
within a time span of perhaps 50 or 60 years. With an almost equally 


long tenure, it is no wonder then that we find members of all of these 


families spread throughout America at any given moment in history as we 
research the records for genealogy. All of the branches apparently shared 4 
the common drive to migrate westward as new frontiers opened up to them 
in our nation's growth and development. 

There presently is very little known about the Gee families that 
lived in the county of Devonshire, England. The small amount of informa- 
tion available to us at this time comes from Mr. W. J. Fletcher's book, 


‘and is set down here for whatever interest it may be 


"The Gee Family,' 
to the reader. 
Ralph Gee of Manchester (Dungdale), buried May 30, 1598, had sons 
ohn George, and Edward who, "were well beneficed in the Church, and it 
was remembered long after the event, that they had all preached in Man- 
chester on the same day." John Gee (1593-1631) went to Dunsford, Devon- 
shire and conjecture leads one to think that he possibly was the father 
of Peter Gee who emigrated to America and settled in Massachusetts. Is 
it possible that this John Gee may have been an ancestor of Solomon Gee 


as well? 


Eliza E. Gee (fifth generation descendant of Solomon Gee and un- 
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married daughter of Elbridge B. Gee), made at least two trips to England 
in the early 1900's for the express purpose of seeking Solomon Gee's heri- 
tage in the Gee line. However, she met with no success. Her notes in- 
dicate that an effort was made to trace a connection with Sir William Gee 
of Bishop Burton, Yorkshire: 
"Secretary and one of the council of North, will dated 1611 (age 50), 
buried in York, Minster. Issue: John, William, Thomas, Timothy, 

and Anne Gee. Sir William Gee was a seventh generation descendant 

of Alexander Gee of Rothley, County of Leicester." 

It is not known whether Eliza E. Gee researched at Devonshire nor 
through what channels her investigation was directed. The only refer- 
ence found applies to her inquiries at Yorkshire. 

Another effort to find a record of Solomon Gee's ancestors in England 
was made during 1978 by Dr. and Mrs. George Gee Jackson. Their search al- 
so proved fruitless when they were informed that the Exeter records in 
Devonshire had been destroyed and they were discouraged from further in- 
quiry. 

From time to time in the course of research, the names of Gee fam- 
ilies surface that represent more-recent immigrants to the United States 
from Canada and England, most of them arriving around the middle of the 
nineteenth century. Casual contacts have been made inadvertently with 
descendants of some of these lines but no effort has been made to develop 
further information on their origins. It was assumed in such instances 
that the passage of time alone would preclude the possibility of finding 


record of a connection with our Solomon Gee line.

There is, however, a record of the descendants of Noah Gee of Brad- 


ford in Wiltshire county, England in which similarities are noted that 
appear to warrant some mention of this family here. (1) Wiltshire county | 
is near the county of Devonshire where Solomon Gee lived before his de- : 
parture for America. (2) Noah Gee, son of Abraham Gee and born in 1807, 
was in Philadelphia, Pa. about 1833 and then in New Salem, Ohio where a 
daughter was born 15 NOV 1836. (3) The family next appears in 1849 at 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, apparently enroute across the plains in the company 
of Mormon Eli B. Kelsey, reaching Salt Lake City, Utah on 10 OCT 1852. 

Noah*s son, George Henry Gee, lived at several places in Utah be- 
fore removing to Gallatin County, Montana. Most of the descendants of 
this family continue to live in Gallatin County, one of whom has submit- 
ted their family information. While this contribution is fully apprec- 
iated, it is not being further detailed at this time in the Solomon Gee 
genealogy for want of a known connection. 

It should be noted that the tame "Gee" does not lend itself readily 
to cape eat tee with any specific national origin contrary to many other 
surnames. A possible exception might apply to persons of Chinese extrac- 
tion, some such having been giclee as in the author's efforts to contact 
Gee families during his genealogy research. 

Another point of different between families sharing the Gee name is 
in the pronunciation. Without exception, the known descendants of Solomon 
Gee throughout the United States have clung to a common pronunciation of 
the surname using a hard "G" inflection. Most other Gee families also use 
this pronunciation but there are a few that use a soft "G'S inflection so 
the name then is heard exactly as if the letter "G" in the alphabet were 
being uttered. This latter characteristic seems to apply specifically 


to descendants of the New York branch. 
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Several instances also have been reported in which persons named 
"Gee" have cited tradition within the family that indicates their surname 
initially was "McGee" but due to errors in the use of the name, it evolved 
into the shortened version of simply "Gee." Additionally, these families 
were of the opinion that if the name once had been "McGee," then surely 
their ancestry must have been either Irish or Scot. In some cases. this 
theory has been disproved when tracing ancestors within the Gee line. 
Nowhere has it been found true. However, it certainly is plausible to 
believe that such a change in the name could occur and it is not dis- 
puted that in the families that have not been traced, this foreshorten- 
ing actually may have taken place. 

There are records of ten generations in this book spanning the years 
from Solomon Gee's arrival in America in the early 1700's to the date of 
publication. The information for some families is quite complete while 
for others it is meager. This difference is due to many variables includ- 
ing the extent of family records and a willingness of correspondents to 
cooperate, the availability df public records and church records, the 
effect due to an individual's length of stay in a given community, and 
the scope of historical and biographical data compiled and published for 
various geographical locations. 

Eric Sloane, noted author and artist in the field of early Ameri- 


cana, in his book, American Yesterday, penned the passage, “those who fail 


to look backward at their ancestors seldom look ahead to posterity." His 
remark was not directed at genealogy but no words could be more fitting. 

How often the gist of this thought must have formed in the minds of those 
who are struggling to research the past and present generations of a fam- 


ily line. The meaning seems so appropriate that the author is compelled 
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to insert a reference here for the benefit of anyone who reads this book. 
Without wishing to belabor the thought, Daaiel Webster also has made 
a similar comment, as follows: "The man who feels no sentiment of venera~_ 
tion for the memory of his forefathers, who has no natural regard for hie 
ancestors; or his kindred is himself unworthy of kindred, or remembrance." 
The genealogist strives to attain the absolute and unimpeachable re- 
cord of births, deaths, and marriages. He examines over and over the in- 
formation obtained from different sources, checking and re-checking for 
ultimate proof. And how frustrating it can be when differences occur in 
those primary bases of valid Statistics, i.e. vital records, bible re- 
cords or other family reference, and grave markers. Errors in names, dates, 
and places are rampant in census data and often are the cause of confus- 
ion and additional research effort. Many times the genealogist must make 
a choice of which "fact" to accept when variations are found in data from 
two or more usually-reliable sources. Using his .best judgment, he may pick 
the wrong "fact" and become vulnerable to possible criticism. He dare not 
vacillate on every point in question and must proceed as affirmatively as 
possible. So don't react too harshly if any such errors are detected in 


« 


this work for surely some must exist. 

Duethere ee in a very few instances, it has been necessary to make 
assumptions for entries assigning parentage and children's names in family 
groups. No such entry is a result of idle conjecture, each representing 
a judgment made only after careful search for fact has come up negative. 
When there is a marked coincidence of geography and dates to strongly- 
Support an assumption, such a calculated conclusion has been drawn as a 
last resort, recognizing the obvious risk of later being proven wrong. 


Such instances are so identified wherever they are entered in this gen- 


ealogy. 
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In addition, the author recognizes the real possibility that errors 
may have crept into his records for one reason or another. There always 
is the problem of interpreting data obtained from different sources; also, 
there is the ever-present hazard of typographical error. It is hoped 
that anyone having corrections to offer or information pertaining to de- 
scendants of Solomon Gee beyond what is recorded herein, will come for- 


ward and share such knowledge by transmitting it to the author.

If there is to be carrydown for a child, only his name and birth- 
date (if known) are recorded under his father's name. Information regard- 
ing his death, marriage, and children or other data are listed in the next :

ing further being known about him, or he may have married but had no 


issue. In the latter case, all known information regarding him is listed 
under his father.

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THE SOLOMON GEE _ LINE 


The circumstances of Solomon's arrival and early years in America 
remain a mystery. In the absence of any formal record, we can only refer 
to a publication by Patterson entitled "Lyme Genealogies" which is to be 
found in the manuscript section of the Connecticut State Library at Hart- 
ford and contains the following entry: 

"A book of Remembrance of the name of our ancestor. The first that 
came over the Waters to the North American Shores; Solomon Gee. 
-"Solomon Gee was born in 1698, in Devonshire County, under the King's 

Dominion, Prest when young, and put on board of A man of war. Hav- 

ing permission to be absent for some days, % returning to the ship 

found that the Captain whipt the men as fast as they came on board. 

He with his comrad fled back untill the Ship Saild. Then got on board 

of some other vessel, Shifting from one vessel to another He came to 

this place. Being a Clothier by trade Married, settled in the town 
of Lyme, now called East Lyme, County of N. London, State of Con- 
necticut." 

This account prompts many questions when one gives thought to the 
possibilities that are implied. In "Shifting from one vessel to another" 
it would appear that there may have been other ports of call so his route 
may not have been directly from England to America. Did he go first to 
the British island of Barbados in the West Iridies which conducted much 
trade with ships from Lyme, Connecticut? in the process of changing from 
one ship to another, did he become a deserter from the British navy? did 


he work as a crew member enroute to America, which could account for the 
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inability to find his name on ship passenger lists? did he choose to come 
to Connecticut because he knew of relatives nearby that he might contact 
for help and guidance? was he able to communicate with his family in Eng- 
land, or was it necessary to keep his whereabouts a secret? These ques- 
tions apparently must go unanswered unless at some time there should sur- 
face in England records that would provide clarification. And, at this 
late date, this latter possibility seems most remote. 

So we are compelled to begin our genealogy of the Solomon Gee line 
with his tenure at Lyme, Connecticut in the area later designated East 
Lyme where he began the accumulation of land which his descendants have 
held and maintained as "home" to the present eighth generation. 

The following eerie is provided because of its historical con- 
tent believed to be of interest to the reader. It is reproduced with 
permission of the Connecticut Society of Genealogists, . Inc. 

EARLY SETTLERS OF OLD LYME 
(A talk given by Walter J. Noyes, a Desigmer, of Old Lyme, Connecti- 
cut, at a meeting of the Society, November 17, 1973, held at the 
Congregational Church Hall, Lyme Street, Old Lyme, Connecticut.) 

The need for man to tie his future with his past; to discover his 
roots. and self in the heritage of his ancestors and land is a section of 
mankind that has always existed. 

People travel great distances on pilgrimages each year in search of 
national lineage in documentation of the birth and life of our society. 

A feeling of sanctity envelopes historical areas. Also people feel a 
link with the personalities who gave historical significance to an area. 
They have great pride in the happenings of the past. There is a feeling 
as if we might be losing our ancestry to a fast moving contemporary world. 


But don't be forsaken; our future is on the foundations of the past. 
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Here these foundations are strong and are not forgotten. They are well 


preserved and will be handed down to future generations. 

According to some authorities, Matthew Griswold may have received a 
grant in 1645 from George Fenwick in the southwestern or Black Hall quar- 
ter of ancient Lyme. He is said to have built a log house there, the 
first in Lyme, and left a Negro to occupy it. According to some, that 
fact accounts for the source of the name Black Hall, though an English 
origin may be more likely. Those supporting the 1645 date state that ow- 
ing to danger from Indians, Griswold did not come to live there with his 
family at that time, but returned to the Saybrook fort at night. In the 
capacity of Col. George Fenwick's agent, he settled up his affairs and 
later made his home at Black Hall. In a family document of 1781, Matthew 
Griswold is referred to as having lands there in 1655 and "soon after En- 
closed the Same." 

The town of ancient Saybrook and its eastern part (East Saybrook) 
agreed on a "Loving parting" in February 1665, for "Whereas there hath 
been several propositions betwixt the inhabitants on the West EP of the 
River of the Towne of Saybrook towards a Loving parting, The inhabitants 
on the East side of the River desiring to be a plantation by themselves; 
doe declare that they have a competency of Lands to entertaine thirty 
families." In 1666 Matthew Griswold and William Waller were ordered by 
the General Court to submit a valuation of taxable property there. The 
court ordered in 1667 that the "Plantation on ye East side of ye River,

over against Saybrook for ye future be named Lyme. 
ably derived from Lyme Regis, England. 


The present town of Lyme is the northwestern part of the ancient town, 


whose earliest settled portion is now called Old Lyme. 
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William Lord purchased from Chepeto sachem the entire valley of Eigh 


Mile River, within the ancient town of Lyme, except the cove near Eight 
Mile Island. In a deed dated April 1669, Chapeto sachem refers to William 


Lord as "my very loveing friend."" This purchase, later called the Paugwonk 


Lands,probably included most of the present town of Salem, then a part of 


Lyme. Joshua, sachem of the western Niantics, was also named Attawanhood 


He was the third son of Uncas and claimed land in the town of Lyme by righ 


of inheritance from his uncle, Attawanhood, a "great sachem."" The Englis 
dodanie that land as their's by right of conquest over the Pequots. A 
committee appointed by the General Court of May, 1671, advised Lyme, how- 
ever, to allow Joshua that land and there he lived near Eight Mile Island, 
at his stronghold in ancient Lyme. The section is still called Joshua- 
town. He died in May, 1676. According to the Connecticut Archives, his 
will was executed at Lyme on February 29, 1676/77. He left his terri- 
tory, which he professed to own, to his direct heirs and to many Eng- 
lish legatees in Connecticut. Owing to the questionable title of the 
testator to those lands, litigation ensued over the claims of Joshua's 
legatees. It is interesting to note that his will also prescribed that 
his three children should be brought up the first four years with "Trusty" 
and their mother, who was to teach them English, and that they should 
live at or near Saybrook. He desired them to go to the English schools 
later: and asked all his "Legatees to have Respect to my Children but es- 
pecially....Capt. Robert Chapman, Leift. Pratt and Mr. Buckingham to be 
educated." He did not wish Trusty to forsake them to go to the Narragan- 
sett War, and as for himself, "I desire to be buried at Saybrook in a 
Coffin, after the English manner." 


In 1676 Richard Ely added to his holdings a large grant of land

within the bounds of Falls River, Moonchange Creek, the cove, and Con- 
necticut River. His tract, together with that of the Lords, covered a- 
bout all that is now included in the parish of the First Congregational 
Church of Lyme. Until those baronial estates began to be divided up, 
there were few settlers before 1700 in the northern part of Lyme at Ster- 
ling City and Pleasant Valley. From 1810, when new highways were built, 
Meetinghouse Hill section was abandoned and the part called Harvey's 
Plain (Hamburg) was settled.

Church and State: The Puritan idea of political and religious or- 
ganization was quite different from our own. Church and state were almost 
inseparable. In fact, the Puritan church united the political, religious 
and educational responsibilities of the Colony. Early ministers were often 
statesmen as well as divines and sponsored legislation which maintained 
the dominance of the church. Laws required attendance at public worship 
on Sundays and special fast days. A weekly catechism in the principles 
of religion was Pequired for children and servants. Ability to support 
the ministry was a basic requirement for the incorporation of towns. The 
location of the church, its size, and the support of the ministry were 
always the first important business for the Town Meeting which was per- 


mitted by the General Court to transact any business concermed with local 
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affairs. The Town Meeting also decided on the admission of new voters, 
distributed the land, chose the location for roads and elected officers. 
Officers generally included from three to nine selectmen, a town clerk, 
two townsmen, two surveyors, three viewers of fences, one haywoard, a 
poundkeeper, one measurer of lands and two collector's of the minister's 
rate. Only “admitted inhabitants" and "freemen'' could vote at Town Meet- 
ings and only "freemen" had the privilege of deciding colonial affairs or 


being elected as deputies or magistrates. 


Lyme records do not tell how the first minister was chosen nor the 
exact date of his arrival, but the Reverend Moses probably arrived in 1655. 
Moses Noyes was the son of the Reverend James Noyes who, with his wife, 
had settled in Newburyport, Massachusetts in 1634. He entered Harvard 
College at the age of twelve, graduating in 1659 as did his brother James. 
James Noyes became the minister in Stonington in 1664. There he may have 
need Lyme was seeking a minister and told his brother about the post. 
The records show that on October 12, 1666, Moses Noyes received a grant: 
of 60 acres for his home lot which began at Mill Brook where it goes un- 
der the street opposite the Florence Griswold House on Main Street. His 
house stood near where the home of Mr. and Mrs. Louis MacLean now stands 
and was torn down in 1840. 

Soon after the Reverend Moses Noyes came to Lyme, the first meeting- 
house was built on the brow of Meeting House Hill. Again there are no re- — 
cords to give a description or plans for this first meetinghouse, but it 
was probably a small building of riven clapboard with a pitched roof, a 
center door and small windows covered with oiled paper or leaded case- 
ments. Its location was central to the area of the first settlements in 
Black Hall and the Duck River area. Nonetheless, the early settlers of- 


ten had a difficult journey to the required services. Roads were not mich © 
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more than paths and Indians often lurked about to molest travelers. 

In those days, the families of Henry Champion, Matthew Griswold, Thom- 
as Lee, the Lord brothers and Abraham Watrous traveled to the meet ing- 
house from the Black Hall area. When they met the old Indian Trail 
called Pequot Path, they would turn westerly over the old bridge which 
crossed Black Hall River and continued up the hill between the present 
homes of Mr. Joseph Dorr and Mr. Roger Griswold. They continued along the 
Glraertrat. eet it joined Meeting House Hill Road to the meetinghouse which 
was located just west of Meeting House Hill Cemetery. 

The men not only carried their psalm books to the Bere Centar came 
armed with their gums, shot and powder horns. Sentrys were always posted 
by the front door of the meetinghouse armed and ready to protect the assem- 


bly against Indian attack and an armed sentinel. was stationed on a turret 


or platform on the roof. 


The Puritans believed that proper grees influenced both good manners 
and character. For church, the women wore woolen or linen dresses in sub- 
dued colors -- rust, grays, greens and dark blues. They wore white ker- 
chiefs around their necks and white linen or lace caps in the summer or 
warm woolen or velvet bonnets in winter. Their dresses were worn short 
to the ankles. Except for the wives or daughters of officials, women 
could not wear wide gold or silver lace, gold or silver buttons, or silk 
ribbons under penalty of a ten-shilling fine. 

The men also wore dark colors. Their fitted coats might have gold 
or silver buttons. Their shirt sleeves might be edged with ruffles while 
at the neck they would wear a white scarf edged with embroidery or lace 
Or, sometimes, a rolled white collar. Their knee breeches were tied to- 


gether at’the knee with strings having tags or tassels on the ends. They 
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wore long white stockings and sturdy shoes with silver buckles. The men 
wore their hair shoulder-length and wore tall, broad—brimmed, black felt 


hats to church or finely-knit Monmouth or perhaps Portugese caps. Great 


woolen coats, stout high boots and mittens completed their winter costume. 

The ministers wore black knee breeches, black coats with white collar: 
small black skull caps on their heads, long white stockings and black shoes 
with silver buckles. 

Church services were long and a noon recess provided time for lunch. 
Meetinghouses were seldom heated in those early days of settlement. To 
provide a warm spot in winter during the noon recess, the village ordin- 
ary was often located near the church. ° In 1680, William Measure was cho- 
sen ordinary keeper for Lyme. 

Seating was arranged according to age and social rank in the church. 
Men and women sat on opposite sides of the church with children and slaves 
seated at the ae Tithing mesic appointed at Town Meeting to keep the 
peace, stood at the back of the church, armed with brass-tipped staves to 
awaken slumberers or silence the noisy. They also supervised the ordin- 
ary and reported late comers. Not until the church reform about 1700 was 
hymn singing permitted to add a lighter note to this sober occasion. 

The Fort for the town was Reverend Moses Noyes' house. It had no 
windows but had portholes on the north side and a heavy door on the south. 

Indifference to religion steadily increased in New England during the 
first part of the eighteenth century. In 1734, Jonathan Edwards sparked 
a spectacular revival in Northampton, Massachusetts. The English clergy- 
man, George Whitefield, turned more of New England toward a great relig-— 
ious revival. He was a man of fine appearance, with a booming voice and 
great dramatic ability who is reputed to have swept his listeners off 
their feet with religious eloquence. Whitefield toured Connecticut late 
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in 1740. Jonathan Parsons, Lyme's second minister, entertained Whitefield 


and formed a lasting friendship which created so much opposition in the 
parish that Mr. Parsons moved to Newburyport. Here the two friends are 
buried beneath the altar of the church. The Whitefield Rock, from which 
the English evangelist is reputed to have once preached, still stands in 
the rear garden of the home on Lyme Street -- now owned by Mrs. Truman 
Handy. 

The rent Awakening, as this erica! has come to be known, spread 
through the colony from 1740 to 1742. It not only raised interest in re- 
ligion to great heights but it also produced a deep split within the Con- 
gregational Church between the "Old Lights" and the "New Lights" or "Sep- 
arates.'"' The 'New Lights" favored the revival and often formed "Separ- 


ate churches. This movement had great strength in New London, Windham 


and eastern Fairfield Counties. 

The bitter internal bickering among Congregationalists caused many 
people to leave that church and join the Baptists or the Anglicans. This 
movement also gave rise to intense persecution which eventually led to a 
demand for greater religious tolerance. A revision of Connecticut's code 
of laws in 1750 omitted any religious persecution acts. ‘In 1770 the as- 
sembly exempted Protestant dissenters attending their own worship from 
penalties for non-attendance at the Established Church. In 1/777, Separ- 
atists were exempted from support of the Established Church. 

West Indies Trade: During the latter half of the 17th century a 
lucrative export trade developed with the West Indies. From this trade 
grew shipyards which in the one hundred years beginning in 1784, saw some 
two hundred vessels launched in Lyme waters. 


The exportation of staves (not slaves) to the West Indies in exchange

for sugar, rum and molasses was pioneered by Captain Greenfield Larrabee 
in 1650. Captain Larrabee came to settle in Saybrook from Boston and was 
one of the proprietors of the "East Side of the River." Captain Larrabee 
was given command of the Tryall which was built at Wethersfield in 1649. 
The ‘Tryall made its first voyage to the West Indies with a cargo of stave 


in the spring of 1650. 


In addition to staves, the West Indies traders carried flour, beef, 
pork, onions, peas, apples, soap, leather, candles and various lumber pro- 
ducts from the Lyme area. 

Among the early Lyme merchants engaged in the West Indies trade were 
several generations of the Mather family, John McCurdy, John Sill, Captain 


Thomas Sill, Captain William Matson, Elijah Ely and Joseph Chadwick.

News of the battle at Lexington reached Lyme in the early hours of 


Apriie2|] s/s.) alsrael Bissell, a postrider, set out from Watertown, Massa- 
chusetts on Wednesday, April 19, with a letter giving some of the details 
of the Lexington engagement and stating that the bearer "is charged to 
alarm the Country quite to ert hal Riding hard he reached New Lon- 
don at seven o'clock Friday morning. The men listed above left immedi- 
ately to join other Connecticut troops in the defense of Boston. 

One of the most dramatic events in the Revolutionary War was the 
invention .of the first submarine in American naval history. Ezra Lee, born 
in Lyme January 21, 1749, was its commander. The submarine was named the 
Turtle by its inventor and builder, David Bushnell of Saybrook (West- 
brook). Bushnell built the submarine in 1775 and used the Connecticut 
River as a testing ground. He trained his brother, Ezra, as its operator. 
Efforts-:were made to keep the project a secret, but it soon became common 
gossip in the lower valley towns. A Tory tavern keeper and postmaster at 
Killingsworth named Sheader informed the British of Bushnell's activitiex. 

Bushnell's original plan to attack the British fleet in Boston har- 
bor went mites when General Howe moved his forces to Nova Scotia in 1776. 
The British fleet then moved into New York harbor and General Washington 
authorized Bushnell to proceed with a new plan to torpedo the H.M.S. Eagle, 
Admiral Lord Howe's flagship, which was then lying at anchor in New York. 
Additional difficulties arose when Ezra Bushnell became seriously ill. 
David Bushnell asked General Parsons for three volunteers “to go and learn 


the ways and mystery of the new machine." After several trial runs in 
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Long Island Sound, Bushnell chose Ezra Lee to command and operate the 
Turtle. 

The attack had to take place on a moonless night so on September 6, 
1776, Lee set out from Whitehall in the Turtle. Two whaleboats towed the 
submarine as near the British fleet as they dared. Lee then had to wait 


until slack tide so he could get alongside a man-of-war. After two at- 


tempts to attach a torpedo to the ship, Lee decided to head back for shore 
because of impending daylight. In order to find his way back, Lee had to — 
surface and was seen by British troops on Governor's Island. The British — 
sent a boat out from the fort to capture the submarine but when they got 
within 50-60 yards of Lee, he discharged the torpedo. The British, fright. 
ened by the sight of the torpedo, hastened back to the island. The tor- 
pedo didn't explode until it went past the island but the explosion so 
alarmed the British fleet that they cut their cables and drifted down the © 
Bay, coming to anchor off the southern end of Staten Island. 

Bushnell and Lee made two more attempts on the enemy fleet, both un- 
successful. Then their tender, which carried the submarine on deck, was 
sunk during a bombardment. Bushnell and Lee escaped with their lives, but! 
their last raid had been made. 

During the Revolutionary War, George Washington, Lafayette and Ben- 
jamin Franklin stayed at the old Melardy house across from the church 
while planning a part of the war.

The family was called together and, after reading a chapter 
from the Bible, the Judge would stand with his hand on top of his chair 
and commence with the Creation, The Fall of Adam and his expulsion from 
‘Paradise, The Flood, The Covenant with Noah, with Abraham, with David and 
Egould become more and more animated as he warmed to his subjects and would 
alk his chair a little, then more rapidly. By the time he reached the 
Advent of our Saviour, the man would strike the chair against the back of 
the parlor wall with force that made the faaiae shake. 

: Another of my favorite characters was Mrs. Mather Chadwick who was 
originally Edwardanna Schieffelin, a woman of unusual quality and vivacity. 
Her first husband was Frank Sill, and she is said to have inquired of an 
uncle who supposedly had some authority in the matter, "May I have Frank?" 
The answer is not recorded, but she had him, and after his death, she had 
Dr: John Noyes, who is said to have been called in to attend a spurious 
‘Case of toothache. She married him and "by intention," as my informant 


Says. Then came Captain Mather Chadwick, a sailor of renown. She buried 


After all this marrying, she came to the Samuel Mather house and is 
remembered as living here an old lady. There was life in her yet, how- 
€ver, for when Judge McCurdy, a near neighbor, and widower, once touched 
her veil in coming out of church with the inquiry, "Cousin Anna, when are 
you going to lay this away?" She promptly answered, "Whenever you say, 


Cousin Charles."

Upon Mrs. Chadwick's death the house, together with $10,000 provided 
by her will went to the First Ecclesiastical Society of Old Lyme. The 
house has been used as a parsonage since that time. 

Old Lyme has produced and has been the summer home for many famous 
people. Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson and Albert Einstein have lived 
in Lyme. Old Lyme has produced many a governor, senator and congressman, ~ 
not to mention many famous artists and writers. Ella Grasso, a present 
candidate for Governor in Connecticut and Congress-person from Connecti- 


cut, is a resident of Old Lyme. 


After the foregoing bit of historical review, we resume our genealogy 
There is little known of Solomon's very early years at Lyme and his 
first marriage despite continued efforts to develop more information. 
Existing records have their beginning close to the time of Solomon's 
second marriage and we are indeed fortunate to have available some ele- 
ments of early family history that provide valuable data for the genealogy 
One of the items referred to the author is an article written by Mrs. 
Eunice (Burch) (Hathaway) Main, mother of the present occupant of the 
Solomon Gee farm. Paragraphs are borrowed freely from this article with- 
out question of their validity and because of their interesting content. 
It is not known in what year Solomon Gee first bought land but the 
earliest existing deed dated 1735 states he took up in the Township of 
Lyme, Colony of Connecticut, seven shillings worth or seven acres, in the 
third part of the fourth division of common lands; but this same deed 
proves him to have been previously a landowner, for one side of the pur- 
chase was bounded by the brook on which Gee's mill stood and on another 


by Gee's own land. 
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Later, in a 1747 record, dated the 21st year of the reign of our So- 
vereign Lord George by the Grace of God of Great Britain, France and Ire- 
land, King; Solomon Gee paid two hundred pounds of tenor money for forty 
acres. Additional acreage was acquired prior to the Revolutionary War, 
and the place became known as Pattaganset Farm. The brook through the 
farm once supplied a fulling mill and later a sawmill. The crystal clear 
water from a spring in the woods once was used in a distilling opera- 
tion two weeks in the year with a revenue tax of four and one half cents 
a gallon on the products. Later, the water from this spring was bottled 
and sold from a store in a nearby city when analysis proved it to be of es- 
special merit. 

The oldest building on the fork probably put up by Solomon Gee, was 
used during the time ef his grandson, Mathew, as a.weave shop where young 
women of the neighborhood found employment at seventy five cents a week. 
It was subsequently used as a dairy house, AO we Fe shop, and grain room. 

Fields which once were tilled and the ancient apple orchard that ex- 
tended almost the entire length of ‘the farm have been reduced to pas- 
ture lands. The family burying ground (designated Mack's Mill Cemetery) 
has remained undisturbed. 

Indians were, of course, contemporary with our earliest ancestors and 
traces have been found of their presence at Patagansett Farm. The story 
is told of one Indian who persisted in his oft repeated demands for cider 
at the farm until after being many times refused, he was told that he 
could have all the basket he was carrying would hold. The crafty Indian 
promptly took the basket to the brook, and it being the winter season, 
after many repeated dippings, a coat of ice was formed, making the bas- 


ket a fit receptacle for liquid. 
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Earliest existing deed to Solomon Gee property at East Lyme, 
Connecticut; dated "30th Day of March AD 1735" by which 
Joseph Peck sold for "two pounds current money" land in an 
amount identified as "two shillings" worth. 
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Solomon's dwelling house on the farm apparently was adequate for his 


family's needs and continued to serve throughout the lifetimes of son Will- 
jam and grandson William. Finally, however, during ownership of the home 
place by the latter William's son Mathew, the house was adjudged to have 
outlived its time and plans were made to replace it with a larger, more- 
impressive structure befitting a successful and progressive farm operation. 
Design of the new house became a major project of Mathew's son, Mathew, 
Jr., and elaborate plans were drawn to build a place of some magnificence. 

During the time that work was underway to tear down the old house and 
clear the way for the new one to be erected in the same location, Mathew, 
Jr. made a trip to Washington, D. C. for the purpose of visiting his pros- 
pective bride. While there, he contracted smallpox and died. Since he 
was the favorite son, his early death greatly disturbed his father who 
never recovered from this tragic loss. Mathew lost all interest in the 
building of a new house but since the old one was torn down, some action 
was required to replace it. In his depressed mood, Mathew completely a- 
bandoned the design that had been so proudly achieved by Mathew, Jr. and 
he instructed the builders to proceed using their own judgment in the con- 
struction of da conventional two-story house built square and unadorned, a 
dwelling typical for that period in time. 

Mathew also lost interest in the continued progress of the farm it- 
self and conditions were allowed to deteriorate in sad neglect. It was 
some years later when Mathew's son-in-law, John Way, had taken over opera- 
tion of the farm that the situation was reversed. Once again, the farm 
was made to prosper and produce to its potential and pride was restored 
in the appearance of buildings and fields. Since John Way had no sons, 
ownership later passed to the Burch name by a daughter's marriage and then 


in the same manner to the Hathaway family where it now rests. 
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Visits to Pattaganset Farm in the Fall of 1978 and again in the Spr ng Cees 
of 1979 afforded the author an opportunity to discuss the history of the 
farm and to enjoy the warm hospitality of the Stephen Gee Hathaway family, 
the present owners. A collection of personal papers issued by Solomon 
Gee and various descendants was carefully reviewed for genealogy content 
and items of related interest. Vital records kept by his grandson Willi 
and the Bible of great grandson Mathew provided useful data. 

The Hathaway's possess many early deeds, the earliest dated 1735, 
which record periodic acquisitions of small tracts of land oF Solomon Gee 
and successive heirs as they prospered and added more acreage to their 
holdings. It is indeed unfortunate that at least mie earlier deed is mis 
ing. This particular document reportedly was written on sheep-skin and i 
was loaned many years ago to someone for framing and was never returned. 
So there is no sure record of the total acreage accumulated over the year 
However, a division of the property has recently been made whereby 30 
acres are retained for Stephen and his wife, Ann, and giving shares of the 
remaining 160 acres to their children as an inheritance. Other land that 
was once a part of the farm included two pieces adjoining the lake and 
transferred by illegal sale, which subsequently was honored when deeds 
were issued by Mr. Hathaway, the rightful owner. It is also eHoBeat that 
some portion of the Gee land may have been donated to Yale University as 
a recreational area. 

For a number of years after he inher cad the farm, Mr. Hathaway farmed 
the place using a team of oxen named "Bold" and "Bright," disdaining the 
use of available tractors and other mechanized farm equipment. However, 
inflationary pressures created an increasing demand to produce more revenue | 
from the farm and it became extremely difficult, even renting additonal 
fields, to generate sufficient income by farming and dairying. Subse- 


quently, during the World War II years, a factory job was taken at the 
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Second-oldest of the existing deeds to Solomon Gee property at 
East Lyme, Connecticut; dated "Seventh Day of August.....- Annoq ue 
Domini, 1747" by which for “Two Hundred Pounds old Tennour 

bills" William Clark sold "Forty acres" of land, with the reserva- 
tion of right of access to other land. 
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Electric Boat Division of Pratt & Whitney at Groton, Connecticut where 
submarines are built. Farming was not completely abandoned, however, and 
a gradual entry also was made into the greenhouse business, specializing 
mainly in the cultivation of flowering plants and tomato plants for whole- 
sale commercial outlets. With the success of this latter venture, opera- 
tion of the farm necessarily became a cooperative effort of the entire 


family. 


REACHING OUT FOR NEW HORIZONS 


Our Gee family was not unlike other settlers in New England and it 
was inevitable that members would seek new opportunities with other pion- 
eers when frontier lands were opened for settlement. Initial departures 
from East Lyme occurred in 1767 and 1774 when sons of Solomon Gee relo- 
cated to Marlow in Chesire County, New Hampshire. And inasmuch as this 
part of New Hampshire was settled by families from the area of Lyme, Con- 
necticut, we find rae: mention in Marlow records of the surnames Mack, 
Huntley, Smith, Way, Beckwith, and Tinker with which Gee families were 
closely allied at Lyme. 

We are indeed fortunate to have available ron reference a copy of an 
unpublished manuscript written by Mr. Elgin Jones, a lifelong reside t 
of Marlow, New Hampshire who was born in 1852 and died in 1939. His work 
is based on tnformarion related to him by his grandfather and his father, 
and his personal observations and research of events in Marlow's history. 
This is a welcome reliable source of reference and seer at extractions 


therefrom are incorporated into our Gee genealogy in the following pages. 


Mr. Jones' collection of Marlow Notes provides much information of 
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general interest concerning the establishment and subsequent development 
of the town of Marlow, New Hampshire. He has recorded historical data i 
greater detail than one would expect to find in a typical reference hist 
ory volume because such publications normally must include broader cover 
age of area than just one small town and its immediate environs which 
were of sole concern to Mr. Jones. He tells about interesting changes o 
curring at Marlow in the businesses, the homes, churches, roads, and eve 
the cemeteries as the town matured over the years. He gives us some in- 
sight into the customs observed in early years and mentions the names of 
many of the residents living in Marlow at different periods of time. 
Some of his observations pertain to the territorial conflict preceding the 
ultimate establishment of Vermont as a neighboring state. 

He further points out that in the assignment of territorial rights 
under the system of provincial government, residents of Connecticut were 
eligible to establish settlements in parts of both Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. In fact, the term "New Connecticut" was given to the areas 
that were available in the New Hampshire grant. Some of the lands offer- 
ed under these grants appeared to present sufficient opportunities to war- 
rant their settlement and the grants were exercised accordingly. Other 
locations apparently were not appealing enough to attract new settlers 
so those grants went unused. 

It is difficult for us..to bridge in our minds a time period of two 
hundred years and envision what conditions must have been like that long 
ago. Progress has so leap-frogged just since World War I in the fields 
of transportation, commini@ectare and sources of power that it would be 


very hard indeed if we had to again live by the standards that prevailed 
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as recently as six short decades ago. Still we read that at an earlier 
time people travelled between Lyme, Connecticut and Marlow, New Hampshire, 
a distance of more than 100 miles, without great hardship. Roads, of course, 
at that time were primitive if they existed at all but the waterways were 
greatly utilized and afforded a comfortable means of travel to many re- 
mote areas. Rivers then were the highways of the pioneer settlers and 
were used widely in travel northward from Connecticut to locations in New 
Hampshire and Vermont. And when settlers from New England later moved 
westward, they again followed the river and lake routes wherever possible 
through the State of New York and into the Great Lakes area. Teams of 
oxen hitched to sleds or wagons were employed when traversing land routes, 
even where there were no roads. These beasts later served in clearing the 
land and provided a means of mobile power for all kinds of work requiring 
strength beyond the capability of man alone. 

The Marlow charter was issued in 1761 and we find reference to meet- 
ings of the grantees at Lyme, Connecticut around 1763-1764 and at Marlow 
starting in 1765. There also is mention of official concern by the Gov- 
ernor in 1771 that insufficient families had arrived in Marlow and revoca- 
tion of the charter was under consideration. However, more settlers were . 
arriving about that time and by the end of the Revolutionary War, enough 
people had come to Marlow that the town by then was firmly established. 

We learn from Mr. Jones' account that Solomon? Mack apparently had 
the first house in Marlow c. 1764 although his name is more-closely identi- 
fied with the nearby town of Gilsum. However, his name does not appear 
among the men of Lyme, Connecticut who were named proprietors of Marlow 


by grant of the provincial governor. It is reported that less than half 
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of the grantees actually lived at Marlow, the rest probably having sold 


their property rights to others. Solomon2 Gee relocated from Lyme to Ma 
low in 1767 and was followed by his brother Stephen in 1774. While neit 
er of them had proprietor status, they were related to some of the propr 
tors and many others of the town's early inhabitants arriving there in t 
same general time period. 

Members of the Mack family were known for their prowess in building © 
dams. Samuel? Mack was the first to build a dam across the Connecticut 
River and he also built, with the help of his brother Solomon and his nept 
ew Solomon, the dam at Bellows Falls, Vermont. At Marlow, New Hampshire, 
members of the Mack family built at least two dams which provided power 
to operate sawmills belonging to Mack and Gee settlers. No doubt, they 
were hake of a number of other dams because of their successful ex- a 
perience doing this work and the demand in teneer days for such structured 
to operate sawmills, grist mills, and fulling mills for the processing 
of cloth. 

Contrary to most New England settlements, Marlow's first church was 
Baptist rather than Congregational. This is explained by the fact that 
Marlow was founded by families from Lyme, Connecticut where residents 
mainly were then Baptists. The church at Marlow flourished from a formal 
date of 1777 until 1859 and functioned as a mother church for rioee later 7 
formed at Washington, Unity, Alstead, Gilsum, and Stoddard. While he is : 
not identified as a minister of the Baptist church at Marlow, Reverend 
Ebenezer3 mais nephew of the aforementioned Solomon2 Mack and father-in- ’ 
law of William? Gee, relocated from Lyme to Marlow in 1774 where he was 
undoubtedly a factor in establishment of the Baptist church there. The 


Baptist church resumed operation sometime after 1859 and functioned si- 
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multaneously with the Methodist, Unitarian, and Christian churches then 
at Marlow. 

Another distinction credited to Marlow was a lack of the log dwellings 
usually built by early settlers. Inasmuch as there existed at Marlow the 
sawmills erected by Solomon? Mack and Solomon2 Gee by the year 1770, soon 
followed by the mill of Stephen2 Gee, dimensional lumber was available for 
homes and other buildings from this time forward. It was readily possible 
to build with conventional materials and techniques, including ornamenta-— 
tion, so the Marlow homes were noteworthy for their design and carpentry 
in this pioneer period. 

We find a number of Gee graves in the West Marlow Cemetery described 
by Mr. Jones. Also buried there are a number of persons from related fam- 
ilies. However, there is a greater. concentration of such graves in the 
ip Allen Cemetery (also known as the Gustin Pond Cemetery) which is located 
several miles northwest of the town of Marlow in a somewhat remote rural 
area. This latter cemetery perhaps is older but it is reasonably well 
maintained and stones stand erect and most of them are quite readable. 

Characteristic of so many cemeteries in the New England states, the 
J. Allen Cemetery is enclosed on all four sides by a stone fence three to 
four feet high. Such fences frequently are used in this same part of the 
country for quitesancther purpose; that is, to separate the fields on the 
farms to denote property lines and to divide the respective fields into 
sections as desired for pasture or for cultivation. Presumeably, their 
popularity stemmed from the ready availability of the stones as they were 
gleaned oe the fields during tilling and harvesting. Their use in build- 
ing fences was most logical because this provided a means of effective, 
permanent, no-cost material and simultaneously offered a way to dispose 


of the stone as they were cleared from the fields. 
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sawmill and home of.Stephen Gee at Marlow, N. H. 11 
was built during the earliest days of the town of Marlow around 
1770 and influenced the use of conventional building materials 
and methods with the unique result for that period in history 


whereby it was never necessary to construct homes of logs.. in 
that community.

near the end of the nineteenth century. In contrast, the descendants 
of Solomon2 Gee tended to seek new homesites, some going from Marlow to 
northern Vermont in the same general area where Smith cousins, also from 
Marlow, sought new opportunities. Other descendants of Solomon? relocated 
from Marlow into several counties in lower Vermont. However, traces of 
most of these latter families in Vermont have become lost after about 
1880. We do have a record of Alva4 Gee, grandson of Solomon2, who went 
from New Hampshire to Vermont, then to Ohio and to Indiana where he died; 
his family going on to Iowa and later into Nebraska from whence descend- 
ants spread into a number of midwestern states. There also are records 
of this Alva's brother Leonard who went to New York State and most of his 
descendants, particularly those now fivine in Texas. 

The movement of Gee families from Marlow into Vermont occurred rather 
shortly after Vermont attained statehood. Both New York and New Hampshire 
had claimed territorial rights in a drawn-out dispute over the land that 
finally became the State of Vermont. Possibly the involvement of New 
Hampshire's citizens may have influenced to some degree the relocation of 
those families departing from Marlow after the points at issue had been 
resolved and boundaries were established for Vermont as an independent 
State. 

In preceding pages, we have seen that William? Gee, the youngest son 
of Solomon!, stayed on at the home place in East Lyme, Connecticut. His 
brothers, Solomon? and Stephen2, and sister, Deborah2, wife of Silas 
Smith, disposed of their interests at East Lyme and joined others going 
to Marlow, New Hampshire to establish homes and to seek their fortunes, 


thereby exercising the charter for this area that had been granted to resi- 


dents of East Lyme. 
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Another significant departure from East Lyme in our Gee genealogy 
occurred when the area known as "The Western Reserve of Connecticut” was ~ 
opened for settlement. By way of explanation, Connecticut owned large 
tracts of land in the western territory prior to the Revolutionary War. 
In 1786, most of this land was ceded to the United States government but 
reserving an area bordering the south shore of Lake peice hence the name 
Western Reserve. In 1792, Connecticut gave 500,000 acres of this land to 
people of that State whose lands had been burned in the Revolutionary War, 
this area in Ohio becoming known as the "Fire Lands." The rest of this 
territory was sold in 1795 to the Connecticut Land Company and in 1800 it 
was incorporated into the Northwest Territory as Trumbull County, later 
divided into 10 whole counties and fractions of four others, situated in 
the northeastern corner of the State of Ohio. 

A fine review of this movement has come to hand which is being repro- 
duced below with permission of the Cann eceicne Society of Genealogists,

MIGRATIONS TO THE WESTERN RESERVE 
"This talk was prepared and delivered by our member, Mrs. Helen Harris 

(#1436), at the April 1972 meeting of the Society. Mrs. Harriss is a 

teacher of American History at the University of Pittsburgh and is t 

descendant of a Connecticut family which was ebare of the migration 

to the Western Reserve.) 

It seems fitting that I should be here today for just 174 years ago 
this month, my ancestors packed their possessions into a wagon, loaded the — 
children on horseback, said their farewells and left for their new home in 
Ohio. It took them almost four months to reach their destination. How 


surprised they would be to know that my trip here took less than one hour 


and seven minutes. But I am here, 174 years later, to report to the 
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"cousins" about the life they led in the new land. 

I wish that I had a magic bus to transport us all to the northeast 
corner of Ohio. Here, in the Westerm Reserve of Connecticut, an area 
measuring 120 miles west from the Pennsylvania line and approximately 70 
miles south from Lake Erie, we would find a bit of New England persisting 
to this day with all the tenacity of those sturdy pioneers who first came 
here in the early 19th century. 

Our magic bus would drive us along tree-lined roads, so straight that 
they seem to have been drawn by some giant's ruler. We would pass pros- 
perous farms, fields of corn or alfalfa, orchards full of apple trées still 
growing from seeds planted by Johnny Appleseed, and apiaries buzzing with 
bees, descendants of those carried here by the early pioneers. Every 
five miles, at the intersection of another straight road, we would see a 
small town. Around the village green still survive those three symbols 
of New England virtue: the white church with its tall spire; the town- 
hall; and the school. Clustered nearby are homes, new and old. Carefully 
preserved and loved are the saltboxes, the neo-Greek two and three-storied 
homes of stone and brick; and the typically Western Reserve cottages with 
the distinctive deep eaves. We read the names of these villages and our 
thoughts go back in time and we are with homesick folks who tried to found 
a new home in the wilderness, but could not forget Plymouth, Windham, Mid- 
dlefield, Windsor, or Litchfield. 

Our road would lead us to the big cities of the Reserve also: Cleve- 
land, Youngstown, Lorain, Akron, and Ashtabula. Like cities everywhere, 
these are bustling, smoking metropolitan centers. Their people mingle the 
blood of the Yankees with that of immigrants from many lands. Even in 


these cities, there are old streets with fine examples of New England arch- 
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itecture and craftsmanship, snuggled among the glass and metal of this 
century. 

What was the reason that these, our forebears, left the homes they 
had established in Connecticut? why did they choose this spot for their 
new roots? who came and what were they like? what was this land and how 
did they live on it? These questions are interesting to genealogists for 
this area was a transition one where many of our ancestors lived for a wh 
and then moved on. There was something in the blood of the early settler 
which drove them on westward and their sons after them, so many who do 
family research find that a branch of their family tree flourished briefl 
in Ohio, Those of us whose parents stayed in the area and who were fortu- 
mate enough to grow up there - as I did in the Firelands section of the 
Reserve -— will always have a love for the traditions of that part of Ohio 
and a pride in its history. It is a part of us; it has made us what we 
are, and what we are is a bit of New England, too. 

To understand the "why's'" of the Western Reserve we must go back to 
the charters given to settlers and proprietors of the early colonies by 
the English sovereigns who claimed all land to the western shores of the 
continent. It was uncharted land, more vast than any king could ever imag- 
ine, so it is understandable that British rulers described it in such vague 
terms that Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New York, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, and Connecticut all felt that they had legal claims to land 
west of the Ohio River. The settlement of these claims was one of the 
most potentially dangerous problems which faced the young government of 
the United States, operating under the Articles of Confederation. It is 
an example of the great desire for peace and harmony that the colonies 


ceded their claims for the disputed territory to the new Federal govern- 
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ment to be a part of the public domain and to be disposed of for the 
common good. 

But Connecticut had a special claim. In her Charter of 23 April 
1662, Charles II had confirmed all previous charters and given her "all 
territory of the present state and of all lands west of it, to the ex- 
tent of its breadth, from sea to sea." Because of this grant, during the 
1750's and 1760's, Connecticut citizens had settled in the lovely Wyoming 
Valley of the Susquehanna River, on land claimed by both Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania. Skirmishes between the two claimants culminated on 3 July 
1778 in the infamous Wyoming Massacre, which left 300 men dead, hundreds 
more injured or tortured. News of the plight of the survivors had arous- 
ed sympathy among other colonists and even in Europe. Therefore, when 
the Trenton Federal Court in 1782 requested the eee arion of rights to the 
western lands, Connecticut was allowed to retain a strip - a Reserve - in 
the Ohio Territory, projecting her own boundaries by an area bordered on 
the aoerh by Take Erie, on the south by the 4lst parallel, and extending 
120 miles to the west of the Pennsylvania border. Included were various 
Lake Erie Islands. The area was larger than the original State of Con- 
pecticut. , 

An early historian, Alfred Mathews, has noted that this was a good 
Yankee horse-deal. Connecticut gave up claims to the vast territory to 
the Western Sea - a vague and undefined area- for solid land, accessible 
and defined. It is said that there was resistance to this gift to Con- 
necticut, especially from the Virginia claimants and President George 
Washington. But the shrewd members of Congress, anxious to validate 


their claims and to get Americans into the area west of the Alleghenies, 


permitted the deal to go ahead, so that settlers there would be a buffer 
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against the British and Indians, thus enhancing the value of land in Wes 


ern New York and Pennsylvania. This Ohio land, so remote from the set- 


tled areas of the Atlantic coast, seemed to them to have little value. It 
could be sold cheaply, and settlers crossing to their new homes would ma 
roads, thus promoting the already-settled intermediate areas. 
Connecticut's claim to the Reserve was surrendered in 1800, the lan 
then became a part of the Northwest Territory and of the State of Ohio wh 
it was formed in 1803. At this time, less than 300 families had moved we 
but the stream of migrants continued until tens of thousands of people had 
moved from New England. ‘In 1800 the area was organized as Trumbull Count 
the Mother County. At present, there are 11 counties, plus parts of two 
others in the original area. Connecticut land-owners were permitted to r 
tain physical title to the land, but they granted legal jurisdiction to thr 
Territorial Government of the United States. Yet, the words "Western Re- 
serve'’ did not die. All deeds of land purchased in the area to the pre- 
sent time are traceable to the original Connecticut land-owners and the 


very words, “Western Reserve," 


are remembered with pride by present-day 
citizens in the names they give to their institutions and in the very spi 
it which they keep alive in their architecture and lifestyles. 

During the nine years after granting of the Western Reserve in 1786, 
Connecticut struggled with several schemes for the distribution of the 
western lands. It was almost immediately decided that a half-million ac- 
res at the far western part of the Reserve was to be set aside for relief 
of those who had suffered from the assaults of the British during the Rev- 


olution. This land, known variously as the "Sufferers' Land" or in Ohio 


as "The Firelands," has a distinct story of its own which I will tell later- 
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Finally, in 1795, by which time General reisiepe Wayne had quelled the 
Indians in Ohio and removed the menace of attack, the Connecticut General 
Assembly at last devised a scheme which was acceptable. It was decided 
to sell the lands unsurveyed, and a committee of eight men, representing 
each of Connecticut's counties, was authorized to arrange the sale. There 
were 3,800,000 acres to be disposed of, and it was decided that at least 
one million dollars was to be realized. This money was to be set aside 


for the use of Connecticut schools. 


' it was a gambling prop- 


Since the land was being sold "sight unseen,’ 
osition, and so a company of speculators was organized, the Connecticut 
Land Company, to arrange disposal of the lands. Originally 35, and later 
57, men were involved and their shares of the $1,200,000 investment rang- 
ed from Oliver Phelps' purchase of $32,600 to the small purchase of Sylvan- 
us Griswold - $1,683. I have lists of all purchasers as well as a list 
of the members of the original committee appointed by the Assembly among 
the displays which I have Aesteie with me. These men gave bond to the 
State Treasurer, mortgaging their own properties until such time as they 
either sold or used the land themselves. Very few of the original owners 
came to live in the Reserve or even to look at their land. 

And now, with ownership settled, the Company was eager to survey the 
purchase, learn about its quality, and arrange its sale. In May of 1796, 

a troop of explorers and surveyors set out for the area under the leader- 
ship of Moses Cleaveland, who had been born in Canterbury, Connécticut in 
1754 and died there in 1806. He made only ‘this one trip to Ohio and nev- 
er returned to see the city named for him. The principal surveyor was 
Augustus Porter of Salisbury. Other surveyors were Amos Spafford, John 
Milton Holley, Richard M. Stoddard, and Moses Warren. Theodore Shepherd 


was the doctor and there were other employes. 
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When the group rendezvoused at Buffalo, a total of 52 made up the 


party. Among these were Elijah Gunn and his wife, Anna, Job F. Stiles ar 


his wife, Tabitha Cumi, and James and Eunice Kingsbury with their 13-year 
old nephew and their own three children under three years of ago, as well 
as the expected baby who was to be the first white child born in the new 
land. 

The men must have been aware of the historic importance of their task. 
for many of them kept thorough journals which are interesting reading for 
those of us who know the land in its modern development. The journal kept 
by Seth Pease, a noted astronomer, is especially valuable because of the 
scientific accuracy of his observations. 

Although title to the land was vested in the Connecticut Land Company 
and although the treaties with the Indians had been completed, Moses Cleav 
land was careful to deal with the particular Indians involved. He called 
a pow-wow in Buffalo, where he met with representatives of the Six Nations. 
It is an interesting story and shows the character of General Cleaveland 
that he dressed himself in Indian clothes and, since he had a dark comple 
ion and a broad face, he looked much like an old chieftain himself. For 
-several days, the feasting and drinking went on. Cleaveland bided his 
time with patience while the demands of the Indians became tempered, and 
the final settlement was that the Indians from the West were to receive a 
total of $500 New York "courency" and the eastern Indians, "2 Beef Cattle 
and 100 Gall of Whisky." For this largesse, the Connécticut settlers were 4 
to be free to enter all territory as far as the Cuyahoga River (present- 
day Cleveland). Moses Cleaveland was meticulous in keeping his promises 
to the Indians and for this he earned their respect. No one — on pain of 
death —- was allowed to cross the Cuyahoga until further treaties would 


be made with the Indians living there. 
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And so, on the 4th of July 1796, the little are landed in the Ohio 
Territory, near where Conneaut is today, and celebrated the twentieth an- 
niversary of their nation by opening a new territory for future settlement. 

The survey began immediately, starting from the already—established 
border of Pennsylvania. Cleaveland had arranged to lay out a city at a 
good harbor and he eagerly set out by boat along the Lake Erie shore to 
find a location. On July 22, he arrived at the mouth of the Cuyahoga Riv- 
er, a spot which he had chosen. This was the place, he felt, for a future 
metropolis and he paced out a town square, as his New England forebears 
must have done many years before in olden Connecticut. The town was laid 
out to surround this Public Square, and today a vast city stretches out 
in every direction from that same ten-acre plot where he said that he hoped 
would grow a town the size of Windham. 

The survey was accomplished with much suffering. The land was flat 
with small hills in the southern part. It was heavily forested and there 
were marshes filled with sharp cornbrake. Deadly rattlesnakes lurked in 
the undergrowth. Food ran out; there was much malaria, eens: and 
other illnesses. Heat and mosquitoes added to the discomfort. The men 
grew thin and haggard from their meager diet, but the morale remained ions 
They plodded on, systematically laying out townships in ranges numbered 
from 1 to 24. If you are doing research, you will want to know that the 
townships are five miles square and numbered from township 1 in the south- 
east corner of the range to township 24 in the northwest corner. Maps 
were drawn and journals kept to describe the land so that the Land Company 
could better judge its value. 

In October, their task still incomplete, they returned east for the 
Winter, leaving behind the Stiles and Gunn families along with Edward Paine 


in Cleveland and the Kingsbury family near what is now Conneaut. The next 
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summer the surveyors completed their measurements, laying out the land 
160-acre lots. 

Even before the survey, the first sale had been consumated. Gener 
Samuel H. Parsons of Middletown, Connecticut, a friend of John Adams, had 
been appointed Judge of all the area northwest of the Ohio River and live 
in Marietta. On 10 February 1788, he was granted a patent to a salt spri 
area north of present-day Youngstown. This area was well-known to the In 
dians and the settlers in New York and Pennsylvania who came here for the 
precious commodity. The presence of such a salt spring enhanced the valu 
of the Reserve land, but when Judge Parsons came to look at his purchase 
the next year, he was disappointed to discover that the salt deposits wer 
not so extensive as the Indian reports had said. The Judge was drowned 
at the Falls of the Beaver River in Pennsylvania as he was returning to 
Connecticut. Title to the land passed to his heirs. 

In 1805, the Indians released the land to the west of the Cuyahoga 
River for the payment of $18,916.67. This included the land: which the 
State of Connecticut had reserved for the relief of the sufferers. In 
an article about the Firelands, Helen M. Carpenter has said, 'The torches _ 
of the British soldiers firing the dwellings of Connecticut patriots, 


lighted the hearth fires of pioneer homes in Northern Ohio.” Indeed, there 


is a direct relationship between the raids of the coastal communities led< 
by Benedict Arnold and the settlement of the western lands of the Reserve. 
The raids had caused such destruction to nine towns that in 1780, when 4 
citizens of Norwalk, Conneceiene petitioned the General Assembly for re- 
lief, it was directed that land in the Western Reserve should be given to _ 


these people. The Senate did not confirm this grant until 1792 and even 


more years passed while various plans were proposed for the distribution. 
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ee 


Million Acres of the Land Lying South of Lake Erie." Accounts of the meet- 
ings as peered in the Connecticut Journal tell us of the 30 years of 
disputes which elapsed before compensation was given. At one time, even, 
the Proprietors were granted permission to levy a tax on the losses, if 
you can imagine that. All but 79 of the sufferers paid this preposterous 
tax after threats of public listings of the debts. Even so, only $120 was 
realized from the tax. Authority was granted, also, to survey and parti- 
tion the land and to make treaties with the Indians. 

Finally, in 1806, surveys of the land in the western part of the Re- 
serve were made. Almon Ruggles, one of the explorers, said that this was 
the "most hideous" place which he had seen ® au his years of travelling 
through the woods. Again, the land was laid out in ranges and five-mile- 
Square townships. Those along the Lake Erie shore were of shapes to com- 
pensate for the uneven shoreline. Included in the area was a group of is- 
lands off the Sandusky Bay with rich vineyards. Today, the land is flat 
with rich farms and orchards, small cities and along the lake, many sandy > 
beaches. 

Eventually, the Board of Directors was ready for the partition and a 
most complicated system was set up which, they hoped, would equalize the 
grants. The property was divided into 120 sections. These, then, were 
divided into 30 bundles, marked by numbers one through four. Thirty tick- 
ets were also prepared, each describing a township by range and number. 

a ticket was drawn, a classification bundle was also drawn and each suf- 
ferer's losses were compensated for by the township section whose number 
he had drawn. Unfortunately, a large claimant often drew parcels of land 


in scattered parts of the Firelands. It is interesting to look at a pre- 
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sent day map of Ohio and to note the names of the towns: Danbury, New 


Haven, Fairfield, Norwalk, Greenwich, New London, Lyme, Groton - as fam— 
iliar in Ohio as in Connecticut. 

Stories of life in the early days of the Reserve read like an excit- 
ing book. Human dramas unfold in stories of bravery.. In 1896, in order 
to celebrate the 100th anniversary of the settlement of the Reserve, women 
of each township interviewed surviving settlers and their children, gate 
ing stories, particularly of the heroism of the women. These they publis 
ed in a five volume series called A Memorial to the Pioneer Women of the 
Western Reserve. This book is full of the sort of stories which are pass d 
down in families. It is surely one of the most valuable genealogical aid 
ever published, as well as the most readable. Along with this series of 
books, they published volumes for each county which list all of the early 
women settlers, giving in tabular form the maiden name, town of origin, 
rival date in the Reserve, and other pavitinedt MaEbometdons 

A typical Western Reserve pioneer story is that of the Kingsbury fam- 
ily, mentioned as parents of the first baby born in the Reserve. They ha 
accompanied Cleaveland and the surveying party and chose to make their ho 
at the first stopping place, not far from the Pennsylvania line. After 
settling his family in a crude cabin, James Kingsbury left to make a nec- 
essory trip to New Hampshire, leaving the children and his pregnant wife 
alone. Although he intended to return in a few weeks, he was delayed. 4H 
struggled back through heavy snowstorms, his horse dying of exposure on | 
the way. When he arrived on Christmas Eve, 1796, it was to find that the 
only cow had died, the food which he had left was all gone, the children 
were hungry, and his wife was faeces ill with a fever. The new-born 


baby soon died because she was unable to feed him, and so the first baby 
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born in the Reserve also was the first to die. The father returned to Erie 


for supplies and was able to shoot a wild pigeon from which he made a broth 
which helped his wife to revive. And so, they survived the winter. Dur- 
ing the next summer, the family moved to Cleveland where there were two 
other women to keep Mrs. Kingsbury company. James Kingsbury went on to 
become the first judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Ohio and lived to 

be 80 years old. 

In my own family, I have heard since childhood of my father's great 
great grandparents. David Daniel fought through the Revolution. In 1798, 
the Connecticut Land Company offered him his choice of 100 acres of land 
free in the southern part of the Reserve if he would go, clear the land 
and prepare the way for other settlers. His wife was the very gentle Lu- 
cinda Meigs, a Quaker who loved soft silks and the daughter of Janna Meigs 
and cousin of Return Jonathan Meigs who had settled at Marietta and was 
to become the third Governor of Ohio and the first Postmaster of the United 
States. With their two young children, the Daniels made their way on horse- 
back across New York State from their home in Salisbury. When they arrived 
in the unknown wilderness, friendly Indians helped them to choose fertile 
farmland, and during the first hard winter provided gifts of wild turkey, 
deer, and other game which kept them from starvation. Lucinda had a great 
knowledge of medicine and treated the Indians. She also taught them to 
make maple sugar. In return, they taught her their lore of herbs and wild 
plants. Her garden of medicinal plants was still flourishing in the 1930's 
near Palmyra, Ohio where they established their home. The forest was so 
heavy that light rarely penetrated through the leaves, so, during the first 
winter, David cleared an area, using the trees to build a home to replace 
the hastily constructed cabin that was their first home. Seeds carried 


from Connecticut were planted and when the crop was harvested, David loaded 
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a bushel of wheat on his back and strode over 30 miles to a mill which 
just been built near Youngstown. With his bags of precious flour, he 
walked the 30 miles back to his home. 

He was extremely proud of his military service and carved his own 
tombstone, listing the roster of his battles: Monmouth, Trenton, Stony 
Point, Brandywine, Yorktown, and Valley Forge. For Bee the stone was — 
propped beside his home and he taught his children to read from it. But 
the old pioneer was made of sturdy stuff and he outlived the tombstone. 

It cracked during a northern Ohio winter storm. Now he lies under a large 
stone in the cemetery at Palmyra, said to shelter the graves of more Rey. 
olutionary - War Soldiers than any one cemetery west of the Alleghenies. 

With his son-in-law, Jabez Gilbert, son of Heber Gilbert and des- 
cendant of Jonathan Gilbert, David Daniel “ran the mail" from Pittsburgh 
to Cleveland with a four-horse stagecoach. In order to do this, they firsi 


had to build bridges and lay out roads, often following old Indian portage 


paths which cross from river to river in the Reserve. Today, when ny 
daughter and I drive to her, university in Kent, Ohio, we follow a road 
he planned and pass the house built by Jabez and Electa, David's daughter, 
still shaded by the ancient trees which shaded my ancestors. 

uF often think of those women of the Reserve. How hard it must have 
been to leave families and comforts and to take their babies into unknown 
lands! How lonesome it must have been! Cabins were built in clearings 
chopped from the thick forest, fifteen to twenty miles from the nearest 
neighbors. Hannah Stevens did not see a white woman for three years. Eliz 
abeth Harper's husband died within three months of their settling, but she 
took over the clearing of the land, chopping trees, planting and harvest- 
ing, to provide for her family. There was no other adult nearby to help 


her. Rachel Dailey was just a young girl, but she and her small brothers 
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were left to care for the cabin while their XS lg FARTS to New Jersey 
for the rest of the family. She said that her fear of Indians was second 
only to her anxiety about their one cow. Hannah Carrol Young was so at-— 
tractive that an Indian suggested to her husband that they exchange squaws. 
Her husband laughed it off - until the Indian appeared one day with his 
squaw walking meekly behind him. Mrs. Jared Scranton was hungry for fresh 
vegetables. When she saw one of her chickens pecking in the ground where 
she had planted a handful of precious pea seeds, she grabbed the chicken, 
wrung its neck, cut out the craw, removed the seeds, and replanted them. 
I'm glad to report that the seeds were unharmed and in due time she enjoy- 
ed a fine mess of peas. 

The early settlers expected hardships. They were descendants of pion- 
eers who had left England and built new lives in Massachusetts and Connect- 
icut. Although this was an area once inhabited by Indians of many tribes, 
most of them had been driven out long before the settlers arrived. Yet, 
during the first few years, provoked by the British in Canada, -Indian mar- 
auding parties kept the pioneers alert and fearful. After the conclusion 
of the War of 1812, they felt more secure. 

With completion of the Erie Canal and the building of a network of 
canals joining the rivers of the Reserve, the area was more accessible, 
not only for settlement but for the movement of the produce of the settlers 
to the eastern marNets. Newcomers began to arrive, coming through New 
York State and along the Lake Erie coast or across the Alleghenies to Pitts- 
burgh, where supplies could be purchased, then up the Beaver River and into 
the Reserve. The Yankees were joined by Pennsylvania Dutch and Scotch- 
Irish from Pennsylvania and Yorkmen from upper New York, as well as by a 


few Maryland or Virginia families who wandered up from southern Ohio. The 
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Yankees felt themselves superior since, for the eee part, they were bet 
ter educated. They were the leaders in community affairs: the minister 
judges, and township officers. 

The first homes of the pioneers were built of logs, chinked with mu 
for this was forest-land and trees must be felled so that the land could 
be cleared for farming. Within a few years, amazingly, solid frame or 
stone homes sprang up. Carpenters and designers who had learned their 
skills in New England perpetuated the styles of architecture found there 
Jonathan Goldsmith, Lemuel Porter and his son Simeon were master craftsmen 
embellishing doorways, pilasters, and fanlights with delicate engravings 
The majority of the homes, however, were built by ordinary farmer-carpen 
ters who studied manuals of Asher Benjamin and Minard Lefever which they © 
had brought with them across the mountains. ‘Buttitt Blakeslee lost two 
homes in fires before his third home was built on land near Medina, land 
which his father had purchased from Elisha Boardman. He "laid out" many — 
homes for neighbors ena during the winter built caskets of solid black 
walnut which he sold for $6.00 each. The long winter.evenings were often 
spent in carving a graceful molding or in building sturdy furniture for 
the inside of the home. In my house is a table with a tricky "birdcage" 
hinged tilt-top. I can imagine hae old farmer ancestor of mine smiling 
with pleasure at his cleverness. I can also imagine the pride with which 
the pioneers os to their families back East to tell about the fine new 
homes in which they were living. 

Margaret Manot Butler, in her Pictorial History of the Western Re- 
serve, notes that many early settlers probably wished to return, but had 
no home to return to, no funds for a trip, and too much pride to admit a 
mistake. Therefore, eae labored to build a home equal to or better than 


the former one had been. Many of these homes are still standing on country 
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roads or in the towns and cities. Some are museums or memorials, but 
many are the homes of present-day citizens. My favorite town is Hudson, 
Ohio which has been wise enough to maintain its New England flavor. When 
new homes are built, they are in the same style as the original ones and 
blend with the well-kept and much beloved homes of the early nineteenth 
century. The red brick buildings of the Western Reserve Adademy in the 
center of the town add to the atmosphere. The Academy was founded in 1826 
and copied after Yale University. David Hudson, a descendant of Hendrik 
Hudson, came here from Goshen, Connecticut in 1799 to explore the land 
which he had bought for 34‘cents per acre. With him was Benjamin Tappan, 
Jr., agent for his father, who laid out the town of Ravenna. 

Fine examples of early architecture can be seen also in Painesville, 
Kinsman, Gates Mills, Chagrin Falls, Tallmadge, and many other towns. In 
the Firelands, Norwalk and Milan, birthplace of Thomas Alva Edison, con- 
tain many beautiful old homes. 

The early citizens had come from cultured communities in the East and 
were eager for education for their children. They were greatly disappoint- 
ed to learn that Connecticut did not expect to use any of the money from 
the sale of the property for the formation of schools in the Reserve, but 
they resolutely set out to educate their own children. Classes were est- 
ablished in a corner of the cabin, and one-room schools were built as soon 
as a few families were in the township. Academies and colleges patterned 
after those of New England soon appeared. Today, the Reserve is one of 
the richest areas for higher education in the United States. Among the 
many fine colleges is Oberlin, the first coeducational college in our coun- 
try. Here was taught a progressive brand of Congregational theology. Here, 
too, was promoted the Anti-Slavery Movement. The town of Oberlin was an 


important station on the Underground Railroad. 
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The Congregational Church had played a otedt Dare in the life of New 
England and so this was the faith transplanted to the wilderness. Yet 
attitude toward religion was more relaxed and there was no rush to buil 
churches. Very few were built in the 1830's. In the disposal of the 1 
the Connecticut Land Company had reserved in each township 500 acres fo 
support of the "Gospel Minister" and 240 acres in "Fee simple to the su 
port of the first Gospel Minister who shall settle in such town." But, 
even with this inducement, the Rev. Joseph Badger of Blandford, who came 
to preach to the settlers in 1800, kept a diary of his missionary trips 
through the Reserve in which he said that the people seemed to "glory in 
their infidelity." We must remember that the pioneers in the Reserve 
came for economic reasons, unlike their ancestors who had left the Old 
World for their religion. As soon, however, as their lives became settle 
and survival was assured, a great interest in church building began. 
Churches of white frame with pillars and tall steeples dot the country- 
side, similar in architecture to their New England counterparts. In fact 
the Congregational Church at Tallmadge was chosen by Life Magazine to il- 
lustrate an article on New England churches. This church was built in 18 
by labor of church members. All the shingles were hewn from a single che 
nut tree and the columns are solid walnut logs grown on Euan property. 
All of the lumber for building the church was brought to the village gree 
on one day, Mondays, DEF enher 24, 1821, coming in on all of the eight road 
that radiate from the village green. The first log reached the scene of 
action at one o'clock in the morning. Amadeus N. Sperry, who thus won the 
prize offered for this achievement, swore that he did not break the Sab- 
bath in setting his record. 

This year, the little church at Lyme, near my hometown of Bellevue, 


is celebrating its anniversary. It has a record for having the first Sun- — 


day School in the Reserve and also the first ordination. Pictures of these 
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and other early churches are on a poster which I have brought with me. 
Members of the Lyme church are preparing a history of their area of the 
Firelands for publication, also. 

Membership in the Congregational Church was predominant, but the 
Episcopalians and Presbyterians had many followers also. Methodists and 
Baptists arrived in the early 1800's, and Catholic and Jewish congregations 
were found in the cities. A little later, there was a great revival among 
the Universalists, led by another of my ancestors, the Rev. Timothy Bigelow. 
A settlement of Shakers lived in northern Ohio, where they were famous for 
the sturdy furniture which they made. 

In the early 1830's, a local zealot became converted to Mormonism and 
with great fervor set ouelto bring this new religion to the settlers liv- 
ing near Kirtland. Soon a great migration of Mormons from New York joined 
the local converts, and in 1833 a large temple was built of such strong 
construction that it stands today, ech as pee and beautiful as 
it was when new. Although their neighbors protested and members were tar- 
red and feathered, they lived in great ecstasy for a year or more until 
Joseph Smith and other leaders proposed that they deed all of their pos- 
sessions to the Bat eee Many were not ready for such religious communism 
and dropped away. In order to pay the church and personal debts, Joseph 
Smith then tried to organize a bank, but it was not sufficiently funded 
and the Panic of 1837 brought complete financial ruin. The leaders of the 
group and many of the remaining members fled in secrecy. Today the church 
is maintained by the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of the Latter Day 
Saints. 

It is interesting to notice the pull between the old orthodoxy and 


the new ideas. This, possibly, is a characteristic of the Reserve through- 
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out the years. This same characteristic along with a strong sense of ia 
ice, a keen interest in freedom, and a fervent patriotism, led to an ad; 
tion of the New England democracy. The townhall was the center of life 
Independent thinking was encouraged and long were the arguments around 
stove in the general store. From this heritage came many distinguished 
governors, senators, judges, and other leaders. Moree ons of the 
United States came from this corner of Ohio than from any other small se 
tion of the country. Presidents Garfield and McKinley were born in the — 
Reserve; President Grant was a descendant of early settlers; and Ruther= 
ford Hayes, who lived in Fremont just a few miles west of the boundary o 
the Firelands, was educated in Norwalk. Samuel Huntington and Seabury 
Ford, who walked to Connecticut to attend Yale, became early governors 
of Ohio. ‘ 

It is quite amazing that the words "Western Reserve" remain in our 
vocabulary. As Mr. Meredith B. Colket, Jr. says, "It never was a govern 
ment....never had a courthouse....never was a state. It never was recog 
nized by the Federal Government nor the Northwest Territory." Connecti- 
cut governed it from a distance for four years during which time only 300 
families lived in the area. Yet the character of these eleven counties 
is unique and the kinship to its motherland is still alive. 

The Western Reserve in Ohio is not a copy of Connecticut. Its pion- 
eers brought with them inherited ideals and menocies but they had a vibran 
spirit, an ingenuity, and an inventiveness necessary to meet the special 
problems which they faced in the new land. From this, they developed 
an area which cherishes the heritage but moves into its future with eager 


ness. 
After review of the foregoing address, we continue our genealogy. 
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The township of New Lyme, originally called Lebanon, in Ashtabula 
County, Ohio was deeded May 17, 1799 by the Connecticut Land Company to 
Elisha Tracy. On June 1, 1799 Josiah Barber purchased an undivided inter- 
est in the township, selling this in 1801 and 1803 to S. Gilbert, E. Tracy, 
and Joseph Pepoon. Zopher> Gee, son of William’, purchased land in New 
Lyme on Nov. 17, 1810 from Elisha Tracy. 

By borrowing from the quarterly bulletins of the Ashtabula County 
Historical Society, we can record some information of interest in our Gee 
genealogy as it pertains to the early settlers from Lyme, Connecticut who 
came to that part of Ohio ultimately known as New Lyme. 

In the fall of 1810, Samuel G. Peck and Duren Way were sent from 
Lyme to inspect the lands in New Lyme with a view that others might effect 
a settlement if their report proved favorable. Subsequently farms were 


exchanged or other arrangements made for land in New Lyme by Samuel G. Peck, 


and his brother Dan Peck, Eusebeus Dodge, Zopher Gee, Sanford Miner, Char- 
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les Knowles, Vinton B. Way, Lemuel Lee, Joseph Miller, Peter Chapman, Dan 
Huntley, Joshua Strickland, and Perry G. Beckwith. 

In January, 1811, Samuel G. Peck and his two sons, William and Josiah 
Peck, with Daniel Peck and his son Ansel, Vinton B. Way and John and Sal- 
mon Gee, and Joshua Strickland, nine in all, came from Connecticut. They 
selected a piece of land in the Pigeon Roost (on part of Zopher Gee's 
land) for the purpose of raising a piece of corn. They erected a small 
cabin, with a split timber roof, wide enough for a man to lie at full 
length crosswise of the cabin, and long enough so that when all lay down 
to sleep they filled the floor from one end to the other. Thus they lived, 
ate, slept, and worked. This land was manured to a great depth by the pas- 


senger pigeons having roosted on this second growth timber for many years. 
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The home of Zopher Gee (#40) at New Lyme, Ohio. Built of native 
materials in 1815, this ptoperty has survived the years in re- 
markably good condition. Supported on log beams with the bark 
still attached, the building still is sound and provides a com- 
fortable home for the present tenants. With additions made from 
time to time, there once were 14 rooms but most of the added 
rooms later were removed. Studs of 4x4 lumber even for interior. 
walls contributed to the Sturdy construction. Basement walls 

and flooring came from a local stone quarry in the shape of large 


flat pieces. Hewn beams supported the second floor and the roof 
above.

The 20th September 1811, Eusebeus Dodge, Sat Peck, Dan Peck, Vin- 
ton B. Way, Zopher Gee, Charles Knowles, and Sanford Miner, with their 
families, and three young men, Lemuel Lee, Robert Jones and Henry Brown 
arrived; Henry Brown being a perfect giant, who brought with him that re- 
knowned (all killing) long gun. In this party were ninety persons, young 
and old. The journey of over six hundred miles took nine wagons, drawn 
by oxen and horses, and was completed in 43 days. The "road" they travel- 
ed was merely a blazed trail through the woods, and swamps, and even rivers. 
Their route took them to Buffalo, New York and followed the shore of Lake 
Erie until they reached the town of Ashtabula, Ohio. 

One of the first requirements upon reaching New Lyme was to search 
for food. The 600 bushels of corn already grown at Pigeon Roost, plus that 
also raised on 11 acres at Kinsman some 20 miles distant, were mneniricn 
ient when shared among all the families. Taking plenty of money and a com 
pass, a small group of men with ox teams went to eastern Pennsylvania where 
they were able to purchase “fresh bread stuff, fresh killed pork, in the 
hog, potatoes and other articles in family supplies." At this time, pas- 
senger pigeons filled the skies and they flew so low that they could be 
easily knocked down with poles so it is probable that they were a mainstay 
in the diet of the pioneer settlers. Because the birds were such easy prey, 
their number fast decreased and the species is now extinct. 

Zopher Gee apparently prospered and between 1813 and 1815 he chose a 
spot near the center of his tract and built a substantial and fine house, 
later adding to it until it contained 12 or 14 rooms. Later owners re- 
moved much of the addition and the remainder has been modified from time 
to time but the house still stands in good repair and undoubtedly will pro- 
vide a comfortable dwelling for many years to come. The present owner has 


undertaken to renovate the house in a manner that features the primitive 
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nature of the original construction and partially exposes the heavy wood 
en beams fashioned by hand from native timbers. Original materials are 
also reused in areas such as the custom cabinetry found in the modern ki 
chen. The results of this difficult project are most impressive. Also, 
in visiting the basement area, one is further impressed to note the heavy 
flat stones quarried locally which were used for that part of the floor 
covered in the original structure, similar stones used for the foundation 
walls, and the log beams still retaining their bark and only notched at 
the ends for support. Full 4 x 4 studs were used throughout, including 
the interior walls, which is an indication why this building using such 
materials is still habitable after more than one hundred and fifty years 

Zopher Gee, Sr. died in 1829, his son Anson in 1830, and son Samuel 
in 1831. What a tragic period those years must have been. His other sons 
namely John, Salmon, Abner, Zopher, Jr., and William, and his married 
daughters lived on in the area of New Lyme throughout much of the nine- 
i hes century. Members of Zopher's family and their descendants lived 
at New Lyme, Rome, Colebrook, Austinburg, Kinsman, Conneaut, and Youngs-— 
town in Ohio. Some remnants of these families live today in a few scat-— 
tered areas of northeastern Ohio. 

The Western Reserve received during this period in pioneer history 
a numver of other families sharing the surname Gee, some coming from New 
York and others from Massachusetts and Virginia. Inasmuch as we have no 
record of a relationship between the Gee families of Connecticut and those ™ 
from the other states, their coexistence in the Western Reserve has thised 
unanswerable questions and has even confused attempts to untangle our gen- 
ealogy. Perhaps the coincidence of their respective migrations indicates 


an underlying restlessness as an ingrained characteristic if no more. 
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In addition to the members of the Way family that accompanied Zopher 
Gee in the party of 90 persons coming to New Lyme, Ohio in 1811 from Lyme, 
Connecticut, other Gee-related families from Lyme that arrived on some 
different date included the surnames of Huntley, Beckwith, Strickland, 
Dodge, and Tinker. All of these names appear together with the Gee fam- 
ilies at Lyme, Connecticut and Marlow, New Hampshire. 

Another milestone in the westward movement of Gee families occurred 

as a result of the death's of Zopher Gee's sons, Anson and Samuel. Emelia, 
widow of Anson, remarried Enoch Hifford in Trumbull Co., Ohio and removed 
from there in 1834 to Bartholomew Co., Indiana where Mr. Hifford died. 
She then relocated to DeKalb Co., Indiana in 1840 where on September 1l, 
1841 she married Amherst Robe as his second wife and by whom she had two 
children. Her three children by her first husband, Anson Gee, namely F. 
Harmon, Harlow J., and Wealthy L., were adopted in DeKalb County by Ben- 
jamin Alton on October 30, 1843. 

Hannah, widow of Samuel G. Gee and sister of Emelia above, also re- 
married ae the second wife of Lemuel Flint of Ashtabula Co., Ohio. This 
family removed from Ohio to Michigan and then on to DeKalb Co., Indiana 
before the 1840 census, Meenas with them Hannah's two daughters by her 
first husband, Philena and Cynthia Gee. 

It is interesting to note that F. Harmon Gee, son of Anson and Emelia 
Gee, married Elizabeth Flint who was a daughter of Lemuel Flint by his 
first wife. 

While the Gee name did not appear until a few years after the very 
earliest settlers in Concord Township, DeKalb County, Indiana, it is deen- 


ed to be appropriate to discuss this area to some extent and to identify 
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some of the early families because their surnames became entwined with 
the Gee's and appear in many generations of our Gee genealogy. 

DeKalb County in northeastern Indiana sttracted a number of families 
From Trumbull County, Ohio around 1835. Conditions then were primitive 
and it was necessary to cross the big Black Swamp at the western edge of 
Ohio to reach DeKalb County but land there could still be clamed for clea 
and once-cleared the farmland was quite desirable. The families of int- 
erest to us were concentrated in a small area near the St. Joseph River © 
and only a few miles west of the state line dividing Ohio and Indiana. 
As these people labored to clear the land and build a community, their 
roots were deeply implanted and held secure for the next one hundred year 
and more. The nearest towns were Newville and Blair (later renamed St. 
Joe) but these early settlers had their own church organization and ulti- 
mately built a church on ground donated by the Coburn family at Coburn's 
Corners. A school also was constructed on this corner in due time. The 
location has been identified variously as Coburn's Corners and Coburntown 
although no commercial buildings ever were erected there. An early 
cemetery was established nearby on ground provided by Rev. Benjamin 
Alton, organizer and first minister of the Church of Christ at Coburn’s 
Corners which has the distinction of being the first Christian church in 
DeKalb County. 

Some of the names of early inhabitants of the area, in addition to 
Gee, included Abel, Alton, Benjamin, Coburn, Hadsell, Milliman, Wade, and 
Wilmot. Members of nearly all of these families served as preacher at 
one time or paates in the Coburntown Church of Christ. And, as one 
might expect, due to the difficulty of travel in those times and the nec- 
essary closeness maintained by neighbors, these families often inter- 


married over the years. 
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Inasmuch as these families in DeKalb County did not follow the path 
f£ migration from Connecticut shared by other members in our line of Gee 
FS vendants, the reader may have some interest in learning briefly about 
their backgrounds where known. We have previously noted the immigration 
from England of the Gee-related families at Lyme, Connecticut; also, how 
descendants of the Lyme families went to New Hampshire and Vermont, and 
to the Western Reserve of northeastern Ohio. The families settling in 
eKalb County, Indiana mainly were of English descent too and their fore- 
fathers came to America among the early arrivals. However, their paths 


westward did not quite coincide with the other families that we have men- 


Forerunner of the Abel family was Robert Abell who resided at Re- 
oboth, Massachusetts and came to America probably in the fleet with Gov- 
-ernor Winthrop, which arrived at Charlestown, Massachusetts in June 1630. 
Many generations of descendants lived in the State of Connecticut and a 
few removed to Trumbull’ County, onte: George Homer Abel with his wife 
Electa (Hadsell) and their children left Trumbull Co., Ohio and arrived 

in DeKalb County, Indiana during September 1836 where he entered 160 acres 
of land in Concord Township. , 

The Alton family had an early impact upon that part of DeKalb County, 
Indiana which concerns us in the Gee genealogy. Reverend Benjamin Alton 
was born in New York State and migrated to Trumbull County, Ohio. He 
joined with other pioneer families from that location who came to DeKalb 
County, Indiana c.1836 and he was a leader in the formation of a church 
movement holding services in the homes of members before a formal meeting 


Place could be arranged. There has been no incentive to trace his an- 


cestry for this genealogy but he and his children figured prominently in

events which took place in the Coburntown area of DeKalb County before 
they departed for other regions and it is only fitting to recognize the 
contributions here. 

The Benjamin family descended from John Benjamin who came to America 
aboard the ship Lyon and reportedly was a friend of Governor Winthrop in 
England and America. John was a founder of Capote et Massachusetts and 
held in high esteem. Several of his sons located in Connecticut where 
their descendants lived in many areas, chiefly along the Connecticut Ri 
with a major concentration of families in and near Hartford. One branch @ 
moved on to northern Vermont around 1795, from whence a son, David, went 
to Cuyahoga County, Ohio around 1820. The family of this David's son, 
Elisha, then relocated to Steuben County, Indiana about 1840 and one of 
Elisha's sons and an older cousin resided in DeKalb County where they were 
successively married in 1845 and in 1857 to Philena> Mahala Gee. 

Members of the Coburn family that settled in DeKalb County, Indiana 
around 1840 descended from Edward Coburn who emigrated from England in 
1635 on the ship Defence, Captain Bostock, destination Boston, Massachu- 
setts. His descendants lived in various parts of Massachusetts, Connect- 
icut, and Vermont. Some resided for a time in Ontario County, New York 
before proceeding on to Trumbull County, Ohio and thence to DeKalb County 
Indiana where many of this name still are to be found. 

The Hadsell family is unique among the early settlers in DeKalb 
County, Indiana because these people, like the Gee family, had their roots” 
in New London County, Connecticut. The progenitor of this family was 
James Hodsoll (Hadse11) of England who first appears in America around 
1720 at New London, Connecticut. He was a sea captain believed to have

had considerable wealth. His first wife was the widow Patience (Hempstead) - 


ae

Ross, sister of Joshua Hempstead the noted diarist of New London. James’ 
grandson, eye left Connecticut in 1806 for New York State and then moved 
on in 1826 to Trumbull County, Ohio where his daughter, Electa, married 
George Homer Abel. John's son, James, moved with his family to DeKalb 
County, Indiana around 1836 with other pioneer settlers from Trumbull 
County, Ohio. 

Antecedents of the Milliman Family that settled in DeKalb County are 
still being researched. It is known that some members of this line re- 
sided around 1790 in Berkshire County, Massachusetts but nothing is known 
earlier than this date. A number of Milliman families later appeared in 
Ontario and Niagara pocnete 4 in New York. John Milliman, his wife Mary 
(Warren), and children removed from Niagara County to Trumbull County, 
Ohio where they lived for a few years before relocating from there c.1835 
to DeKalb County, Indiana with other settlers from that part of Ohio. 

The Wade family likewise has resisted efforts to trace its beginnings. 
However, we do know that members arrived in DeKalb County, Indiana around 
1849 from Ashland County, Ohio and traces still reside today in DeKalb 
County. It has also been found that before arriving in Ashland County, 
Ohio, the path of the Wade family had brought them over a period of years 
from Virginia, through Maryland and Pennsylvania. Research is continuing 
in an effort to learn about earlier generations of this part of the Wade 
line. 

Another Gee-connected line is the Koch family which appears to be 
the only one whose beginnings did not occur in England. Simon Koch and 
his brothers, Gottlieb and Joseph, arrived c¢,1849 in DeKalb County, Ind- 
iana from Ashland County, Ohio. Their father, John Ulrich Koch, emigrated 


from Baden-Baden, Germany about 1813 and appeared first in Wayne County, 
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Ohio by 1820 where the family spent some ten eae before moving on to — 
Ashland County, Ohio. Remnants of this line still are to be found in D 
Kalb County, Indiana and areas nearby and a few also continue to reside 
in Ashland County, Ohio. 
Of course, the members of Gee families in DeKalb County, Indiana mar. 
ried into many other lines as time went on but the few that are sketched 
here involve some of the earliest connections and represent the greatest 
number of descendants of this area which appear in the Gee genealogy. 
One additional factor had a profound impact upon the geographical 
and numerical elements of our Gee genealogy. This refers to the associ 
tion of Salmon* Gee with the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Sainta 
often referred to as "LDS" for brevity, or the Mormom faith as a broad 
generic term. 
First organized at Palmyra, New York, the church early relocated to 
Ohio where their first temple was built at Kirtland in Geauga County star! 
ing about 1831. This was a monumental effort and resulted in an impress— 
ive structure remarkable for that period of time in the features it em- 
bodied and a most noteworthy achievement by dint of the dedicated efforts 
by members of the congregation in the provision of local building materee 
and the actual construction work itself. Living nearby, Salmon partici- 
pated from the early stages of the church Seep Sivas at Kirkland and gained 
a position of some importance in the church. | 
However, when the Kirtland temple was abandoned and followers of the — 
church moved westward, Salmon remained behind for a time. He did finally 
leave Ohio at about the same time that the church leaders were driven frol 
their newlysestablished headquarters at Nauvoo, Illinois by the death of | 
their Prophet, Joseph Smith II, and his brother, Hyrum Gibbs Smith. A 
more—favorable location farther west was decided upon where the Mormons 
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might be able to live in relative peace. Salmon died in Iowa while pre- 
sumeably oiieaine the westward trail of the church leaders but members 

of his family continued to follow the movement which finally located in 
Utah where Mormonism flourished and Salt Lake City subsequently became the 
home of the church. 

Salmon's family was rather large and generated many descendants who 
spread over the years into all of the western States. Most prolific was 
Salmon's son, Lysander, who indulged in polygamy when it was an accept- 
able Mormon practice; having three wives, but never more than two simultan- 
eously, and fathering a total of 22 children. From Lysander's first son 
alone there is a record of 509 descendants, so many hundreds more must 
have been generated. 

There is some problem in assembling this part of the genealogy how- 
ever. It is true that LDS members are encouraged by the church to keep 
a family record and the church archives lead the nation as a reference 
source of genealogical data. Unfortunately, it is found that there is a 
tendency for individuals to be concerned only about their own direct line 
of descent and they disregard completely in their records the distaff 
Side and other family connections. Moreover, there is an apparent reluct- 
ance once a lead has been established in getting these families to respond 
to queries for genealogical information. There are exceptions, of course, 
and some most helpful cooperation has come from descendants of Salmon 
Gee who are active members of the LDS. 

As a matter of related interest, there is included herein a map which 
shows the village of Kirtland, Ohio in 1837 and the ownership of proper- 
ties when the first temple and headquarters of the LDS church were estab- 
lished at that place. The temple and other major surrounding properties 


now belong to the Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
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SMITH FAMILIES IN THE GEE GENEALOGY 


The Smith name is singled out for special mention in our Gee geneal 


ogy because it occurs so frequently and seems, therefore, to warrant an 


explanation of its significance. 
There are three lines of Smith descendants that appear in the Solo- 
Connections with these families 


mon Gee genealogy which deserve comment. 


first occurred at Lyme, Connecticut so their descendants in succeeding 


generations surely would be quite numerous if all of them were identified 


Even though the records are incomplete, an impressive number of these de- 


scendants are known and are found in this genealogy. There were, of coug 
other Re of Gee and Smith families in later generations in which th 
Smith ancestry is unknown at this time. While anxious to produce a 
complete record wherever possible and welcoming ancestral information whe 
proffered, no attempt has been made to research family background in the 
Smith line beyond parentage in these isolated instances. 

The first of the three Smith lines we will consider is that which is 
the better known and with which many of our readers will identify most 
readily. This refers to Joseph Smith, descendant of ent erant Robert Smith 
of England, who married Lucy Mack, daughter of Solomon? Mack and grand- 
daughter of John! Mack, immigrant from Inverness, Scotland. One son of 
Joseph and Lucy Smith was Joseph II who became the much-acclaimed Prophet 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. Lucy (Mack) Smith had ~ 
a nephew, Ebenezer Mack, a Baptist minister, whose daughter, Abigail, mar 
ried William? Gee, son of our Solomon! Gee. Joseph Smith II, the Prophet, 
and his brothers and sisters thus were third cousins of Abigail (Mack) 


Gee. 


Additionally, a first cousin of Joseph Smith II named Mary Jane Smith, 
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daughter of Asahel II Smith, married George Washington Gee. 

Now it happened that about seven years after the murders of Joseph 
Smith II and his brother, Hyrum Smith, at Carthage, Illinois by members 
of a mob opposed to the teachings of the LDS church, there was discord 
and a disagreement within the church itself which resulted in a division 
into two factions. The church at Salt Lake City, Utah which ultimately 
became the home of the original LDS movement retained the name of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. The splinter group adopted 
the name Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and has 
its headquarters at Independence, Missouri. 

Both of these churches adhere to Joseph Smith II as the Prophet and 
follow his teachings using the Book of Mormon, but the Reorganized LDS 
church claims the distinction of having maintained control and leader- 
ship of their activities to the present day in the hands of direct des- 
cendants of Joseph. Smith-II. On the other hand, the larger and better- 
known LDS church of Salt Lake City has recognized the heritage of des- 
cendants of Hyrum Smith, brother of Joseph Smith II. The marriages of 
Gee and Smith descendants give these names prominence in this latter church. 
In fact, one Eldred Gee Smith today holds the inherited and highly-re- 
spected position of Patriarch in this church. We have records of many 
members of the parent LDS church including Gee, Smith, and related fam- 
ilies in our Gee genealogy. 

Another Smith line that prevails throughout most of our Gee geneal- 
ogy stems from John Smith of Lancaster, Massachusetts who came from Eng- 
land and appeared in America by 1639. His son Richard and wife Joanna 
(Quarles) Smith are mentioned frequently in early accounts of inhabitants 


of Lyme, Connecticut. Elizabeth, a daughter of this Richard and Joanna 
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Smith, married George Way. The Way family name also occurs repeatedly — 

in our records of the Gee line. | 
Silas Smith, a fifth generation descendant of John! Smith, married 

Deborah? Gee, daughter of Solomon! Gee. Some time after the death of 


Silas in 1776, the children of Silas and Deborah removed to Marlow in 


Chesire County, New Hampshire. Some of their children and other descend 
ants later moved on to northern Vermont where they lived in the area of 
Barre and Williamstown. Gee cousins who also removed to Vermont from Mar 
low, N. H. in about the same time period resided 40 miles or so farther 
north than the Smith's and lived in Essex County. 

An Bs Sb ics Manuscript on the John Smith line, assembled in 193 
after years of intensive research, has recently come to hand. This doc 
ment was written by Rev. Alven Martyn Smith, a grandson of the above-men- 
tioned Silas? Smith. He has compiled a very good account of the John 
Smith family and we are privileged to have this record available for ref- 
erence in our Gee genealogy. Information is borrowed freely from Rev. 
Smith's work, using his own words wherever feasible to preserve the flavor 
of his comments. 

The third Smith line of concern in our Gee genealogy can be given onl 
the briefest mention at this time. Some research work has been done but 
answers are proving dii.icult. The Gee connections apply specifically to 
Nehemiah Smith and Abel Smith, believed to be a cousin of Nehemiah, who 
married sisters in the third generation of Solomonl Gee. It is expected 
that a number of descendants ultimately will be found that will carry do 
ward in later generations in the same manner as other Gee-related families 
Therefore, it seems appropriate to call attention here to this gap in the 
family records with the expectation that additional data will surface in 


time. 
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SOME OCCUPATIONAL NOTES 


Until recent generations, our Gee ancestry by and large has followed 


“the occupation of farming. It is a sad commentary that the historians 
found so little room in their books for the men who tilled the soil. They 
hone instead to dedicate their pages generally to descriptions and pic- 
fires of the community leaders in business, manufacture, or politics, often 
caters whose success could be measured in terms of outward signs of 
wealth. ‘ 

In retrospect, and with a twinge of bitterness, this was an unfortun- 
ate approach toward providing a historical record of the country's growth 
and development. Almost hidden from view was the real foundation of our 
physical and economic existence. While we've seen that historical em- 
phasis seems always to have been placed on the business side of our Ata 
growth, it was ignored that during the century preceding and that follow- 
ing the Revolutionary War, the farm was a primary form of business as well 
as providing foodstuff for the larders of the citizenry. 

The farmer first had to wrest his land from the forest and the Ind- 
ians, tilling the soil with primitive implements drawn by horses, mules, 
brent or even the farmer himself, living remote from urban convenience, 

and having no physician readily available to treat his illness or injury. 
The early farmer had to be self-sufficient in many ways, including the 
ability to function when néed be as carpenter, mason, and blacksmith, us- 
ing simple hand tools of his day. He was ingenious in solving his own 
inevitable dilemnas and proficient in situations of “make do." 

The pioneer log dwelling usually consisted of one room perhaps twelve 
feet by fifteen feet (often smaller) having a door, but no windows, and a 


dirt floor, the fireplace doing double-duty for cooking and warmth. Home- 
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made furniture was incredibly crude and the few cooking utensils and pi, 
of tableware were prized possessions. In those early days, the sawmil]. 
grist mill, fulling mill, cider mill, maple syrup and sugar shed, weav 
shop, and even the equipment for distilling spirits often were vital in-™ 
gredients of self-sufficiency in the lifestyle of the pioneer farmer. 
A real lesson in coexistence could be observed ee neighbors helpe 
each other in the cooperative founding of church, school, and community 
centers and the later raising of more-refined dwellings and farm buildir 
Yes, the historians really shortchanged those rugged men who thriv 
on deprivation, clearing the land, draining the swamps, blazing trails 
the first roadways, producing food for che stables manning the army, and 
all the while participating in government. Entire books could and should 
have been written to record the lives of those people of the farming com- 
munity and their importance in the development of our nation. Perhaps 
their rigorous dawn-to-dusk workday and confinement on the farm appeared 
too ni dei Mey cenee tp warrant space in historical accounts. 
These personal comments criticizing the short-shrift given to the lo 
of the farmer in our nation's history are made in all sincerity. They not 
apply directly to many of the Gee descendants of conern to us in this doc 
mentary but mainly reflect the author's true feelings brought about after 
researching numerous lines tracing ancestry to thc founding of the countr 
The farm background is predominate in the early generations of our 
Gee genealogy due to the natural evolvement in the conquest of the nation | 
frontiers. However, we later find Gee and collateral families achieving 
prominence in other fields such as industry, medicine, law, religion, and 


education. Some other popular occupations include railroading, public

services, and general merchants. It is doubtful if statistical informa- 
tion could be compiled which would indicate a present-day norm for occupa- 
tional involvement within a given family line but it is the author's judg- 
ment that the Gee family probably represents such a norm if one existed. 

We can be proud of the accomplishments of those leaders in our Gee heritage 
who are outstanding in their chosen fields of endeavor. 

Also, a remarkable absence of “skeletons in the closet" has been ap- 
parent when digging beneath the surface for Gee genealogy background. Not 
even a single case of unsavory behavior has been detected so if any such 
has existed, it remains a well-concealed secret. One is finally left with 
the realization that members of the Solomon Gee line consistently have been 
upstanding citizens in their respective walks of life and it is truly an 
honor to have a place in the Gee line. 

One characteristic has surfaced during research of the Solomon Gee 
line which might be regarded as significant by some and certainly is an 
item of general interest if nothing more. Contrary to almost all 
of the other family lines in which an equal or greater number of genera- 
tions have been studied by the author, our Gee line is notable for its 
nearly total lack of involvement in government at any level. 

In the very early years of our country's development, it was observed 
that under the system of self-government that prevailed in pioneer communi- 
ties, nearly every male citizen seemed to have participated at one time 
or another in an appointed office or as a member of a committee concerned 
with civic affairs. Some of these positions exerted great power and -in- 
fluence while others were relatively unimportant. It was not unusual to 
find the leaders in such communities later advancing to higher forms of 


government office as a consequence of their proficiency and record of fair 
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and impartial judgment when need for such qualities arose in the expand— 
ing and maturing nation. 

Our Gee ancestors somehow seem to have escaped service in public of- 
fice even in the simpler forms. This is somewhat surprising because we 
find considerable evidence of real leadership among the later Gee genera- 
tions in fields which demand outstanding qualities to attain recognition 
and prominence. It would seem that some of these individuals could have 


done well in government service but had no inclination to serve in such 


capacity. 


FIRST GENERATION 


a. SOLOMON GEE was born in the year 1698 at Devonshire England and died 
13 APR 1769 at Lyme, New London Co., Connecticut where he is buried in the 
Old Stone Church Cemetery. His parentage is unknown. It is also unknown . 
just when Solomon arrived on the shores of America but various circum- 
stances combine to indicate that his arrival probably was before the year 
1720. He married first Susannah Clark, daughter of Daniel and Patience 
Clark, of New London, Connecticut probably before 1722. There is no record 
of the date of this marriage nor a birthdate and date of death for Susan- 
nah, the only proof of this marriage being found in the will of Daniel 
Clark naming as a beneficiary, "My Loving Grand daughter Sara Gee,'' sharing 


with his three daughtérs jin the equal division of his land holdings. One 


child was born of this union: 
Ti. er oarall b.. c.1723; d. 13 DEC 1821 

Solomon matried second Deborah Huntley born 20/30 AUG 1714 at Lyme, 
New London Co., Connecticut and died 26 MAR 1807 at the same place, where 
she is buried in the Old Stone Church Cemetery; date of marriage 12/27 
MAR 1732. Deborah was a daughter of Aaron Huntley and Deborah DeWolfe. 
A death notice for Deborah appeared in the New London Gazette of 5 APR 
1809 giving her age as 96 which does not agree with the family records. 
Deborah was a fourth generation descendant of John Huntley who was born 
about 1622-1626 in the British Isles, parentage, unknown, came to Boston 
Massachusetts prior to July, 1647; died Lyme Colony of Connecticut 16 NOV 
1676. In 1661, he relocated from Roxbury, Mass. to Saybrook, Conn. where 
in 1665 there was a separation of the inhabitants living on the east bank 


of the Connecticut River, duly named in 1667, "Lyme." 
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To this second union five children were born:

It must be noted that there is some question about the birthdate of 
son Stephen. The above date, 1731, is taken from his gravestone which 
gives his age at death as 78 years. However, this appears to be in erro 
inasmuch as there is every indication that he was a child of Solomon's 
second marriage in 1732, so a birthdate of 1733 seems mich more likely 

We are given to understand that Solomon had learned the trade of a 
Clothier before his departure from England so his property at Lyme in- 
cluded a fulling mill and a weave shop where he continued to follow this 
vocation in addition to farming practices. It is evident that he pros- 
pered since he continued to acquire additional land holdings from time 
to time adding to his estate. 

Solomon was one of nine men from Lyme among the New England men who > 
went and took the "impregnable fortress" from the French on Cape Breton 
before the Revolution, and in the Spring of 1924 the Governor of Connecti 
cut decorated the graves of these men, all buried in the Old Stone Church 
graveyard in Lyme, with the Louisburg Cross. Solomon's service in the 
French and Indian War consisted of the Campaign of 1755 from Sept. 10 to 
Dec. 13 in Captain Joshua Abel's Company and the Campaign of 1758 from 


April 20 to Nov. 18 in Captain Timothy Mather's Company (llth Co.), 3rd

THE WILL OF SOLOMON GEE 


In the name of God Amen this 10th day July A.D. 1766. 

I Solomon Gee of Lyme in the County of New London in the Colony of 
Connecticut being in good health of Body and of a Sound and Disposing minde 
| and memory for which I desire to bless God, but calling to mind the Mortal- 
ity of my Body and Knowing that it is Appointed for all men once to Die, 
do therefore make and ordain this my last Will and Testament. 

First and Principally I Recommend my Soul to God that Gave it and ny 
Body to the Earth to be Buryed in a Desent Christian Buryall at the Dis- 
cretion of my Executor hereinafter Named, and as Touching Such worldly . 
Estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me in this.Life I Give and 
Dispose of the Same in the following Manner.

From the foregoing, one might conclude that Solomon had reason to 
believe that his mother was still living to mourn his passing. This surely 
is possible although unlikely. Solomon was then of an age that would in- 
dicate his mother would have to have been around ninety years old. 

We also note his reference to, "Dear Brothers and Sisters." Did 
he really mean to refer to immediate members of his family who remained 
behind in England? or was he addressing close acquaintances at Lyme and 
thereabouts? We know that it =p not unusual in Colonial times for those 
early settlers to address one another as "Brother" or "Sister" even when 
there was no relationship at all. Members of those small communities nec- 
essarily shared a closeness in their daily living that would engender a 
feeling of "family" resulting in the Brother-Sister nomenclature. 

A further conclusion drawn from Solomon's "Farewell" is the apparent 
religious context. Nowhere else have we found an indication of this side 
of his character. It is not definite even which church he attended nor 
that religion was a serious concern in his life. However, Solomon's fare- 


well message surely leaves no doubt about this matter. 
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Scene showing the home and other building on the Solomon Gee 
homeplace, including the weave shop, probably during the early 
1930's when oxen were being used in preference to mechanical 
power.

James Douglas was a fourth generation descendant of Dea. William Doug- 
las and Ann (Mattle) Douglas who emigrated to New England in 1640.

They settled at Gloucester but removed to Boston the 
same year. In 1659, they relocated to New London, Conn. where he was a 
farmer. Their farm property remained in the family for at least two hund- 
red years thereafter. 

Dea. William Douglas was one of the most prominent members of the 
flourishing community of New London. He was consulted on all occasions 
of embarassment or danger, and manifested A lively interest in the welfare 
of the town. He was one of the townsmen in 1663, 1666, and 1667. He was 
recorder and moderator in 1667 and 1668, sealer and packer in 1673 and 1674, 
and on various committees from year to year. He was chosen deputy to the 
General Court at Hartford in 1672 and once or twice later. He continued 
to take an active part in the affairs of the church and town util the time 
of his death.

Some seven years after his brother Solomon Jr., Stephen disposed of 
his intersts at Lyme and relocated to Marlow, Chesire Co., N. H. in 1774 
About 1775, Stephen began working at his trade of clothier in a little 
shop and a little later he built a grist mill; this was soon followed by 
a sawmill. 

He later conceived the idea of grinding salt at his mill. Prior to : 
this, Turk's Island salt was eran a mortar and pestle. There was 
both a grist mill and a sawmill, the former used until 1845 and the latter 
owned and operated by successive family members for a total of 134 years 

Stephen was a Selectman of Marlow, N. H. 24 MAY 1776. 

An indenture paper gated 1775 records that Stephen Gee took in a 
motherless girl named Huldah Sawyer, covenanting with the Selectmen of 
the town and with their successors, to provide the apprenticed maid durin 
the time until she should be eighteen with suitable and comfortable meat, 
drink and apparel, washing, lodging, and physic if need be and Huldah prom— 
ised his lawful command to obey, his Sabbaths keep and to behave herself 
as a faithful apprentice maid ought to do. She was to be taught the art 
of wifting or weaving and to read, to weave well and to read well. At the 


expiration of the time when she should be eighteen she was to be dismissed ~ 
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Deed executed by Stephen Gee after the death of his father Solomon 
Gee in 1769 transferring to his brother William two pieces or 
parcels of land, the first containing about forty acres with the 
dwelling house, barn and fulling mill and the second containing 
about six acres. Stephen and brother Solomon II were then resid- 
ing at Marlow, N. H. where land grants had been offered to attract 
settlers from Connecticut. 


and as a reward for her faithful labor, be given 2 suits of apparel one 
poughten and suitable for Sabbath days; the other for common wear, two 
aprons, four handkerchiefs, one pair stay, 2 pair stockings and one pair 
of shoes, a homemade cloak, a silk hat and a new English Bible. Alto- 
gether, this paper contained about five hundred words and was signed by 
eight people with a daub of sealing wax and a tiny bit of paper affixed 
after each name. 

Stephen's estate was declared insolvent and Lewman Huntley was 
named to be administrator. Dudley Lewis was appointed commissioner to 
receive, examine adjust and allow the claims of the creditors against the 
estate. While three pieces of real estate were sold, there is no mention 
made concerning disposition of the mills. 

Stephen's will names his sons Nathan Gee, Asa Gee, Solomon Gee, 
Stephen Gee, Elisha Gee, and John Shaw; also, his daughters Anna Brown, 
Eunice Gee. His grandson Selden Brown was identified in the will as well 
as his wife Eunice. 

The will stipulated in part: "To my four sons to wit Nathan Gee, 
Asa Gee, Solomon Gee and Stephen Gee each of them the use of my sawmill 
one week each beginning at my beloved son Nathan Gee the first week the 
next spring as soon as the water will afford and my beloved son Asa Gee 
the second week as soon as my son Nathan has had his turn and my son Solo- 
mon the third week as soon as my son Asa has had his turn, then my son 
Stephen one week as soon as my son Solomon has had his turn; all of which 
they are to use the sawmill this present spring and also I give to my son 
Solomon the use of my sawmill one week the spring after next and also one 
week to my son Stephen as soon as my son Solomon's week is out and they 
are to take the use of said mill as soon as the water will allow the spring 


after next and if either of said sons should break anything while using 
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sawmill they shall make the same good".....

Silas Smith was a fifth generation descendant of John Smith of Lan- 
caster, Massachusetts, who immigrated from England before 1639. 

From Alven M. Smith's record of the John Smith line, we learn that 
Silas Sr. was a deacon in Elder Lee's Baptist church at Lyme, Connecticut 
Also, that he caught the camp-fever, or dysentery, of his son Abner who © 
was in the battle of White Plains, which brought about his death. 

The same source reports that Silas, Jr. owned a farm in Goshen, N.H. 
(northeast of Lempster) a mile or so southerly of Goshen Hill or church. 
He was a bachelor, a roving, shrewd, money-maker. He went to New Orleans 
via Mississippi River in the days of river boatmen. He was supposed to 
have left some money with his brother-in-law, Bebee. He was for some tim 
supposed to have been murdered by the river boatmen but Hon. Daniel M. 


Smith, his nephew, went to Lyme, Conn. and obtained the following facts: 


About the time Silas was expected back a tavern-keeper a few miles from 
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Lyme stated that a man mounted on a good horse but shabbily dressed stopped 
at his house one night; in the morning he took his saddle-bags, went out 


to a brook, or pond, to bathe and came back with a good suit of clothes 


on; he explained by saying that he had been among a rough set of people 
and did not dare to dress well but had some relatives a few miles from there 
and thought he would fix up before visiting them. He said this man had one 
black eye and one blue eye and chewed tobacco, the quid he carried between 
his lower lip and his teeth, and this description applied to Silas Smith. 
A few weeks or months afterwards a horse was found in a pond in that vic- 
inity near Lyme, or in that town. The tavern-keeper could not positively 
identify it as it was partially decomposed, but said it resembled it. (Then 
follows these words with a line drawn lengthwise thru them: Suspicion 
pointed to the Bebee's but without further proof except they were not called 
very good people.) His farm was carried on by his brother Abner before 
his estate was settled and the farm sold. 

At his death, the estate of Silas, Sr. was quite sizeable for the times. 
The following paragraphs are taken from his will:= 

"1St I give and Bequeave to my Loving wife Deborah y@ use of y€ one 
third part of my Lands and Buildings As Long As sheremains my widow And 
the one hind of All my personal Estate to Be hers forever. 

"Item My will is that All my Real Estate Be Equally Divided Between 
my five Sons (viz) John Abner Israel Russel and Silas. 

"Item give and Bequeave to my four Daughters (viz) Molley Amey Eliza- 
beth and Jemima All the Remainder of my personal Estate after the Debts

While Solomon was not one of the grantees in the territory of New 
Hampshire, he was one of the very early settlers there and among the first 
fifteen families coming to Marlow before the Spring of 1767. This was son 
two years before Solomon Gee, Sr. died at Lyme, Conn. The spot where Solc 
mon, Jr. built his log house was selected by Mrs. Gee because it marked 
the place where she first beheld the sunlight in Marlow, they having ar- 
rived at the town the previous day after nightfall, their shelter this 
night being their overturned cart. 

Martha was a fourth generation descendant of Deacon Thomas Bingham 
who came from Sheffield, England in 1659, landing at Saybrook, Conn. and 
settling at Norwich, Conn. in 1660. Martha's sister-in-law, Sarah, wife — 
of Abner Bingham, d. 14 JUN 1799 Ae 64 years and is buried adjacent to 
Stephen Gee's family in the J. Allen Cemetery at Marlow, N. H. . Also, in 
this cemetery on the plot of Solomon and Martha Gee there is buried Mary 


Comstock d. 28 OCT 1801 Ae 92 years; this possibly may have been Martha's 


mother if she remarried into the Comstock line. 
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Deed executed "25thy of October.....Anno Domini 1771" by Solomon 

Gee II selling "about three acres" of land to his brother William 
Gee. This transaction occurred at the time Solomon was removing 

Co Marlow, N. H. where he and brother Stephen were among the very 
early settlers. 


In 1770, Solomon built a sawmill at Marlow. The location has later 
been identified as being "about a mile south from the schoolhouse in Dis- 
tricteNo.uo. | 

Solomon served in the Revolutionary War (26 days) with the rank of 
Sergeant in Col. Benjamin Bellows, Jr. Reg't., N. H. Militia. A marker 
for this service was placed on Solomon's grave by the Ashublet Chapter of 
the D.A.R. We also find mention of Solomon with the rank of "Lt." which 
is believed to have been conferred in his participation in the militia 
group that functioned at Marlow after the end of the Revolutionary War. 
Such companies were formed in many communities at this time, especially 
in outlying areas, for security reasons and to maintain armed men in a 
state of preparedness in the event that a military type of action should 
be required. Perhaps this sort of precaution was a forerunner to the cre- 
ation in time of che National Guard now so familiar to all. 

About 1795, Dr. Isaac Baker purchased from Solomon Gee the property 
that has ever since been known as the Baker farm. This sale occurred some 
nine years before Solomon's death. 

Solomon's gravestone bears the following inscription:- 

My God hath called and I obeyd 

My body in the dust is laid 
There for to rest till the last day 
For God hath cal1¢ my soul away 

Nathaniel Brown was administrator of Solomon's last will and testa- 
ment. A commission was appointed to inventory the estate comprised of 
Lemuel Miller, Patrick Giffén, and Silas Mack; its value being declared 
toetotal 5116/2045. 

Solomon's will specified the following: "I give and bequeath to my 
beloved wife Martha one third part of all my estate both personal and real 


for her support during the time she remains my widow. Also I give unto 
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my beloved son Leuman Gee one dollar in addition to what he hath alreag, 
in full of his share to be paid in one year from my decease by my execy 
Also I give to my daughter Molly Brown one hundred dollars in the manne 
here named viz. the blacksmith tools at what they are valued at and the 
remainder to be paid by my executor on conditions that my son Nathaniel 
Brown shall pay a small debt that is due to Samuel Kidder. Also I give 
unto my two sons Solomon Gee and Abisha Gee the whole of the farm that 
live on to be equally divided between them in quality and quantity except 
the widow's third and at the time she ceases to be my widow or at her d 
then the third are to be divided between the same as the other on the 
ditions here mentioned viz my son Solomon in consideration of what he hath 
already received is to pay all the debts that appear to be justly agatie 
me excepting the one before named and I give to my son Edward Gee one 
dred and fifty dollars to be paid in equal parts by Solomon and Abisha 
one year after my decease if he returns home. Lastly I do hereby nominate 
-constitute and appoint Asa Mastin of Marlow sole executor"......° 

Asa Mastin refused to serve as executor as did Martha and son Solo 
The court then appointed Nathaniel Brown to serve as administrator. 

Solomon's will was drawn "24th day of December in the year of our 
Lord 1803." It was "Offered & Recd for proof Aug. 31, 1804’by the probat 
court. 

In the inventory of Solomon's estate, his assets included a note on 
Isaac Baker in the amount of $628.07 which no doubt applied against the 
farm property previously sold to Mr. Baker. This debt represented a sigs 
nificant part of Solomon's total assets. The inventory also reported de- 
tailed listings of all household utensils, tableware and other possessions 


including Solomon's wearing apparel in addition to the livestock and equij 
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ment required for the farm. Some selected items from the latter listing

Abigail Mack was a fourth generation descendant of John Mack who re 
portedly was born at Inverness in Scotland and emigated in 1669 to Ameri 
where he lived for some years at Salisbury, Mass. and then relocating to 
Lyme, Conn. about 1696. One source advises that John Mack "descended f1 
a family of sufficient importante to possess a coat of arms with the mot 
"In spe et labore transigo vilam" but nothing more is known of this conn 
tion. John Mack married at Salisbury Sarah Bagley, daughter of Orlando 
Bagley and Sarah Colby, and was a granddaughter of Anthony Colby who has 
presented something of an enigma to genealogists tracing the Colby line 
because of the inability to definitely establish proof of his parentage 
and antecedents in England and Scotland. However, it would appear that 
this Colby line connects with royalty and traces back to the first king 


of England. 


The Mack and Gee families were closely assdéciated both at Lyme and 
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later at Marlow, New Hampshire. Members of the Mack family figured rather 
prominently in the records of Lyme, Connecticut and some of them became 
quite well known as builders of dams which played such an important part 

in the days of the early settlers when the streams were much utilized to 
provide a source of power to operate various kinds of mills. It was Abi- 
gail's father, Rev. Ebenezer Mack, who was a minister in the Baptist church 
and went from Lyme to Marlow, N.H. where this faith was the first established 
there. Abigail's brother, William, married Ruth Gee who was a sister of 
Abigail's husband, William Gee. A cousin of Abigail named Lucy Mack be- 
came the wife of Joseph Smith and was the mother of Joseph Smith II who 
gained reknown as the Prophet oe leader of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints; also this Smith family figures importantly in later gen- 
erations of our Gee genealogy. 

Some space also must be devoted to clarification of an apparent mis- 
understanding pertaining to Abigail Mack's mother, Abigail Davis. This 
comes about due to the fact that there extisted two persons having the 
same name Abigail Davis at Lyme or that general area. Many sources have 
seized upon the wrong one when documenting Ebenezer Mack's wife, so their 
version may be the most commonly accepted one. Reference here is made to 
one Abigail Fox who married first Charles Hill and had several children 
including a daughter Abigail; after Charles Hill died, she remarried to 
William Davis and there was no issue but daughter Abigail became known as 
Abigail Davis and supposedly married Ebenezer Mack. Disputing this story 
there is the will of Mrs. Abigail Davis which clearly names "my daughter 
Abigail Green" and also mentions her son, Charles Hill, thus proving that 


she is the Abigail Fox who married Charles Hill Sr. The daughter, Abi- 
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gail Hill, married first in 1749 Timothy Green; as described in the Hep 
stead Papers, "Deacon Timothy Green and Abigail Hill. He near 70 and gs 
above 40, a maid, were published." : 
The other version which appears more acceptable says that one Will 
iam Warman married Abigail Lay and had a daughter Abigail who married 
first Daniel Davis and by whom there was a daughter named Abigail. The 
daughter Abigail Davis became the wife of Ebenezer Mack and they then had 
their daughter Abigail Mack who married William Gee. It is further founs 
that Abigail (Warman) Davis married second John Mack, Jr. (as his second 
wife), the father of Ebenezer Mack. Also, William Warman married secon 
Sarah (Bagley) Mack, the widow of John Mack, Sr. In his will, William 
Man named among his heirs daughters: Johannah Davis, Abigail Mack, Pheb 
Davis, Elizabeth Davis, Mary Davis, Jane Davis, Elizabeth Mack; and also 
his grandson William Davis and great-grandson William Warman Mack who was 
a son of Ebenezer Mack and Abigail (Warman) Davis and who married Ruth G 
Abigail Mack, wife of Rev. Ebenezer Mack, d. 9 MAR 1788 in her 74th 
year and is buried in the J. Allen Cans heey at Marlow, N.H. along with 
several of the other children of Ebenezer and Abigail Mack.

William Gee served in the Revolutionary War as Lt. in the Connecticut 
Volunteers. 
When William's brothers and sisters left Lyme for new frontiers in 
New Hampshire and elsewhere, he acquired their interests in the land at 
Lyme and remained there keeping the home place intact. We have very Littl 
information about the life of William's family at Lyme but it would ap- 
pear that he and sons Zopher and William, Jr. were busily engaged in man- 
aging the farm and prospered in so doing. And finally son Zopher dis- 


posed of his holdings at Lyme and joined the group from Lyme going to the

Other than the statistics given on this family, we have very little 
information. Of course, the backgrounds of both William and Ruth are well 
documented elsewhere in this genealogy since the Mack and Gee lines were 
closely associated at Lyme, Connecticut and also at Marlow, New Hampshire. 


William's brothers Zopher, John, and Silas, and sister Lydia, who married 


John Gustin, relocated from Lyme to Marlow as early settlers there. 
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Note is to be taken, however, that it is through William Warman : 


that we can accurately place his mother, Abigail Davis, as coming fro 


Warman line. Some controver:sy' has existed due to the fact that there 
were two persons sharing the name, Abigail Davis, and many reference 
sources have chosen the wrong, quite innocently I am sure, Abigail; the 
choice being the daughter of Abigail (Fox) (Hill) Davis with the errone 
assumption that the daughter Abigail, born of the mother's first marr 
had been known as Abigail Davis rather than Abigail Hill. 

The correct Abigail Davis who married Ebenezer Mack was a daucheaa 
of Abigail Warman and Daniel Davis, hence the source of the middle nae 
their son, William Warman Mack. In addition, Abigail (Warman) Mack marrj 
as her second husband (and his second wife) John Mack, Jr. who was the 
father of Ebenezer Mack. 

In his will, William Warman, bequeathed property to his great grand- 
son, William Warman Mack. 

Not to confuse the issue but rather to illustrate the close associa- 
tion of early families at Lyme, this same William Warman married as his 
second wife (and her second husband), Sarah (Bagley) Mack, whose first h 
band was John Mack, Sr. So elements of the Warman line are thus found ij 
each of the first four generations of the Mack family in America. 

Ebenezer, the father of William Warman Mack, was a Baptist minister 
at Lyme, Connecticut and for some years lived at Marlow, New Hampshire 
where it is believed that he contributed to the fact that the first church 
established there was of this faith, although there is no record that he 
was a minister of that church. Marlow was ‘founded by families from Lyme, — 
Connecticut who reportedly were members of the Baptist church there. A 
brother of Ebenezer named Solomon was one of the very early settlers at 
Marlow, believed to have been there before 1764.

Rhoda was a descendant in the line of Richard Otis b. c.1550 who 
lived at Glastonbury, Somerset County England. John3 Otis emigrated c.1637 
to America with his parents' family. They were first at Hingham, then Se: 
uate, and Barnstable, and again Scituate. Rhoda was a seventh generatio 
descendant in this line. 

Asa Gee carried the title of "Captain" but it is not known how this 
rank was conferred... It geld appear that it is most likely for him to hay 
been a captain in the local militia group prevalent in most frontier com- 
munities in the years following the Revolutionalry War to provide a traine 
home guard force. Asa and his family lived at West Unity, Chesire County, 
New Hampshire. However, his will refers only a neck vie a at Lempster in — 
Sullivan County. 

Asa's will was drawn 9 JUL 1835, some three years preceding his death 
Provisions of the will are given below which will be of general interest 

"Firstly, I give, bequeath and devise unto Rhoda Gee my wife one sixth 
part of the next yearly income of my home farm and the use and improvement 
of one third part of the dwelling house on said duri-¢g her natural life, 
and the use of one cow and six sheep during her natural life. Also I give 
unto my said wife the use of all my household furniture together with my 
half of the stove during her natural life and whatever of my household fu 
iture and stove may be found after her decease to be equally divided be- 
tween my heirs, also my clock, also I give her the interst of two hundred 
dollars the interest to be paid to her annually during her natural life, 
and at her decease the said two hundred dollars to be paid to my daughters 


to be equally divided between them. 
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"Secondly, I give and bequeath to my son William Gee his heirs and 
assigns forever all my land in the town of Lempster now principally occu- 
pied as a pasture containing thirty acres lying on the county road adjoin- 
ing Capt. Perley's land, one half of my wearing apparrel at my decease. 

"Thirdly, I give and bequeath to my son, Asa Gee Jr., his heirs and 
assigns forever, my home farm together with the buildings thereon and all 
my farming tools together with half of my wearing apparrel by his paying 
and delivering over to his mother Rhoda Gee during her natural life one 
sixth part of the yearly income of the above farm annually and the use and 
occupancy of one third part of the buildings on said farm and fire wood 
cut fit for the fire brot ns the house and to summer and winter for her 
one cow and six sheep. 

"Fourthly, I give te bequeath unto Clarissa Pike two hundred dollars 
to be paid unto her in one year after my decease by my administrator here- 
after to be named, and my said administrator is to give the said Clarissa 
a privilege to live in the house and fire wood so long as she remains single 
as she now is. 

"Fifthly, I give and bequeath unto my daughters all my real and per- 
sonal estate of whatever namesoever viz. Olive Sleeper, Earley Lewis, 
Clarissa Pike, Rhoda Gee, Lyndia Way, Persis Quimby, and Eunice Dustin 
after my debts and funeral expenses are paid and legacies. 

“Sixthly and lastly, I hereby nominate constitute and appoint Asa Gee, 
Jr. and Dudley Lewis to be executors of this my last will and testament 
hereby revoking and annulling all former wills by me heretofore made." 

It will be noted from the terms of Asa's will that daughter Clarissa 
was single at the time the will was drawn, her husband probably having died 


an early death. 
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Asa's gravestone is inscribed as follows:

Rhoda's gravestone has the following inscription:

After settlements were made there remained | 
a net worth of $27.57 which was divided equally between Ransom Gee, 
Freeman Gee, and Esther Brackett in the amount of $9.19 each. The 
earliest date which appears in the accounting of Molly's estate is 
5 OCT 1841, indicating that her death probably occurred a short time 
before this date.

Very little is known about Solomon's life at Marlow, Chesire Co., N.H 

beyond the census listings 1800 through 1830 and New Hampshire vital re- 

cords. The comparatively early death of his wife probably worked a hard- 

ship, possibly contributing to the fact of daughter Molly remaining single 


and surely placing some burden on all of the children in maintaining work © 


on the farm and in the home. There appears to be no record of a will for 
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Solomon nor other record of the settlement of his estate. He might con- 
ceivably have conferred his property and possessions among his children 
some time prior to his decease.

Nathan m/2 Polly Brown but there was no issue by this second wife, 
nor is there information on her parentage, although she was reportedly 
of Acworth."

60. She was living alone at Marlow, N.H. in the 1850 census, Ae 74. We 
find reference in Nathan's will to his wife Mary, Polly being a very pop- 
ular substitute for the name Mary. 

Nathan is identified in Marlow records with the rank of "Captain" 
and it is assumed that he, like his brother Captain Asa Gee, participated 
in the local militia group at Marlow and served as an officer. In some 
records, Nathan also is referred to, under the name "Nathaniel" and it is 


to be noted that such a transposition of these two names was a most com- 


mon practice in déarly New England days. In fact, Nathan's gravestone bears 


the name "Nathaniel." 


Nathan's will was written 17 MAR 1827, about three years before 
death. Provisions of his will are quoted below:

may have received from me also my loom and bed pan.

The maiden name of Stephen's wife is difficult to ascertain inasmuch 
as so many in the Tinker line married women having the given name Mary and 
also due to the popularity of this name for female children in various Tin- 
ker families. At the 1850 census in Marlow, Polly Gee was enumerated with 
the family of her daughter, Mrs. John Stone. 

We have very little specific information about the family ,of Stephen 
Gee, Jr. other than his continued residence at Marlow, N.H. throughout his 
lifetime. While we do not know the details of the division of property at 
the death of his father, Stephen, Sr., it is believed that each of the sons 


somehow managed to maintain a share of his real estate holdings.

Elisha Gee was a farmer and lumber manufacturer at Marlow. He wags 
man universally respected. The Rev.-N. R. Wright, an acquaintance of 35. 
years, spoke of him as, “one greatly beloved as a husband, father, grand- 
father, and neighbor." 

Elisha's family occupied the home at Marlow built by his father, Ste 
Gee, Sr., after coming with his family from Lyme, Connecticut in 1774. Al 
of the children of Elisha and Judith were born in this home. However, in 
1865 it was torn down when a new home was constructed which stands today 
and remains occupied, although somewhat altered in the ensuing years by 
successive generations and later owners. The new home was built diagonally 
across the intersection of the road to Lempster and the Pond road from the" 
site of the original homeplace, this new location being more conveniently 
located to the sawmill and the various farm buildings on the property.

At 14, John reportedly was apprenticed to a man in Old Lyme, Conn. to 
learn the Tanners and Curriers and Shoemakers trade. His master sent to 
England and got the tools to which he was entitled at the termination of 
apprenticeship. 

John was an excellent shoemaker and always worked much of the time at 
that trade. The weak point in his character was a belief in fortune— 
tellers; one having told him there was gold or silver in a large rock on 
his farm lying below and between his house and Marlow Hill so he spent 
several days blasting for it. 

For many of the last years of his life he lived with his son John on 
the old farm in Marlow, and when that was sold on the farm owned by his 
son John west of So. Barre, Vt. Also, John, Sr. lived for a short time 
earlier with his son Christopher in Williamstown, Vt. 

While still in Marlow, N. H., John bought land in Lempster, N.H. His 


house there is described as: "a one-story house, about 25 or 27 by 15, di- 


vided into two rooms and a cubby-hole behind the chimney which occupied 
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quite a part of the scanty space. The smaller of these two rooms was ug 


for a bedroom and also a weaving room which must have left scarce space 
turn in."

Delight Way was a descendant of Henry Way, termed "The Puritan,’ 
was of County Dorsét, ‘England, leaving there for Dei eT Cremereeaon and com 
ing to Dorcester, Massachusetts in 1630 aboard the ship "Mary and John" 
which sailed from Plymouth, Oounty Devon. There were many liaisons of Way 
descendants and other lines in this genealogy of Solomon Gee. In fact, 
George Way, son of the immigrant Henry Way, married Elizabeth Smith who 
was in the third generation of the descendants of immigrant John Smith and 
from whom the present Russel Smith also descended. 

It was Delight's brother, Daniel Shaw Way, who married Molly Mack (#49 
in this record), daughter of William Warman Mack and Ruth Gee. 

Russel Smith was a prosperous farmer in Lempster, N.H. living in a 
large, two story house, spacious and imposing for those days, surrounded 
by a good farm.

There has been no definitive source of information on the children 
of Abisha and Lydia so some of the placements are arbitrary based on the 
data in census records, especially the un-named children indicated and the 
son William who appears in the right time slot for this family but is not 
verified. 

A further explanation is deemed appropriate for Abisha's wife, Lydia 
Chase. The statistics given for her are taken from the record of Aquila 
Chase, Mariner, who was at Hampton, N.H. 1640 and, “By old repute. the first 
Pilot at the Mouth of the Merrimack River." Lydia appears as a fifth gen- 
eration descendant in this line. However, some other records indicate 


that Abisha married a Mrs. Lydia Gates. One source indicates a birthdate 
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for Lydia Chase dau. of Moses Chases on "about 1768" and a marriage date 
to Abisha Gee on 6 NOV 1784. These variances are brought forth as a mat; 
of conjecture and interest. 

Census records enumerate Abisha's family in 1800-1810 at Marlow, 
Chesire Co., N.H; 1820 at Lempster, Sullivan Co., N.H.; and 1840 at Alst 
Chesire Co., N.H. Little more is known about details of the family's li 
at these locations. However, sons Alva, Leonard, and Stillman rélocaten 
to Windsor and Bennington Counties in Vermont and thence westward after 
a time. We are fortunate in having a considerable amount of information 
on these latter families and their descendants which appear prominently 
this genealogy to current generations. 

While we have a death date and place of death for Abisha, there are 
no more particulars. His grave has not yet been located nor is there a 
probate court record of a will or the settlement of his estate. Land re- 
cords have not yet been searched.

Esther Beckwith was a sixth generation descendant of Mathew Beckwith 


who is described in the following account prepared by G. B. I., Arner:- 


"The West India Trade..... The foundation of many of the fortunes of 


poten ies New England was the famous triangular trade in molasses, rum and 
slaves. Ships from New England, particularly from Rhode Island and New 
London, Conn. sailed south to the Barbados where they filled their holds 
with great hogsheads of molasses. This molasses and some sugar were brought 
back to New England where they were transfiormed by distilleries into a spir- 
it with the qualities of liquid fire. 


"This beverage met with a ready sale not only in New England, but in 


CEE) 


a far different country as well. On the West Coast of Africa it passed 


as currency, and, "Negroes, to slake their fierce appetites, would sell 
their enemies, their friends, their mothers, fathers, wives, daughters anq 


sons, for New England's scalding potion." 


These negroes were crowded into 
holds of New England ships and those who survived the passage were sold 
to the sugar plantations of West Indies and also to the southern colonists 

"This triangular trade was profitable and highly respectible among 
our colonial forefathers. In New London the first ship built for this tra 
was owned by Matthew Beckwith, while the second was built for William Keen 
one of the writer's own ancestors. 

"Matthew Beckwith was born in England probably in Yorkshire, Sept. 
22, 1610. He came to New England in 1635, settling first at Saybrook Poin | 
then Bramford in 1638, Hartford in 1642, and Lyme and New London in 1651 
His land was partly in Lyme and partly in New London, with house in the 
latter town. He became a prosperous merchant in the West India Trade. Th 
barque "Endeavor" built eee sabe the first vessel launched at New Londo 
On the night of Sept. 13, 1681 he missed his way in the dark and fell off 
a cliff, and was found dead on the rocks below. This accident was the oc- 
casion of a sermon on the Providence of God in saving his companion while 
Matthew himself fell to his death. The sermon was especially pointed for 
the reason that Matthew Beckwith had been slow in meeting his religious ob 
est tones and was not distinguished for piety." 

We find the Beckwith name repeatedly in our Gee genealogy as an ap- 
parent result of the parallel paths taken by descendants of the two lines 
in pursuing new frontiers. 

Following the death of his first wife by some years, Zopher m/2 Lura

Mary Babcox was a descendant in the third generation of one of La- 
Fayette's soldiers who came to the aid of the American Colonies in — 
the War of the Revolution, Cyrus Badgerow. Her family came to Ohio 
in 1831 taking passage on Lake Erie at Buffalo and landing at Ashta- 
bula. They then settled at Colebrook which then was almost an un- 
known wilderness. Possibly due to the early death of her parents, 
or other cause, Mary had a hand in raising her younger brothers and 
sisters. In the respective census years, we find some of them enum- 
erated in the household of William and Mary Gee. And in her will, 
Mary bequeathed the proceeds of her estate to her brothers and sis- 
ters; these included brothers: Horace R., Andrew, Hiram, Arthur; and 
sisters: Helen Munger, Maria Danks, Ellen, and Celia. 


Apparently somewhat outspoken, Mary is reported to have been ex- 
pelled from the Free Will Baptist Church of New Lyme in 1858 for 
stating, "There will be no revival in the church until the liars 
and tattlers are thrown out."" Moving to Geneva, Ohio some time 
after William's death, she united with the First M.E. church and 
remained a devoted member, participating in the W.C.T.U. until her 
her death due to pneumonia. 


William was a farmer with residence at Colebrook, Ohio until 1874 
when this property was sold and purchase was made of the Eusebius 
Lee homestead in New Lyme, Ohio where William died. Although he 
and Mary were childless, their home was not without young children 
since some of her younger brothers and sisters lived with them 
through the years. 


It should be noted that the name Zopher, as we use it here, is also 


written Zophar. We find many references using both spellings for Zopher, 


Sr. and for Zopher, Jr. with the result that it is not clear which one 


might be correct. The Biblical spelling is Zophar. However, Zopher has 


been 


selected for this genealogy in the interest of consistency alone. 
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The descendants of Zopher Gee are most numerous in this record an 
appear in many states westward from Ohio to the Pacific. 

It was from Lyme, Connecticut in 1811 that Zopher Gee came to the 
Western Reserve of Ohio, together with some of his friends and neighbo 
Samuel and Dan Peck, Eusebius Dodge, Sanford Miner, Charles Knowleseey 
ton Way, Lemuel Lee, Joseph Miller, Peter Chapman, Dan Huntley, Josh § 
land, and Perry Beckwith. The road they traveled could hardly be called 
road, being merely a blazed trail through the woods, and swamps, and even¥ 
rivers. However, they had already purchased acreage from the Connecti 
Land Co. and were anxious to see this new country which had already been 
inspected by a few adventueous souls before they came. 

In the fall of 1810 John and Salmon Gee, both sons of Zopher Gee, s 
their properties in Old Lyme, Connecticut, and with Sam Peck and his sons, 
William and Josiah and Dan Peck, and his son Ansel, and Vinton Way, J. 
Strickland, and perhaps others, left their former homes in Connecticut 
came to New Lyme, Ohio. They had definite missions, and this was to pr 
pare a way for their families, and others who had purchased land here. 
was the success of their venture which brought about the movement to Ohi 
in 1811 of Zopher Gee and the others. 

What was it that impelled them to leave comparative comfort and set 
forth on this difficult and arduous journey? Was it the richer and more fé 
tile soil as opposed to the Ede hilly country of New London, Connecti 
or was it because they could dispose of their holdings there at a good p 
and obtain more land, at fifteen cents per acre in this great Ohio count 
Could it have been the result of the aftermath of the Revo lUtioneee War, 
fear of another impending conflict with England, or just plain adventureo 


spirit so prevalent at that time, which drove our people westward? 
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Zopher Gee's home at New Lyme, Ohio. Built in 1814 of sturdy 
materials, this property has been continually in use ever 
Since although it passed from the hands of the Gee family 
about 1940. 
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Zopher Gee apparently prospered and between 1813 and 1815 he chose a 
spot near the center of his tract, now on the North side of Brownville Rd. 
about a mile west of Rt. 46, and built a very substantial and fine house, 
later adding to it until it contained 12 or 14 rooms. Later owners re- 
moved much of the addition, saving only a portion for the kitchen. Re- 
putedly one of the three or four oldest houses still standing in Ashtabula 
County, its present owner is Mrs. Ruth Hansen, who is keenly interested 
in the pioneer history of this attractive old home. At this writing, an 
intensive remodeling program has been undertaken with fe objective of 
preserving and enhancing the natural features in the construction of the 
house while simultaneously modernizing the kitchen and bathroom areas. 

The land in New Lyme was purchased by Zopher Gee on November Lis 
1810 from Elisha Tracy, paying him the amount: of $640. The abstract also 
shows the Last Will & Testament of Zopher Gee, which was dated Aug. 12, 
1829, in which he bequeathed his estate to his widow Lura, and his sev- 
eral children. In this document he names his son, John M. Gee; son, Sal- 
mon Gee; Anson Gee; Samuel Gee; his daughters, Esther and Laura, and his 
sons, Zopher and William. His wife Lura's share was to be hers during 
her lifetime, and if any portion remained it was to go to his sons, Zopher 
‘and William. Signed by Zopher Gee, in presence of Halsey Phillips, and 
Benjamin Reeve, witnesses. His will was probated under date of Nov. 9, 
ip as 

Apparently, Zopher had no qualms about recovering the cost of his land 
in Ohio from his sons to whom parcels were sold at two hundred dollars 


each, as follows: 


John Gee Sixty acres 13 APR 1816 
Salmon Gee Fifty acres 13 APR 1816 
Samuel Gustian Gee Fifty acres 25 JAN 1823 
Abner Gee Twenty-nine acres. 8 MAY 1823 
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The following story is taken from the publication, "Pioneer Women 
Colebrook 1819-1850," and is presented here because it involves Lura 
of Zopher Gee, Sr. 

"The first white woman here was Mary Emmett, daughter of Rev. Samw 
Emmett, who was born in Sparta, N. Y. in 1795 and married Joel Blakesle 
in 1815. After a few years spent in Caledonia, N. Y., with two childre 
and all their household goods in a covered wagon drawn by oxen, they st 
ed for Ohio. 

"At that time there were no roads west of Buffalo, so the remainder 
of the way they journeyed on the beach of the lake where practicable, : 
by blazed trees, fording rivers and streams, stopping wherever they found 
a white man's cabin, for then all met like brothers and sisters, even if 
they had never before heard of each other. They came alone,- with no fire 
arms or weapons of any kind save an ax, which they used to clear their: 
pathway of fallen trees and to cut browse for their horses, while the wagoi 
was their kitchen, pantry and often bedroom for the night. : 

"They heard the howlings of wolf and panther, and by firebrands kep 
them at bay through many a lone night vigil, as they awdited the coming 
day. 

"They arrived in Colebrook, or Lebanon, as it was then called, March 
16, 1819, and the first night in the wilderness for a lodging place they 
had four boards under and five over them. The last night on eee way t 
had stopped with their nearest neighbors, four miles away in an adjoining 
town; these turned out and before the next night they had a log cabin well 
under way, and it was two years before any other white man came into the 
township to live. 


"Mrs. Blakeslee planted with her own hand some apple seeds she had 


brought with her, and soon had quite a little nursery, that after the first 
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patch of ground was cleared was transplanted into an orchard, the first 
one in the township. 

"The next fall, wanting to do what she could to help support her little 
family, Mrs. Blakeslee walked four and five miles by blazed trees to get 
flax and tow to spin, or needlework, or anything she could do to earn pro- 
visions or clothes for such a thing as money for work was out of the ques- 
tion. When she had the flax and tow nearly spun, her husband cut his foot 
so badly that he eee rep Te to get out of the cabin for a long time. 

"Tt was now well into the winter. A heavy fall of snow came; seven- 
teen days in succession it snowed, and during this time the sun did not 
shine. As the result of this snow, which was three feet deep on a level 
by measure, stayed on until March, it was impossible for Mrs. Blakeslee 
to get to the nearest neighbor, some four miles away, and daily she saw . 
their little stotk of provisions becoming more nearly exhausted, and she 
helpless to get anything more. At last there ete only a few small potat- 
oes left, which she gave to the two little girls, while for nearly three 
days she and her husband had not tasted food. Then, when death by starva- 
tion stared them in the face and they expected to perish alone, she took 
the ‘yarn she had spun, put each woman's in a bunch by itself, labeled and 
hung it upon pegs in the cabin, so that each could find her own when she 
came for it. 

"But her husband said, 'Mary, we are not going to starve to death; 
the Lord will take care of His own." 

"You are not able to get out," she answered; "You have no idea how 
deep the snow is. It is impossible for me to go anywhere or for anyone 
to get to us." 


"Mr. Blakeslee's reply was, "I know that in answer to prayer the Lord 
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will send relief in some way. He always hears the prayers of His chil, 

"Soon, with the aid of his crutches, he went to the door, and wh 
looking out at the still falling snow, called to his wife, "Mary, com 
and listen, for I think I hear human voices." 

"She listened and at first thought it was the owls in the trees, f 
the wind was coming through the forest; but in a moment said, "I think 
I am almost sure I can hear voices." Again and again she went to the g 
to report that certainly somebody was coming nearer and nearer. After gs 
little time two young men with two yoke of oxen and a sled drove up with 
some pork, potatoes and meal that they said their mother had sent them 
there with, and by way of apology or explanation told this story:- 

"Mother had a dream last night, or vision rather, as she thought, and 
she got us up about midnight and told us, "Mr. Blakeslee’s. folks are st 
ing to death; go and carry them something to eat." We told her to go to 
bed, it was only a dream. She laid down, but before two o"clock called 
“ate again, and said, "Get up, boys. Yoke up the oxen and carry Mr. Blake 
lee's family something to eat, for I have had the same dream again." We 
said to her, "Such a stirring man as Mr. Blakeslee would not let his fam 
ily starve to death," that she was getting nervous, to go to bed again 
and we would think about it in the morning. But before daylight she was 
up, had a big Johnnycake baked, and some pork, and said, "Now, boys, you 
must get up and carry the Blakeslee's something to eat. They are certainl 
starving, for I had that same vision now for the third time." So we yoke 
up the oxen and started about daylight, and it has taken us till this tim 
nearly two o'clock, to wallow and shovel our way through the snow, some 
four miles, for it was up to the oxen's necks Stet of the way. 

"Thanks to God for putting it into the head and heart of old Mrs. Gee, 


of New Lyme, or "Mother Gee" as she was familiarly called, for her motherly 
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kindness to all, and her sons to save Mrs. Blakeslee and family from 
starvation." 

As a matter of some interest, the provisions of the will of Zopher 
Gee, Sr. are quoted below; the will having been drawn on 12 AUG 1829. It 
is to be speculated upon why son Abner received no mention whatsoever in 
this will. Also, why the bequests to most of the children appear to be 
so small as to be insignificant, with the possible exception of sons 
William and Zopher, Jr. who shared equally in the inheritance with their 
mother. 

"I Zopher Gee of Ashtabula County in the State of Ohio being sick and 
weak in body but of sound mind considering the certainty of Death and the 
uncertainty of the time thereof and being desirous to settle my worldly 
affairs do therefore make and publish this my last will and testament in 
manner and form following, that is to say I devise and bequeath to my son 
John M. Gee the sum of one dollar, also the like sum of one dollar I give 
to my son Salmon also the like sum of one dollar to my son Anson and also 
the like sum of one dollar to my son Samuel G. Gee also to my daughter Es- 
ther the sum of ten dollars also the like sum of ten dollars to my daughter 
Laura -—- and I do further order that all my just debts be fully satisfied 
and paid and if Personal Estate be not sufficient for that purpose I here- 
by authorize my Executrix of this will to sell enough of my real estate 
for the purpose aforesaid — 

"Further I give unto my wife Lura and to my son Zopher and to my son 
William all the residue and remainder of my Estate both real and personal 
to be equally divided among them share and share alike to have and to hold 
the same, their heirs and assigns forever except the share given to my wife 
Lura which share she is to hold during her natural life then the remainder 
of said share if any to go to my son Zopher and son William, and the share 
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so above given and divided to my said Wife to be in lieu of her Dower - 
my real estate. 

"Last, I constitute and appoint my beloved wife Lura executrix of 
this last will and testament --" 

The death of Zopher Gee, Sr. on 14 AUG 1829 was followed eight month 
later (10 APR 1830) by the death of his son Anson. Further tragedy st 
about a year later (22 JUN 1831) in the death of son Samuel. We have no 
explanation for these deaths occurring in such a brief period of time 
this triple loss surely must have caused grievious hardship and much gs 
in the Gee families of New Lyme. 

Before leaving our story of Zopher Gee, one more comment seems to 
appropriate for this genealogy and concerns his first wife, Esther Bec 
She was a granddaughter of Joseph Beckwith and Esther Smith and it is th 
latter who concerns us here because she was a fourth generation descen 
of John Smith the immigrant who was the ancestor of many other persons 0 
the Smith name appearing among the descendants of Solomon Gee of Lyme, Con= 
necticut. While this connection may not seem significant, it does fur 
illustrate the interrelationship of these early New England families and 
appears worthy of mention.

The Tinker line appears from time to time in our Gee genealogy so a 
few words about the Tinker heritage seems appropriate here. 

About 1637 there came to New England a man by the name of John Tinker 
and this English immigrant is held to be the father of the Tinker line in 
America. He was twice married; the first wife being Mrs. Sarah Barnes, a 
widow with two daughters (names unknown). He married second Alice Smith 
who is acknowledged to be the first maternal ancestor of the Tinker line 
in America. Alice was a daughter of John Smith of Lancaster, Massachusetts, 
also an immigrant, about which mention already has been made herein as the 
forerunner of the Smith line appearing significantly in early generations 
of our Gee genealogy. Richard Smith, widely known at Lyme, Connecticut, 
was a brother of this Alice Smith. Alice survived John Tinker and m/2 in 
1664 Wm. Measure, an attorney of Boston; she died at Lyme, Conn. 20 NOV 
1714, Ae 85 years. 

John Tinker was an active: man, somewhat of a leader among men, prob- 
ably well educated and pursuing a variety of occupations. He was of Boston 
between 1638 and 1641; was a partner in 1643 of men in Windsor, Conn., 
manufacturing tar; again in Boston in 1651 and in 1652 an attorney-at-law; 
a letter of 1 APR 1653 was addressed to the care of Mr. Tinker at Wn. 
Willsheers house, Ironmonger; in 1655 he joined -petitioners for the found- 
ing of Groton, Massachusetts and later was a selectman there; at this time 


and later, he was a trader with the Indians, buying beaver and other skins; 
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then going to Lancaster, Massachusetts with a land grant of twenty ac 
his name appears as the first of five selectmen appointed in Septembe 


1657; and, finally, in the latter part of 1658 he removed to New Lond 


Connecticut and in 1659 was deputy to the General Court of the Colony, 

died there in OCT 1662.

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Inasmuch as his brother Zopher disposed of Aig holdings at Lyme, Conn. 
and joined others from the Lyme area in taking up new lands made available 
in the Western Reserve of Ohio, William, Jr. became the sole owner of all 
of the property at the home place of Solomon Gee, his grandfather, at East 
Lyme, Connecticut. Here he raised his family and apparently prospered 
throughout his lifetime. 

It was customary in colonial times to apply a registered mark to the 
livestock as a means of definite proof of ownership which was a necessary 


precaution due to a lack of adequate fencing. We find record of the follow- 


"Wm. Gee, junr. Ear mark is a crop of the near ear, and slit in 
the end of the Right ear, and a squair half penney the right side 
of the Right Ear. Entered this 27 July 1798."

On occasion we find mention of some custom of colonial days whose mean- 
ing is not entirely clear although probably significant at that time. The 
following record found among family possessions is such an example: 

"Rec@ of William Gee Jr ten Cents in full of all claims & demands 
which Ihave or may have on him in consequence of a suit brought 
against him for a trespass s¢ to have been committed by Joseph 
Rogers Cattle on my land now in the occupancy & improvement of sd 
William Gee Jr. Monday Augt 34 1807.

Under date of 22 NOV 1808, the following transaction was duly author- 
ized in legal form: Amos Huntley of Amsterdam in the County of Montgomery, 
State of New York, appointed Nathan Tinker and William Gee, Jr., both of 
Lyme, in New London County, Connecticut to be lawful attormeys.to dispose 
of a 27 acre tract of land he inherited from his late father Amos Huntley. 


Perhaps indicative of the esteem accordéd . William Gee, Jr. by his 


contemporaries, family papers include another document of similar nature 
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dated 27 SEP 1826, abbreviated as follows: Abijah Mack of the Province 

of Lower Canada named William Gee of the town of Lyme, County of New Lon- 

don, State of Connecticut to serve as attorney to dispose of all proceeds 

(lands, monies, goods, chattels) left to him in the last will and settle- 
ment of his late father, Zophar Mack, deceased 13 APR 1824. 

William Gee, Jr. served in Capt. Manwaring's Company in the War of 
1812. His grave is decorated with a marker for this service. 

We are indebted to William Gee, Jr. for the record he maintained of 
the births and deaths within the family. At his death, son Mathew then 
inherited the land and buildings in the tradition of the Solomon Gee home 
place.

and American Tel. & Tel. Co. Net proceeds of about $260,000.00 wer 
divided equally between her nephew, Laurence E. Gee, and her niec 
Pauline E. (Gee) Wildman. 

Elbridge Gee left home at the age of twenty-three and went to Fitch- 
burg, Mass. where he was engaged in the clothing business for some twn ye 
believed in partnership with his brother-in-law, Rufus M. Huntley. He th 
went to Illinois for three years and from there to Portland, Maine where 
he ran an omnibus line, finally returning to Marlow village in New 
shire where he remained and was engaged in the business of. manufacturing 
lumber. In 1865, he purchased a sawmill. It burmed in 1876 but was at 
once rebuilt. 

Hamilton Childs' Business Directory of 1884-1885 says of Elbridge B. 


Gee:- 


"r, 27, manuf. of lumber, shingles, etc., also grinds feed and meal, 
dealer in flour and feed, farmer 60" (acres). 


In addition to the bequest previously mentioned for Ella F., daughter 
by his first wife, Elbridge's will further stipulated, "I give and bequeath 
to my son and daughter, viz. Walter E. Gee and Eliza E. Gee the sum of two 
hundred dollars each." 

‘Also, ".....give, devise and bequeath to my beloved wife Caroline A. 
Gee all the rest, residue and remainder of my estate Real, Personal and

Caroline's father, Arad Ball, was engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing ball bearings. While the Ball family is not credited with the 
origin of the'use of balls as a means of reducing friction in bearings, it 
is no less than coincidental that they did manufacture such bearings. 

Caroline's mother, Sylvania Beckwith, was a sixth generation descend- 
ant of Mathew Beckwith (Amos, Daniel, Joseph, Nathaniel, Mathew), who 
was one of the earliest settlers at Lyme, Connecticut .and is previously 
mentioned in connection with Gee-Beckwith liaisons in this genealogy.

Alva apparently removed from New Hampshire to Vermont about 1823 in 
asmuch as the second child was born in Vermont in July, 1824. His famil 
was enumerated at Winhall, Bennington Co., Vt. in the 1830 census. We > 
next find them in Ohio where their sixth child, Isaac, was born in April 
1842 at Sandusky, Erie Co., Ohio. Apparently they did not tarry there b 
continued westward to the area of Fort Wayne, Ind. where they owned a farm 
and resided until after Alva's death. It is not apparent what prompted 
the widow with the children to again move westward; perhaps the motivatior 
was a sense of possible opportunity in the western frontier lands. How- 
ever, when they reached Iowa there must have been a feeling that they had 
reached their destination and they remained in the area of the town of An 
mosa thereafter. 

It is written in Electa's obituary that she and Alva with two others 
constituted the first society of the Methodist Episcopal church where the 
lived in New Hampshire. .He was appointed the first class leader amd that 
small group laid the foundation for that faith in that part of the countr 
Electa is credited with natural apititude and upbringing wich favored the 


religious training of the children. Sons Allen and Leonard became minist 


ers in the M. E. church and Allen received some acclaim for his service 
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and the responsible positions he held during his ministry. In 1880, he 
received an honorary Doctorate of Divinity bestowed by Asbury University. 
The gravestone for Electa in Riverside Cemetery at Anamosa, Iowa is in- 
scribed, "67 years a member of the M. E. Church and the mother of three 
preachers." Which of her other sons was also a minister is not clear at 
this time. 

We are fortunate in having a very good record of the descendants of 
Alva and Electa in this genealogy. 

Electa was a seventh generation descendant of Stephen Gates who came 
to America from Hingham, England in the ship "Diligent" in 1638 with his 
wife Ann. While it is not certain which of her father's two wives was the 
mother of Electa, it seems probable that she was a child of his first wife, 
Sally Evans, inasmuch as the firstborn child of Alva and Electa Gee was 
given oe name, Sarah Evans Gee.

Celinda Reeth was a seventh generation descendant of Mathew Bec 
with (Perry Green, David, Benjamin, Jonah, Mathew, Mathew) who came fro 
England in 1635 and located in New London Co., Conn. in 1651. Thus she 
was related to her mother-in-law, Esther (Beckwith) Gee, first wife of Zo 
pher Gee, Sr. 

John and his brother Salmon, sons of Zopher, Sr. sold their proper 
ties in Lyme, Conn., left their former homes and ‘came in 1811 to new land 
New Lyme (then called Lebanon), Ohio. They had first come with the mises 
of preparing a way for their families and others who had purchased land 
there; being accompanied by seven others, they erected a very small cabin 
just large enough for the nine men to lie down and sleep at night. They 
selected a spot on land belonging to Zopher Gee which was located 1/4 
mile south of Brownsville Road and about 3/4 mile west of what is now Route - 
46. This was in the so-called Pigeon Roost, receiving it's name from the 


thousands of passenger pigeons which at that time filled the skies and 


now extinct. 
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John served in the War of 1812 from August 23 to September 24, 1812 
as a musician in Captain Warham Grant's Company. 

Under date of the 13th day of April A. D. 1816 Zopher Gee and Lura 
Gee executed a deed (witnessed by Eusebius Dodge and Abner Gee) selling 
for two hundred dollars sixty acres of land to John Gee. Eusebius Dodge 
as Justice of the Peace acknowledged the transaction. 

John's occupation was farming. However, he is said to have taught 

7 the first school in the township during the winter of 1812-1813. 

In 1836, he served as Overseer of the Poor. In this capacity, John 
and Vinton B. Way issued a quit claim deed in consideration of one hundred 
dollars received transferred twenty acres of land to Justin Loomis. No 
explanation is given how this parcel became the property of the township 
of New Lyme, County of Ashtabula, and State of Ohio. Christopher Champlin 
acknowledged the transaction as Justice of the Peace. 

In his will, John remembers his wife Celinda; granddaughter Mary Ann; 
sons John, Jr. and Perry Green. John, Jr. was executor.

On the 13th day of April A. D. 1816, Zopher Gee and Lura Gee issue 
a deed in favor of Salmon Gee transferring ownership of fifty acres of la 
situated in the Township of Lebanon and County of Ashtabula and State o 
Ohio.

Salmon Gee of Austinburg in the County of Ashtabula and State of Ohi 
issued a deed (signed by Salmon Gee and Sally W. Gee) on the twenty-eight 
day of July Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and seventeen transfer 
ring for the sum of three hundred dollars to Samuel Beckwith fifty acres 


of land lying in the Township of Lebanon, County of Ashtabula and State 


of Ohio. Witnesses were Orestes K. Hawley and Betsey Hawley. Transactio 
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was acknowledged by Orestes K. Hawley, Just. Peace. (no doubt this is the 
same parcel of land dee Rivet Zophar and Lura Gee in 1816.) 

In July, 1832 Salmon joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints. It was in 1831 that the church came from New York to the town of 
Kirtland, Ohio and in 1832 commenced building their temple which was conm-. 
pleted in 1835. During the time of building the temple, membership in the 
church grew from a few in number until there were two thousand. This place 
was held to be a "Stake of Zion" and was laid off in half acres for a space 
of one square mile. When it was mostly sold, they bought a number of farms 
in this vicinity, at a very high price, and were deeply in debt for goods 
in New York.. They established a bank at Kirtland, from which they issued 
a number of thousand more dollars than they had specie and those bills be- 
came useless, which with their indebtedness led them finally to leave for 
Missouri. ; 

On February 4, 1833 Salmon Gee was ordained an Elder of the church 
by Sidney Rigdon. Two days later, a message was issued addressed, "Of the 
First Presidency, to the Church of Christ in Thompson, Geauga County, Ohio," 
signed by Joseph Smith, Jr., Sidney Rigdon, and Frederick G. Williams. 

It contained the following message: 

"It has seemed good unto the Holy Spirit and unto us, to send this 
our epistle to you by the hand of our beloved Brother Salmon Gee, our mes- 
senger, who has been ordained by us, in obedience to the commandments of 
God, to the office of Elder to preside over the Church in Thompson, taking 
the oversight thereof, to lead you and to teach the things which are ac- 
cording to godliness: in whom we have great confidence, as we presume al- 
so you have, we therefore say to you, yea, not us only, but the Lord also, 


receive him as such, knowing that the Lord has appointed him to this office 
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for your good, holding him up by your prayers, praying for him conti 
that he may be endowed with wisdom and understanding in the knowledg 
the Lord, that through him you may be kept from evil spirits, and a] 
and dissensions, and grow in grace and in the imewiecae of our Lord 
ior Jesus Christ." 
Salmon's assignment to serve the Church of Christ at Thompson i 
clear because we know of no connection between the Church of Christ 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. However, a group of 
Saints from Colesville, N. Y. arrived at Thompson, Ohio in May, 183] | 
remained there temporarily, moving on to Missouri in 1834. Possibly | 
was a cooperative arrangement with the Church of Christ at Thompson s:

Between 1839 and 1844, a large temple was built at Nauvoo and popul 

tion of the town grew to about 10,000. Plagued by controversy wherever 
they located, the church at Nauvoo was no exception. On June 27, 1844 J 
seph Smith (the prophet) and his brother, Hyrum, were killed by a mob. 
This brought about the selection of Brigham Young to head the efter and 
the ultimate choice in 1847 of Salt Lake City, Utah as the new home of the 
church. 
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When Salmon Gee left Kirtland, Ohio in 1844, his destination probably 
was Nauvoo. But due to difficulty encountered there by the church and the 
death of their leader, we find Salmon at Ambrosia, Lee Co., Iowa where he 
died Sepgember 13, 1845. Members of his family then followed relocation 
of the church to Utah. Subsequent generations (all members of the church 
of Latter Day Saints) are spread throughout the western States, many prom 
inent in church affairs and in the business community. Many of these des-

Much thought has been given to the possibility that Zopher, Jr. mar- 
ried twice because of the confusion about his wife's name. However, it is 
more likely that she was married two times and had dau.

The cemetery in which William and Delight Gee are buried warrants some 
discussion. It is located about one quarter of a mile from the highway 
between Marlow and Lempster atop a hill with a rough, rocky connecting 

road so steep that it appears impassable for an automobile; deeply-rutted 
it almost defies walking up the steep grade. Although quite narrow, the 
road is bordered on each side by a stone fence typical of those found in 
use throughout the New England states to divide fields and set apart cem- 
eteries or areas of other specific use. The cemetery itself is about 100 
ft. Square with one opening through the stone Pence that encloses it. How- 
ever, this cemetery never lived up to its potential for some obscure reason 
as only five graves are observed there. The stone fence remains intact 

t the cemetery apparently receives no care so the weeds grow head high. 
In addition to the Gee graves in this cemetery, buried there are Dur- 
den Tinker d. 26 OCT 1824 Ae 85y and Mary, his wife, d. 10 SEP 1834 Ae 88y. 
surely these people were relatives of Delight (Tinker) Gee but their ages 
sreclude being her parents.

This house, like most houses built in settlement days, consisted of 
three principal rooms surrounding a big chimney in the center of the house;

The kitchen fireplace was two feet deep, three and one-half feet long, in 
which wood of little worth in those days gave a roaring flame. The "brick

beans, brown-bread, pies, puddings, meats - all of which in an hour or two 
had a flavor that only such heat in a "brick oven" could produce. 

In 1931, the house contained many old ancestral relics, one of which 
was the shoe-bench of John? Smith which his master sent to England for when 
John completed his apprenticeship as a shoemgker. 

Alven Smith, like his father, was an acre worker in the Universal- 
ist church, signing in the choir (as did hiet sods Marcus and Dudley), act- 
ing as church maintenance committeeman on the building where his father 
was one of the building committee members. He carried on his father's work 
in the social library which was for those days large and well selected, 
maintained privately by owning "shares" and bidding at auction every three 
esate! period for the right to read the books, no bid to be less than 
three cents, and if the book was injured or soiled even by marking, a fine 
was exacted and the place noted by a pencil or ink cross to cancel it!

Willard enlisted in the war of the Rebellion, December 29, 1863, Co.

The 
examining board at Rutland, Vt., hearing that his father was on the 
way to pay the $300 exemption if he was accepted, did so, and got 
the money. When Willard later volunteered, he was sent to New Or- 
leans where he joined the 8th Vt., Vt. Brigade band, one of the larg- 
est in the service, comprised largely of Germans from the mother 
country who were great musicians. In time of battle, the band mem 
bers were on duty caring for the wounded and assisting the surgeon 
by giving chloroform.

From the record of Northwest Indiana Conference Minutes 1898 pertain 
ing to Rev. Allen A. Gee, D.D., we read the following. Allen was soundly 
converted to God, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church in early 
life, and was licensed to preach when only twenty-one years of age. The 
following year he entered the traveling connection in the North Indiana 
Conference. Two years later, when that Conference was divided and the 
Northwest Indiana Conference was organized, his lot fell with the latter, 
and he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Osman C. Baker, and admitted into 
full connection. At the end of two years more, he was ordained an elder 
by Bishop Matthew Simpson. In the forty-seven years of his itinerancy, 
he occupied the most commanding and responsible places in the Conference, 
as a nee and presiding elder. In the latter office he served at three 
separate periods an aggregate of eighteen years. 

In the spring of 1865, he was detailed for special aersice in the re- 
organization of the “hurch in the South. He went first to the pastorate 
of McKendree Church in Nashville and later to the superintendency of the 
Tennessee Mission District embracing Middle and West Tennessee and North- 
ern Alabama. Later, he was appointed to travel through the Church at large 
in the interests of the Freedmen's Aid Society. And, finally, he was ap- 
pointed superintendent of English Missions in New Mexico. While engaged 
in this latter service and traveling from Chama to Raton, he contracted 


an illness through severe exposure which developed into erysipelas, with 
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brain damage. He died about one month later, his son, Rev. Frank W. Gee, 
pastor of a Methodist church in Terre Haute, Ind., at his bedside. 
Quoting from the Minutes, "he was one of the most illustrious Alumni 
of "Brush College," which he always claimed as his Alma Mater. By dint 
of his own exertion, and under his own direction, he became a thoroughly 
and roundly educated man. His reading was painstaking, extensive, and 
resultful. He will be remembered by those best qualified to judge as a 
ripe scholar.

There is a question about Isaac Gee's birthplace. Some family re- 
cords specify Sandusky, Ohio as given above but his obituary stated Lorain 
County, Ohio. 

Isaac joined the Methodist Episcopal church when 14 years of age and 
remained a consistent Christian thereafter. He served during the Civil 
War in the 24th Inf. Co. K, Iowa Vol. enlisted 22 AUG 1862 and discharged 
for disability 31 JAN 1863 at St. Louis, Mo. At the close of the war, he 
moved from Jones Co., Iowa to Carroll Co., Iowa and in 1874 moved to Edgar, 
Nebr. In 1906, he, with his family, moved to Jewell, Kans. He was de- 
voted to the farm, owning 320 acres of land in Jewell Co., Kans. and sev- 


eral hundred acres in Texas. He was the youngest and last to die of five

The occupations of George E. Gee included merchant, groceryman, high 
school teacher, justice of peace, and postmaster. Emily operated a board- 
ing house. A complete account of this family appears in the document re- 
produced below. 

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF GEORGE EDWARD GEE 
(Text of the address given by Bill Gee, June 16, 1974, at the Dedication 
of a Civil War Marker for G. E. Gee, Call Cemetery, Newton Co., Texas 
sponsored by the Newton County Historical Survey Committee.) 

George Edward Gee was born the 15th FEB 1836 in Bennington, Vermont 
according to his family Bible. Whether Bennington refers to the county 


or town is uncertain. His father, Leonard N. Gee, was of Manchester, Ben- 
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nington Co., Vt. in 1832 when he married in Winhall, Bennington Co., Vt., 
on 30th SEP Adeline Griswold, dau. of Davis Griswold and his second wife, 
Silence White. Before George was born, Leonard and Adeline had Augustus 
(later called Gus) who was born in 1833. By 1840 they were living in Dar- 
ien Center, Genessee Co., N. Y. There they had Leonard D., b. 1841, Alva 
A., b. 1843, and Helen Adeline, b. 1848. It was Helen Adeline with whom 

* Papa corresponded and called “Aunt Nell." In 1850 Leonard's (as well as 
Gus') occupation was listed as a chairmaker. In 1860 Leonard was listed 
as a painter and Gus as a miller. Young Leonard was then old enough to 

be working as a clerk. At this time all the family except George was liv- 
ing with Alva Jefferson, a prosperous farmer whose wife was dead. Adeline 
may have been keeping house for Jefferson; possibly the men were helping 
him with the’ farming. 

In about 1856 George took as his bride Caroline Wing, dau. of William 
H. and Ann Wing. To them were born two sons, Frank, in 1857, and Fred, 
in 1859. The 1860 census listed George's occupation as merchant. Later, 
on his pension application, George was to say at this time that he was a 
groceryman. 

What the feeling of this family was regarding Peery keeping the 
states united, and other questions of the day is a matter of speculation. 
But there is no question about their response to the call to arms. Of the 
four sons, George, Leonard and Alva volunteered for service. Nellie was 
to later marry a hometown boy who had also enlisted, served his time and 
then followed the Gee family to Milwaukee. 

George kept accurate records of his service. Later when he applied 
for a pension, the dates he gave for events were exactly the same as those 


in his service file. He enlisted the 8th of May 1861 at Batavia, N. Y. 
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He was mustered in at Albany, N. Y. with the 14th N. Y. State Volunteers 
He was commissioned 2nd Lt., Co. D, on the 4th of July 1861 to rank from 
the 17th May 1861. This company was organized into the 3rd Brigade on 
Arlington Heights by Col. W. T. Sherman. They were assigned to the 5th 
Corps under Fitz-John Porter. In the summer of 1861 George was ill and 
was staying at a private boarding house in Georgetown, D. C. 

The 14th New York State Volunteers as well as the rest of the 5th 
Corps were a part of what is known as the Army of the Potomac. In 1862 
they were part of the forces under McClelland which occupied a semicircle 
from the Shenandoah Valley to Fortress Monroe on the Atlantic. They were 
prepared to launch a campaign against Richmond and at the same time guard 
Washington, D. C. In June of that year they participated in the Seven 
Days' Battle which began at Mechanicsville, 4-1/2 miles from Richmond. 
Although several sharp engagements were fought, McClelland was successful 
in drawing up his entire army for battle in a strong strategic position 
at Malvern Hill. On July 1, Lee assaulted the Union Forces but was re- 
pulsed with great losses. The next day McClelland retired to the fleet 


at Harrison's Landing. 


George's service record states he was in the Battle of Malvern Hill. 
It was after this battle he suffered from bilious ‘remittent fever. He was 
sick the fall of 1862 at Fort Ellsworth, Va. and still sick into the win- 
ter at Camp Alexandria, Va. On the 19th March 1863 he was promoted to the 
rank of lst Lt. to rank from the 18th FEB 1863. He stated in his pension 
application that his record was good, that he was never under arrest or 
reprimanded and that he took part in every general BNear erat in which the 
regiment took part. He was discharged at Utica, N. Y. on the 23rd of May 


1863 at the expiration of his term of enlistment. 
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The war's end brought changes to the people of Genesee Co., N. Y. as 
well as to the people of the Southern States. The Gee family home had 
burned during the war in 1863 or 1864. They started a migration to the 
West, settling at Milwaukee, Wisc. Young Leonard D. Gee was discharged 
in Washington, D. C. in Sept. of 1865. His death date is unknown but when 
his father Leonard, Sr. died in 1878 the black-bordered letter to George 
said that death had come a second time. Alva A. completed his tour of 
duty, went to Wisc. with the family, married and had children, photographs 
of whom were sent to George in Texas. Alva survived his wife and entered 
a home for old soldiers. In his last years George and his older brother 
Gus were concerned that they had not heard from Alva. They did not know 
whether he was alive or dead. Nellie married in Milwaukee Festus Stone 
whom she had known in Darien Center, N. Y. Festus was a mail carrier in 
Milwaukee some years before George entered the postal service in Texas. 
Gus settled in North Carolina rather than in Wisconsin. In about 1900 he 
visited George at Call, Texas and wrote back, "I have done the Biggest 
Bragging of my life, on everybody and everything I saw in Texas." George's 
mother and father had a milk delivery business in Milwaukee. Leonard (the 
father) stopped one day at the house of a customer who served food. He 
took a bite, raised his cup with a trembling hand and then died before a 
doctor could get there. His death was described as heart failure but more 
recently these symptoms have been simply called death by choking. 

Soon after the end of the war, George and Caroline separated. I have 
not obtained the papers of their divorce and thus do not know the grounds. 
Later events suggest that George was restless - wanted to be on the move. 
Caroline remained in Darien Center. The census of 1870 showed her at home 
with her parents using the name Wing. And living with her was her older 
son Frank Gee, then 13 years old.

In an interview with a reporter from The Beaumont Enterprise, Papa 


(John Cleveland Gee) said that George was in Washington, D. C. when Abra- 
ham Lincoln was killed. He was stationed near the capitol while in ser- 
vice and had been there at least once during that time because a pass that 
he received to ride the trains to Washington still exists today. He list 
ed Washington as one of the places where he lived between his discharge 
and his application for pension. Another place he listed was Buffalo, N. 
Y. It was undoubtedly here that he knew Grover Cleveland, but most of 
Cleveland's early schooling took place east of where George was living as 
a teenage boy. It is possible that they were together in Buffalo ina 
night school. At any rate they exchanged letters, Cleveland sent George 
a picture of himself, and George named his youngest son John Cleveland Gee 
before Cleveland became president. George moved from Washington and Buf- 
falo to Milwaukee, Wisc. On his wedding certificate in West Virginia, he 
listed Milwaukee as his home. ; : 

The following description of Mary, an older sister of George's pecan 
bride Emily, gives us some insight into what must have taken place when 
George came to Doddridge Co., West Virginia in 1867. In 1841 Samuel R. 
Harrison and Stonewall Jackson were going to Parkersburg on the Ohio River, 
and Harrison made this entry in his diary: 

"We stopped at (Matthew) Neely's for dinner where Tom (Stonewall Jack- 
son) had been before and found it choice in every respect. The daughter, 
Mary, was a handsome, modest and intelligent young lady with most beauti- 
ful black sparkling eyes. She is the same age as Tom, and meeting many 
travelers has acquired much information and has refined manners and a gentle 
smiling dispostion. She made the hour so pleasant that I was loath to .. 


start on our journey, but Tom said the beast had rested long enough and 
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I knew he meant to go, so we said goodbye and I asked Mr. Neely to stop 
on our return. He said, "Boys, of course we will always be glad to see 
you. I know your people real well." Thomas said he knew their people 
(Joseph and Julia Newlon Neely) who lived not far from his Uncle Cummins, 
down on Kincheloe Creek. I hope we can stop on our return and have some 
more good fried chicken, sweet butter and biscuits. 

"On our return we reached the Neely's long before noon, and found 
Miss Mary reading in the English Reader, an elegant Selection in Prose and 
Poetry, by Lindley Murray (Ed. 1833)." 

Mary was the fourth child of Matthew and Maria Newlon Neely while 
Emily Elizabeth was their tenth. George must have found in Emily much the 


same qualities twenty-six years later that Harrison had found in her older 


sister. - That Emily was interested in poetry is evident from her entries 
later in her family Bible at the loss of little ones. At the death of 
her second son, Freddie L., she wrote, "Gone dear little one to realms : 
more fair. We will miss you but hope to meet you in your bright heavenly 
home some day. Mother." On a second such occasion, she wrote at the: 
death of Walter A., "Little Walter has gone to heaven to enjoy eternal 
life. The tender transient flower budded here to bloom and grow upon the 
fair Elysian Fields of that blissful abode that has been prepared for the 
pure and good. E. E." 

I can only presume that Emily was as handsome as Mary and that her 
eyes sparkled as much. However, there is documentation that Emily was 
interested in her appearance.. In 1866 she wrote a friend that she thought 
she would buy Harriet's bonnet. Theorie ceenes correspondence, there were 
references to new dresses that she had. My mother (Mollie Williams Gee) 
told me that Emily would not consider going out or being seen without te- 


ing meticulously attired and groomed, including having on her seven petti- 
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coats. The story is told that Emily was a spinster when George met her 
(she was 28 years old) who had stood up several suitors at the altar. 
Bettie Hart wrote her in 1866, "I agree with you. By the time the young 
men drift round among the girls round here I care nothing for their ac- 
quaintance." George's acquaintance, however, Emily cared for and they 
were married on the 13th of July 1867 at Smithton, W. Va. 

His second marriage did not end "being on the move" for George. His 
pension eee tion shows that he lived £GR08 short time in Smithton, 
Doddridge Co., W. Va. where they were married. It also shows that they 
lived a little later in Sedalia, Mo. They probably went to Windsor, Mo. 
before moving to Sedalia. Emily's sister, Margaret, and her husband, 
Thomas McKinley, were in Windsor. Their daughters, Annie McKinley 
Peasley and Lucy McKinley Offut, were to write Emtly-frequently for the 
rest of her life. It was in Windsor that Emily's first son, Thomas Well- 
ington Gee, was born. Emily also had a brother in Missouri, George Neely, 
who was helping build the Katy Railroad through Indian Territory. George 
and Emily lived for a time at Camp Branch near Sedalia as neighbors of 
George and Annie Murry Neely. From one of their granddaughters, Mrs. 
John B. Kennedy, Frisco, Texas, I have heard that Sedalia was placed un- 
der military law at a time when Emily and other members of the family were 
there shopping. They were told that they could not leave town because 
of danger from Indians. Emily said they could not stop her, that she had 
little ones to feed. So she and her party braved the dangers to get back 
where they were needed by their families. 

The records of births and deaths give us a story of the migrations 
of George and Emily as well as a picture of their joy and suffering. They 
were in Windsor, Mo., 7 JUN 1868 when Tommy was born; Pleasant Green, Mo., 


8 JAN 1870 when Freddie was born; just over the Texas border near Red River 
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22 NOV 1872 when Freddie died; back in Missouri in Otterville, 20 MAR 
1873 when Walter was born; and back across the Texas border at White 
Springs 14 SEP 1875 when Walter died. Nor did they settle in one place 
immediately on their final migration to Texas. They gave Bleakwood as : 
their address before 1879, but in that year they had mail forwarded to 
Lufkin where they apparently went for a short time. In 1882 they re- 
ceived mail addressed to Salem. They appear to have gone back to Bleak- 
wood, where according to Mrs. John L. Trotti, of Beaumont (who was born 
in 1883) they lived at what is now the old Singletary place in a com- 
munity with George Adams, who then had a contract to cut timber, the 
Scotts, the Mers, who had a merchantile establishment there, and Thomas 
J. and Lydia Swift Trotti, parents of John L. According to Mrs. Trotti, 
.most of these people moved in about 1889 to Salem, a second time for the 
Gee's. 

John Gee was born in Bieskunoont MAR 1879. I have been told he 
was named John at birth and that as Grover Cleveland began his climb. to 
fame, but before he ‘became president, George added Cleveland as John's 
second name in honor of his friend from Buffalo, N. Y. In 1885, Watson's 
Chapel was established at Bleakwood and the Gee's were charter members. 
John was six years or older when he was christened, and it is said that 
he ran under the floor of the chapel to escape this sacrament. 

George was a busy man, earning a living and performing community 
services. He was a studious person; Gus wrote at one time worrying that 
he would ruin his health doing all the things he did and studying in 
addition. George taught high school. He was a notary public which in 
that day meant that he performed many of the services now performed by a 


lawyer, composing the instruments as well as witnessing the signatures. 
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He was a justice of the peace, and for a while he was a member of the 
County Commissioners Court of Newton County. In addition, he took other 
work, some of which must have been Se becnnben hi rh she te between school 
sessions. At one time, he was employed by the railroad, a job that re- 
quired him to travel on the railroad tracks in a three-wheel velocipede. 
This led to his being "hurrahed" about an incident when the chain slipped 
off and George kept pedaling harder and harder COrCryaLOeecCuI eel. au. 

As a disciplinarian in the classroom George was tested most sorely 
by his own son, Tommy. At age 14, Tommy chalked a message on his slate 
and held it up for a girlfriend to read. She answered in like fashion on 
her slate. Upon discovering this going on in his classroom, George called 
Tommy to come forward to receive his whipping. Tommy declared he was too 
big to be whipped. George said if he was too big to be whipped, he was 
too big to be in his classroom. That night at suppertime, George still 
felt that Tommy needed to be punished. Tommy still maintained that he was 
too big to be whipped. George then proclaimed that if that were true, he 
was also too big to put his feet under his table. So Tommy was not only 
out of school but expelled from his father's house and out on his own. 

Tom soon was working along with his friend and companion in many escapades, 
T. W. (Kate) Lee, as woodsman for a lumber company. George, no doubt sad- 
der for the estrangement, remained master of his classroom with un- 
questioned discipline. 

As many of his companions did, George would relieve his tensions and 
pains (he had rheumatism by this time) with a toddy - or two. Some of the 
neighbors thought he drank too much. It did not appear to bother Emily. 
In fact, she used one such occasion to go into George's pockets for money 
to buy the massive marble-top dresser which remained in the family until 
destroyed by a fire in the 1940's. 
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In the year 1893 (1 NOV) George and Emily had a daughter-in-law. 
Tommy married Allie Bevil, daughter of George S. and Maggie Irvine Bevil 


They were married in Bleakwood at the home of Jesse Lee, the father of 


Tom's good friend, T. W. The next year there was a grandchild for George 
and Emily. Charlie B. Gee was born 15th August 1894. He remembered his 
grandparents affectionately. Margaret (Mrs. C. B. Gee) remembers his tel] 
ing her that when his mother and dad got too close after him he would 
strike out to his grandmother. She was always on his side. 

In November of 1896, Emily received a letter from George Adams tell- 


ing her that her house was ready at Call, Texas. It was a large one-and 


a-half story frame house. As her father had done in West Virginia, she 
took a few roomers and more boarders. She did not serve a simple fare of 


fried chicken and potatoes though as he had served Stonewall Jackson. If 


she had had printed menus, they would have read like an expensive restaur— 


ant. She was one of the first in the area to practice cooking as taught 
by Fannie Farmer in her famous cookbook. With black help whom she had 
trained, she kept hot the great wood-burning stove. The long table was 
heaped with serving dishes. Mrs. John L. Trotti recalls that her husbannd, 
who began practicing dentistry in the late 1890's, would not only take his 
meals there when he was in Call but would set up for practice and receive 
patients in the Gee home. 
At about this time, George made a trip to or near North Carolina near 
where his brother Gus lived. He would not stop to see his brother because 
his breeches were so soiled. Upon learning this, Gus wrote admonishing 
him to stop by if ever he were back that way - that surely they would have 
something to fit him and, if not, nothing would give him more pleasure 
then to outfit George completely. Emily was said to be candid and out- 


spoken. In fact, she was so outspoken that it worried her that she was 
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going to Hell for her tongue. She asked several TERETE preachers to 
pray for this "condition." 

When the Gee's came to Call, the postoffice had been operating there 
about four months with Chauncey B. Shepard as postmaster. On Feb. 14, 
1901 George was appointed postmaster at Call and remained in that office 
until his death. It was also in 1901 that George applied for his pension. 
No doubt, his having been in the Northern Army had given him many bad 
times in the South where all of his Southern friends either had been in 
the Southern forces themselves or had had someone close to them in those 
forces. In 1890 those people who had been in the Northern forces were 
asked to sign a special census preparatory to setting up a pension plan. 
No one in Newton County was listed as a’‘veteran of the Northern forces, 
although several proudly signed as Southern veterans even though the re- 
quest was for those from the North side only. 

On his pension Peerinerion® George said he was in bad physical con- 
dition and had been for seven years. He listed old age, rheumatism and 
rupture as the cause of his disability. It is said that George fell down 
a flight of stairs in Beaumont and was brought home fatally injured. He 
died at home on the 4th February 1904. John Gee was appointed postmaster 
of Call, Texas 20 days later to fill his father's office. Still single, 
he lived at home with his mother who continued to run the boarding house. 
In April, she applied for a widow's pension which in time she received. 

The 21st of May 1905, John married Mollie Williams, daughter of Billy 
and Sarah Frances Ratcliff Williams at her home in Kirbyville and brought 
her in a buggy to live at his home with his mother. The next year the 
first of eleven children was born to Mollie and John. Annie's second name, 
Elizabeth, was given her after Emily Elizabeth's name. Tommy's wife, Allie, 


died 29th March 1909. He brought his children back to his mother's home. 
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Now in the house were Charlie, Pollie (Arvie E., b. 8 MAR 1897), Tot 
(Johnnie G., b. 13 MAR 1899) and Gus G. (b. 8 MAR 1902), belonging to 
Tommy, and Annie (b. 24 FEB 1906) and Pauline (b. 31 MAR 1908), belonging 
to John and Mollie. 

In 1906, E. B. Stahlman, a relative who was president of the Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) Banner, wrote Emily that he had inquired of his brother-in— 
law, a geologist, Maj. John W. Otley, of Loudoun Co., Va., whom he said 
was the discoverer of the Beaumont Oil Fields about the possibility of 
oil in Newton Co., but Mr. Otley could tell him nothing about the Newton 
County area. Correspondence from West Virginia showed that several of 
Emily's cousins were becoming wealthy from the discovery of oil in West 
Virginia. Dagmar Keyser and Delmonde Jones, daughters of Emily's brother, 
Alfred Neely, in Belington, W. Va. wrote frequently, .sometimes sending a. 
small gift such as a handkerchief. They told of their brother, Matthew 
Mansfield Neely, who was later to become governor of West Virginia and a: 
United States Senator. Alfred died in 1906 and Emily worried that his : 
modern children would have his body embalmed, which she thought was a sac- 
rilege. After Alfred's death, Emily was the last of her family. Her 
nieces wrote deploring that so much was changing. Emily died 13 April 
1911 at Call, Texas and was laid to rest by her husband George. 

We honor these two today, George and Emily Gee (16 JUN 1974). George’: 
marker honors in particular his Civil War service. But I think Newton 


County likes to remember him for the constructive influence he had in 


this county. Madeleine Martin (Mrs. Charles) said of him that he came at 


a time when the carpetbaggers were coming but that he did not exploit but 


brought something instead, the educated and cultured minds of his wife 
and himself which were put to the service of the community in their teach- 


ing efforts. In his recommendation that George be awarded a pension, John

M. Horger, Clerk of the Newton County Court said about the same thing in 
1903. He said he had been personally acquainted with G. E. Gee since 1884, 
nearly 20 years, that he was a respected citizen of Newton Co., holding 
and filling various positions of honor and trust, among which may be men- 
tioned: an official member of the Methodist Church Soc., Teacher of High 
School, member of the County Commissioner Court of Newton Co., a Justice 
of the Peace, and Postmaster, all of which positions he filled with honor 
to himself and with satisfaction to his constituents. Horger closed his 
recommendation with the statement that, "He is a man of good moral char- 
acter and exemplary habits." 

In these areas, religion, law, education and postal service, George 
and Emily were a part of a growth pattern, like a rock tossed into’ a pond 
which makes ever-widening circles. Other families, other individuals eee 
Genta buted as much or more in these areas with the sum total that Newton 
County not only has benefited from this growth but has sent citizens all. 
over the world practicing in these areas. But the good mail service of 
Call, Texas is strictly a Gee tradition (counting Sammy Wilson whom the 
Gee family unofficially adopted). George was succeeded as postmaster by 
his son John Cleveland Gee. John was succeeded by his daughter Mollie Gee 
Eddlemon. In her absence while in service in World War II, Mollie's sis- 
ter, Annie Gee Fuller, was acting postmaster. At Mollie's resignation, 
Sammy Wilson was appointed acting postmaster, and the present postmaster 
is Annie's son, Bill Fuller, great grandson of George and Emily Gee.

In a statement made 19 JAN 1914 at the National Home in Wauwatosa, 
Wisc., Alva A. Gee said that he made his home with his parents and three 
brothers and one sister at Darien Center, Genesee Co., N. Y. until 1860. 


Earlier he had said that in 1863 or '64 the family residence burned des- 


troying the contents as well as the house. This accounted for the loss 


of the family Bible. He said he was baptized but that he did not know the 


name of the church. He lived in Buffalo, Erie Co., N. Y. at the time of 


his enlistment in the Civil War. He was enrolled 4 JAN 1864 at Buffalo 


as a Private in Co. M, 9th N. Y. Heavy Art. Laten he became a Cpl. in Co. : 


M, 2nd N. Y. Heavy Art. He was discharged at Washington, D. C. 29 SEP 
1865. He was described as 5 ft. 9 in., had light complexion, blue eyes 
and light hair at the time of his enlistment. He listed his occupation 
at that time as a farmer. Later shen applying for a pension he said he 
was a butcher at the time of his enlistment. 

After his discharge he went West to Milwaukee in 1865. He then went 
to Minneapolis, Minn. where he stayed until 1867. He stated he returned 
to Milwaukee and made this his residence from that time. He did, however, 
travel to Kansas City, Omaha and Chicago. He m. 12 APR 1873 Wauwatosa, 

’ Wisc. Julia Abbott. Four children were born to them. Julia Abbott Gee 


was probably dead by 1888 at which time Alva entered the National Home for 
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Disabled Volunteer Soldiers in Wauwatosa, Wisc. On 7 JUL 1898, Alva re- 
turned a questionaire with his voucher for the next quarterly payment of 
his pension with the statement: "I am a widower.'"" His pension which com- 
menced 27 DEC 1890 was awarded due to his partial inability to earn support 
by manual labor. 

Possibly from excessive pride, Alva appears to have withdrawn from 
his brothers and his sister when he entered the National Home. On 7 OCT 
1902 Alva's brother Gus in North Carolina wrote to George, his brother in 
Texas: "I can get no tidings from Alva. No doubt the poor boy is dead." 
As Gus wes corresponding regularly with his sister Nellie in Milwaukee at 
that time, she must not have known of Alva's whereabouts either. 

Alva apparently had some proclivity for accidents. In July, 1867 he 
broke his left arm at the wrist in Milwaukee, Wisc. when he was thrown 
from a buggy. In September, 1875, while crossing Walkers Point Street 
bridge in Milwaukee, a passing steam tug scared his horse and he jumped 
from the buggy, breaking his right leg. His death 15 SEP 1922 resulted 
from a fractured skull suffered when accidentally struck by a street car.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF 
GEORGE WASHINGTON GEE

This sketch is the result of much research on my part about my ances- 
tors, the Gee Family in America. 
The Gee ancestral line, as far as records permit us to determine, 


follows thusly: Solomon Gee from Devonshire, England, who is found in the 
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early 1700's in Connecticut in the vicinity of Lyme, New London County, 
was the emigrant ancestor of this family. Our direct line from Solomon is: 
(1) William, (2) Zopher, (3) Salmon, (4) George Washington Sr., (5) George 
Washington II, my grandfather, which brings us down to the establishment 
of the Latter Day Saints Church in the year of 1830. Salmon, George Wash- 
ington Sr. and George Washington II all became members of this church in 
the very early years of its formation. Others of Salmon's family joined 
it later. Some were also among the number who crossed the plains. 

The association of Salmon's family with the Church can be identified 
with circumstances which brought him’to the state of Ohio. His father, 
Zopher, and a number of others then living in Lyme, Connecticut were at- 
tracted by the possibilities of the land known as the Westem Reserve of 
Connecticut in the northeastern corner of Ohio which had been acquired by 
Elisha Tracy and offered for resale. In 1803, Zopher's sons John and Sal- 
mon joined a small company of men from Lyme who made the difficult journey 
to Ohio for the purpose of examining the land there so a determination 
could be made whether those interested should relocate from Connecticut 
to establish new homes in this opening frontier. 

Apparently their report was favorable to Zopher Gee and a group of 
friends and neighbors who commenced to dispose of their properties pre- 
paratory to their move from Lyme to that part of the new land which later 
became known as Ashtabula County, Ohio. In 1810, a first contingent of 
men made their way to the new homesite, John and Salmon Gee among then, 
and built a small cabin for shelter on Zopher Gee's land where they stayed 
while clearing land in two locations are they planted in corn as an in- 
itial food supply for the families to come later. 


Part of the men returned in the fall to Lyme, Connecticut to bring 
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their families to this new frontier. On September 20, 1811 or 1812 (hist= = 


ory is confusing as to the year), a group of ninety persons arrived and 


settled in an area first known as Lebanon but later renamed New Lyme, 


Ashtabula County, Ohio. They had traveled more than six hundred miles by ~ 


wagon, some drawn by horses and others by oxen. 

In this group were Zopher Gee and his second wife, Lura, sometimes 
called “Laura," and their young family. His first wife, Esther Beckwith, 
mother of John, Salmon and Esther had died in 1794 back in Lyme. 

Some of the settlers might have been called rich financially but 
money or no money, there was no time for lament. Here people had to work 
or they would starve. 

Zopher and his family were among the sturdy pioneers who toiled hard 
that life might be bearable for their families. EreeciOn ton a home was | 
the first order of business for all. Then clearing of the land and plant- 
ing of crops. 

_The dwellings of the pioneers in the Western Reserve wwre at first 
crude bark and brush shacks. They were replaced as soon as possible by 
neat log cabins. Large logs about a foot in diameter were used, filled 
between with clay or wooden wedges. Roofs of clapboards and floors of pun- 
cheons split from logs. Doors were heavy wood with leather or wooden 
hinges. Windows were wooden cross slats covered with oiled paper. Chairs 
were three-legged stools and cupboards were boards laid on wooden pegs. 

The woods supplied them with meat (deer, bear and fowl). Also, homes 
maple syrup and some fruit so they fared well if they worked hard. 

These early pioneers, so history tells us, were a rough, hardy, in- 
telligent lot. They believed in God, good order and education. They 
were kind and sociable and had frequent parties. Wood chopping for the 


men, quilting bees for the women, with goodies for dinner and supper. 
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They practiced "Love thy neighbor as thyself," lovingly, kindly, earnestly 
and effectively. This was the foundation stock of my great grandfather 
George Washington Gee. 

The Zopher Gee family prospered during the years 1813-1815 and he 
built a large, and for those days, commodious house which is still in 
everyday use. 

His oldest children soon married and established homes and farms of 
their own in this new western country. 

In the marriage records of Ashtabula County, we find the marriage of 
Salmon Gee to Sarah Watson Crane on 15 NOV 1814, who was a daughter of 
William Crane and Sarah Watson. There were ten children credited to this 
couple, eight of whom grew to maturity. George Washington Gee was the 
oldest child born to this family. He was born 13 AUG 1815 in what the ~ 
family record identifies as New Lyme, Ashtabula County, Ohio. The histori- 
cal record of this county gives the first name of this townwhip as Lebanon. 
It was officially renamed New Lyme in 1825. So George W. Gee really was 
born in Lebanon, Ashtabula County, Ohio. His brother, Giles by name, was 
also born in Lebanon 18 JAN 1817 and died 23 APR 1821. The third child 
was born 1 SEP 1818 in Austinburg, a neighboring township. 

The other brothers and sisters of George Washington Gee were: Sarah 
Caroline born 30 AUG 1820, Amanda Melvina bom 20 JAN 1823, Erastus Smith 
born 29 JUL 1825, Susan Eliza borm 31 JAN 1828, Salmon Jr. born 13 JAN 
1826, Electa born 13 JUL 1833 died 28 JAN 1838, Martha Brewer born 9 APR 
1838. Some of these children are identified as having been born in Rome 
which is a neighboring township of New Lyme (Lebanon). History states 
that this area was known by the name of Richfield until 1829 when it was 
changed to Rome. Records also show that the father, Salmon Gee, moved to 


Geauga County, probably the township of Thompson in 1828 and later to 
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Kirtland, Lake County, Ohio in 1834. 


Our historical sketch now reverts to George W. Gee about whom it was 
intended. Little is known about George Washington Gee's early life. It< 
would necessarily reflect the hard work and toil of a child born on the 
frontier on the farm of his father and mother with what little formal edu 
cation there was available at that time and in that area. He was thir- © i 
teen years old when the family moved to Geauga, which would probably cone 
sist of setting up a new home and a clearing for a new farm. We can find 
no indication historically of the reason for their move. To the author, | 
the reason for their move is explained in the preface of this sketch site | 

| 
it was here the Gospel of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints was taught to | 
this family. The father and mother of this family were baptized into 
this church in July of 1832, just two years after it had been organized. | 
George Washington Gee, now eighteen years of age, also was baptized 17 FEB 
1833 at Kirtland, Ohio. 
Just what he really did immediately following his baptism we have no | 
complete record as yet. There is a record in the book, "The Teachings of 


Joseph Smith," that suggests something about where he was and what might 


have occurred. It is found on page 20. The heading is, "An Epistle of 
the First Presidency to the Church in Thompson, Geauga Co., Ohio." (2nd 
paragraph) Kirtland, Feb. 6, 1833. Dear Brethern, "It seemed good unto 
the Holy Spirit and unto us to send this our epistle to you by the hand 
of our beloved Brother Salmon Gee your messenger who has been ordained 
by us, in obedience to the commandments of-God to the office of. Elder to 
preside over the church in Thompson taking the oversight thereof to lead 
you and teach you the things which are according to Godliness," etc. 

George W. was in Kirtland too with his father since he was baptized 


on 17 FEB 1833, which was shortly after this epistle was written. He may 
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have returned to Thompson with his father. We have no indication as to 
just where the mother and the rest of the family were at this time. We 
might expect, however, that they were with the father in Thompson. 

Church history tells us of the great difficulties that had overtaken 
the Saints in Kirtland at this time. From the Journal of John Smith, 
brother of Joseph Smith Sr. we quote, "The Spirit of speculation, a mania 
to make money became prevalent throughout the United States and many of 
the Saints joined wildcat schemes and forgot their Holy annointing to 
ministry of God. With this came the spirit of Apostasy and rebellion. 

It led the Prophet to exclaim, "It seems as though all the powers of earth 
and hell are combining to overthrow the church." 

The temple was not yet completed. The faithful of the church were 
there suffering abuse and persecution striving to complete it. George 


was probably there doing just that. 


They, George and his father, were at the meeting Held 7 MAR 1835 
which was called for the blessing of those who had assisted by labor or 
other means helped in building the house of the Lord. Their names are 
listed with those at that time. 

George Washington Gee also was ordained an Elder at this time. 

On 16 MAY 1836 Church History records the arrival of the grandmother 
of the Prophet from St. Lawrence County, New York with her two sons, Asa- 
hel and Silas, and their families with other converts from that area. It 
was in this group that George found his life companion, Mary Jane Smith, 
cousin of the Prophet Joseph Smith. They were married on 5 FEB 1837. 
This was announced in the February issue of the "Messenger and Advocate" 
published by the church. 

Due to the conditions in Kirtland, the Prophet had left there and 


settled in Missouri hoping to carry on the work of the Lord there without 
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persecution. Other Saints were leaving as quickly as they were able to 
arrange their affairs. 

George and Mary Jane managed to leave. They moved to Fredricksburg, 
Ray County; Missouri in 1838. Here their first child was born on 30 MAY 
1838, a son named Elias Smith Gee. 

There must have been a little group of the Saints who settled here 
at that time. Fredericksburg, Ray County, Missouri is designated in hist- 
ory as a post office in the Fishing River Township. Their stay here must 
have been short. They were driven into Illinois. 


From the "Autobiography of George W. Bean," compiled by Flora D. 
Horne, we take this statement, 'In the fall of 1839 the expulsion of the 
Mormons from Missouri took place -- the city of Quincy, Adams County, 
generally became the temporary lodging place for many of the persecuted 
people. My father having added to his lands and improved it for some 
time was possessed of several houses and cabins which for a short time 
were filled with some of these people. I remember especially George W. 
Gee and his wife who was the sister of Elias Smith, as well as the cousin 
of the Prophet Joseph Smith. 

‘ "Brother Gee taught school for our district that fall. I remember 
the shock it gave us when it leaked out that his wife was a cousin of 
Joe Smith. What a risk of contamination we were in. Of course he was 
soon dismissed." 

When they were driven from Fredricksburg, Esther, Mary Jane's sister 
and her husband, Amos Botsford Fuller, were evicted from their home and 
their house burned when Esther had given birth to a child just three 
hours before. 

We find the Saints collecting at a place in Illinois called Commerce, 


later called Nauvoo. This is where we next find George and Mary Jane. 


In a record G. S. serial NV no. 25163-Pt 7, we find among other things 
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Minutes of General Conferences and the High Council men who located in 
places just across the river from Commerce (Nauvoo) on the Iowa side of 
the river. In the minutes of a general conference of the Church held in 
Commerce, Hancock County, Illinois on 5 OCT 1839, we find this statement, 
"Tt was unanimously voted that a branch of the Church be established in 
the Territory of Iowa. Elder John Smith was elected President of this 
branch. "Some of the settlements that became a part of this Branch were 
Montrose, Nashville, Ambrosia, Zarahemla, etc. George W. and Mary Jane 
and small son Elias Smith settled at Ambrosia, Lee County. As we read 
the minutes of the general conferences held at various times in these re- 
spective settlements, we find George W. Gee often called to be clerk, both 
in conferences and High Council meetings in this area until, in a confer- 
ence held 7th, 8th and 9th of August, 1841, he was made Church recorder. 
He represented 109 members from Ambrosia and 13 members from Keokuk as 
has been mentioned. 

During all of this time, he and his family were residing in Ambrosia, 
Lee County, Iowa. It was a small‘settlement where a number of the mem 
bers of the Church resided from 1840 to 1846 when the march to the Rocky 
Mountains began. A post office was established and George W. Gee was made 
postmaster. He was also made county surveyor. 

Ambrosia extended from Montrose as far as Sugar Creek. At one time, 
this area was included in what was called the Half Breed Tract and was 
included in land purchased by the Church with intent to build a city, 
Zarahemla and for Nashville, Iowa. 

in tHe Journal History of the Church under the date of 30 MAR 1840, 

a report of a short mission for the Church into the State of Tennessee is 
given by George. I am writing it just as it is given because I feel it: 


supplies a touch of the kind of person he was and of his faith and testi- 
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mony of the truthfulness of the Gospel: 

"MAR 30, 1840 -- George W. Gee reported missionary labors as follows 
I left my home last NOV 1839 to preach the Gospel in Tennessee trusting 
alone in the Lord to sustain me as I was alone and had never attemped to 


preach before. I commenced preaching in DeKalb County. 


"The people were prejudiced in consequence of the falsehoods that had 
been written from Missouri by our most zealous persecutors, but on hear- 
ing, expressed their surprise to hear me contend so strongly for the Bible 
and its requirements; and that we should nat be persecuted for preaching 
the very order of things which all Christiandom was earnestly praying for. 

"On arriving at Overton County, I found Elder Julian Moses. We 
preached together for two weeks and baptized two. Then I went to Jackson . 
County and preached almost constantly for six weeks. Doors were open on 
the right hand and the left. I have baptized ten in all and others are 
fice 

"Brother Moses joined me in Jackson County. We traveled and preached 
in many places but could not supply all the calls. The prejudice of the 
people appeared to give way on hearing for themselves. 

"Qur wants were well supplied. We never lacked for a comfortable 
place to lodge. We attained twenty-one subscribers for the "Times and 
Seasons" and the call was "books, books, books," but the common weapon of 
misrepresentation was used against us by many individuals. 

We were invited to a public discussion of our principles which we 
accepted. This lasted three days. Myself and Brother Moses on affirma- 
tive and Reverend L. DeWitt and F. A. Stone (Campbellites) negative. 

"The points at issue were: 1- The Book of Mormom is a sacred record 


and was translated by the inspiration of God and came forth in fulfill- 
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ment of Prophecy. 2- That Apostles, Prophets and spiritual gifts; such 
as healing, diversities of tongues and their interpretation are necessary 
in the Church of Christ, according to his order. 

"At the close of the debate we baptized one. There were others we 
think will obey the first opportunity. 

"We arrived home on 28 MAR 1840." 

John Smith was writing a letter to his friend George Albert in England, 
to which George Gee added the following postscript dated JUN 1840: 

"TI was laboring in the vineyard of the Lord about two months ago. 

"I have bought land here (Ambrosia). I am engaged in cultivating 
the soil. All is well at present. The Saints are fast emigrating to this 
place and the work is rolling onward." 

And in the Journal History of the Church under the date of 7 OCT 
1841, we find this entry: 

"Council House of John Taylor at Nauvoo. (Business of the Meeting) 
"Voted 17 missionaries to be called to the various fields of labor." Among 
the names on the list that follower: "Elder George Washington Gee, called 
to fill a mission in Pittsburgh." 

Two days after this call was made, Mary Jane gave birth to their 
second child; a son, George W. Gee, Jr., born 9 OCT 1841 at Ambrosia, Lee 
County, Iowa. 

Shortly afterward, the father left to fill his mission call in Penn- 
sylvania. Probably sometime in November, we do not have the exact date, 
not long after his arrival in his field of labor, he was called to admin- 
ister to a child suffering from black measles. The child recovered but 
Brother Gee contracted the disease and passed away as a result on 20 JAN 


1842. 
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In the Documentary History of the Church vol. IV, page 500, we find 
an entry by the Prophet Joseph Smith, "Thurs. 20 JAN 1842, attended a 
special council meeting in the upper room of new Store, George Washing- 
ton Gee died today." 

There is also a footnote with a brief history of George W. Gee's 
life. The views of which are already given in this sketch. I repeat 
the closing phrases of this note: "In the fall of 1841, he was sent to 
Pittsburgh where he died 20 JAN 1842 while in the discharge of his duties, 
having won the affection of all the Saints with whom he became acquainted 
by his integrity and perseverance." 

His opportunity for schooling had been limited but by his own exer- 
tion, he had attained an excellent education and had collected quite a 
respectable library. 

His granddaughter, Ina Gee Hodson, once wrote a short history of his 
life. I repeat her concluding paragraph: "At his passing, his young wife 
was left with two small sons one about three and one-half years old and 
the other only three months old. These children were taken across the 
plains by their mother in 1852. The eldest died 10 AUG 1855 about three 
years after their arrival in the Valley. George W. Jr. eventually settled 
in Provo. He cared for his mother in his home until her death in 1878 
and raised a large family of faithful Latter Day Saints."

Lysander has been acclaimed as a leading citizen of Tooele City, Utah. 
He was alawyer and a carpenter, was justice of the peace and prosecuting 
attorney handling A number of noted cases. He became the second post- 
master in the town of Tooele City, Utah, appointed to this office 8 JUL 
1856. Tooele City is reported to have had a very active theatrical group 
and Lysander Gee was a patron and promoter of this endeavor. For some 
years, he is known to have kept a diary of everyday events as they oc- 
curred in Tooele cron Perhaps the better overview of Lysander's life 
can be obtained from his obituary reproduced below. 

DEATH OF LYSANDER GEE 

An aged and Respected Resident of Tooele Passed .o His Reward 

A telephone message received by the News from Tooele this morming 
announced the death at that place of Lysander Gee, an old and respected 
Utonian. His illness was of long duration, and was borne with charact- 
eristic fortitude and patience, and was caused by a malignant cancer of 
the throat. 

Time and again the surgeon's knife was sought as a means of relief 
and a hope for a permanent cure, but with only indifferent success. Grad- 


ually and painfully the dread disease continued its awful ravages until 
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the patient became so emaciated and reduced in strength that he was com- 
pelled to give up his struggle for an earthly existence. When the end 
came, as it did at his home last evening, June 27th, at 6:30 o'clock, he 
was surrounded by the members of his family and numerous friends. With 
bowed heads, tear-dimmed eyes and sorrowing hearts, they had kept faith- 
ful vigil at his bedside and when his spirit passed into the unseen world 
their grief was intense. 


The deceased was in many respects an interesting character and was 


widely known perhaps as any resident of Tooele county. He had been closely 
identified with that part of the country for many years and had held nun- 
erous responsible civil positions. By profession he was a lawyer and in 
politics a staunch and unswerving Democrat. His funeral will take place 
from the Tooele Ward meeting house tomorrow afternoon ota? o'clock. 

One who was near and dear to him in life furnishes the following 
additional particulars: 

Lysander Gee was born September 1, 1818 in Austinburg, Ashtabula 
county, Ohio. He became identified with the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints in 1832 at the early age of 14, and ever after bore 
faithful testimony to the truth of the Gospel. On April 6, 1840, at a 
general conference in Nauvoo he was ordained an Elder by Elders William 
Smith and John E, Page, two of the Twelve Apostles, and in 1845 at Nau- 
voo was set apart as one of the Presidents of the 3lst quorum of Seven- 
ties by President Joseph Young. On April 2, 1894 he was ordained a High 
Priest. Elder Gee also did considerable missionary work and was on a 
mission to Iowa when the Prophet Joseph and his brother Hyrum were assassi- 
nated. 


Brother Gee came to Utah in 1849, sharing in the trials and hard- 
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ships incident to the lives of the pioneer sane He lived six years jpn 
Salt Lake City and afterward removed to Tooele City, where he continueg 
to reside until his death. He always took an active part in public af 
fairs and served in many official capacities. He was a devoted worker ip 
the Sunday Schools where for years he acted as one of the superintenqd— 
ents. Even after his health, which had always been the best, began to 
fail his voice was raised in defense of those glorious principles which 
he prized dearer than life itself. 

While stricken upon his bed of sickness he bowed humbly and patient- 
ly without word of complaint to the will of his Divine Master, and now 
the voice that has touched many hearers and brought many to a knowledge 
of the truth, is hushed in silence until the Resurrection morn. 

His wife, the faithful companion of forty-eight years of an event- 
ful career survives him. He was the father of 21 children, 17 of which 
are living, 70 grandchildren, and 21 great grandchildren. 

The foregoing is from the issue of the News dated June 28,. 1894, 

It will be obvious that there were many descendants of Lysander Gee 
and a considerable number of them are to be found in this genealogy. Jp- 
fortunately, and contrary to the LDS principle of heritage and family 
records, some traces could not be ascertained due to an unwillingness 
of descendants to respond to requests for es thereby severing the line 
of further descent for those branches that are not well represented.

Irvin Hadsell sold sewing machines and later pianos while residing 

at Hicksville, Ohio, Peru, Indiana, and Fort Wayne, Indaiana. He 

was a grandson of Elder James Hadsell, who was a pioneer settler 
in DeKalb Co., Ind. and was an active participant in the first church © 
established in DeKalb Co. at Coburn's Corners (or Coburntown as com 
monly known). 

Elizabeth Grace Flint was a fifth generation descendant of Robert 
Flint (Lemuel, Adam, Adam, Robert) who was born 1700-1710 and immigrated 
to America; served as a 2nd Lt. in the Revolutionary War. Elizabeth's 
mother, Mary Minard, was a daughter of Zipporah who married as her second 
husband William D. Peck who migrated with his father, Samuel, from Con- 
necticut in 1811 to settle in the Western Reserve at New Lyme (orig- 
inally Lebanon) Twp., Ashtabula Co., Ohio. When a child of but a few years, 
Elizabeth moved with her parents to Ann. -bor, Mich. where they resided 
about one year before moving on to DeKalb County, Ind. 

The wedding of Frederick Harmon Gee and Elizabeth Grace Flint was a 
double wedding, the other couple being Frederick's first cousin, Cynthia 
Lovesta Gee, and William Riley Coburn. The ceremony was performed by 
Elder James Hadsell in the home of Elizabeth's parents. Fifty years later, 


on February 4, 1899, the parties celebrated their double golden wedding 


anniversary together in the same house where they were married. 
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A BIT OF COBURNTOWN'S RARLY HISTORY 
by Mrs. Emma Hart 

In the month of March, 1839, Lemuel Flint with his wife and six chil- 
dren, came west from Ashtabula county, Ohio, and settled on the farm but 
a few rods west of where we have met today. Elizabeth Flint, his daugh- 
ter, was nine years of age, and Lovesta Gee, his step-daughter, was eight 
years old. 

October 22nd, 1840, Gurden Coburn and family came from Trumbull county, 
Ohio, and settled three quarters of a mile east Of Coburn's Corners. Wn. 
Cobum was then 15 years old. This country was then a vast wilderness 
with but few settlers in the neighborhood. 

James Hadsell, Isaac Meek, Homer and Vinus Abel, Samuel, Mankin, and 
John Headley, Ashur, John F., Eben,and John H. Coburn, Benjamin Alton, and 
James Brownley, with their families were here; while north were the Clem- 
ens, Woodcox and Robertsons, end south mee Contents Corners were the widow 
Ann ngret recs Wn. Tanner. 

Feb. 4th, 1849, Harmon Gee and Elizabeth Flint, Wm. Coburn and Lovesta 
Gee were united in marriage under one ceremony at the home of the bride's 
parents, by James Hadsell. Both couples were pronounced as man and wife 
at the same time. 

Those present at the wedding were Lemuel and Hannah Flint, Gurden 
and Cynthia Coburn, John and Celia Headley and son Orvin, Benjamin and 
Sally Alton, Samuel and Ann Coburn, Lovina Perry, Horace and Philena Ben- 
jamin, George Flint and Louisa Miller, James and Abigail Abel, Orsan 
Coburn and Ann Headley, Harlow Gee and Lucy Strong, Samuel Flint and Lu- 
cinda Loomis, George Abel and Sally Ann Milliman, Elijah Thompson and 


Marilla Alton, Osburn Coburn and Doraleska Bracy, Anson Hayford, Mary 
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and Gustin Flint, Joseph Brownley, James Hadsell and Burdette Goodale, 


(who was then holding a meeting at the Corners in the old school house.) 
But few of those who were here then are hard today, but many others 
are here in their stead. : 

When I was asked by Aunt Elizabeth Gee to write a long letter and 
read at their double golden wedding anniversary expressing my congratula 
tion or regret that they had lived so long, I said that it should be con 
gratulation, for their lives have been to me a continual expression of joy 

I do not know why I was asked to write, being neither a good talker, 
a deep thinker nor much of a writer, yet I have been able to collect 
many thoughts and recollections that have lain dormant in my mind, yet 
easily aroused, for our early impressions are those we never forget. 

Among my earliest recollections are the sweet associations that I 
have had with Uncle Harmon and Aunt Elizabeth Gee, Uncle Wm. and Lo- 
vesta Coburn. The generous welcome into their homes when I was but a 
child, a girl, a young woman; visiting them in my father's and mother's 
house and as I have grown older in my own home; meeting with them on the 
first day of the week in the Lord's house, where their places were al- 
ways filled when it was possible for them to be there. 

Meeting for worship in the old school house, and later in the church 
house, when Pons prtsnitts F, Coburn, Uncle James Hadsell, Uncle Randal Far- 
out and others did the preaching and Father Flint led the singing. I 
can remember hearing their voices distinct from other voices we so loved 
to hear; the sweet tone of Uncle William's and Uncle Samuel's soprano, 
Aunt Elizabeth's treble, and the low sweet bass, the voices of my father 
and Uncle Russel Coburn and many others, then meeting them all at the var- 


ious gatherings in a social way, the old paper readings, festivals, birth-

day parties, wedding anniversaries, etc. No one ever thought of leaving 
them without an invitation, and when it was possible for them to be there 
they never disappointed anyone by staying away. 

And today we are with them to celebrate their double golden wedding 
anniversary; living together fifty years almost side by side; one half a 
century, fifty years spent together in each other's service, and serving 
their one Master, the Son of Righteousness. 

It has now been 81 years since the date of the foregoing joyous oc- 
casion. The farm home and land of Frederick Harmon and Elizabeth remain 
in the hands of a descendant, their granddaughter, Mrs. Mildred Jarrett.

Co., Ind. where the step-father soon died. Harlow and the others then 
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(probably c. 1900) 
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moved in 1840 to DeKalb Co., Ind. where the mother's sister, also widowed 


early and m/2 Lemuel Flint, had ‘settled the year before. Harlow's mother 
married here a third time Amherst Robe as his second. Harlow reportedly 
bought a 50 acre farm in 1851 for three dollars an acre as had his brother 
Frederick Harmon about the same time. It has been said that the brothers 
"subdued the forest and made it blossom as a rose." 

Without wanting to eulogize, the following excerpt from Harlow's 
obituary seems to tell us something about his character: "He was a per- 
son who was firm in his convictions and honest in his intentions. He could 
not bear to see man or beast suffer, and was always ready to relieve their 
wants or suffering, but more than this, he was manly and strictly honest 
in word, in deed and in thought. He despised a dishonest man and left 
ie severely alone. He has made the world better for living in it and 
added to the happiness of others, rromnche highest to the lowest who came 
within the influence of his generous, life., Living he did many generous 
deeds, which his closest Eniends twit never know, and dying he leaves to 
them the pleasant memories of association, to his wife and children a name 
and a heritage of which they may be justly proud, and to the people an 
honorable reputations" 

Harlow Gee suffered from a cancer on his face which “has been bother- 
ing for a long time" prior to his departure on 22 MAR 1898 for Chicago 
where an operation was performed hoped to rid of him of this affliction. 
However, the operation was not completely successful and his death 3 SEP 
1906 was attributed primarily to the facial cancer.

William Riley Coburn was a descendant of Edward Coburn (Colburn) “ 
came to America from Ergland in 1635 and purchased land in Mas sachuset 
at “Dracutt on Merrimack" in 1668 which he occupied in 1669. He came o 
the ship "Defence," Capt. Bostock to Boston, the voyage lasting 54 days. 
Edward erected a Garrison House and with his seven stalwart sons and hi 
sons-in-law was able to protect his family from marauding Indians. He w, 
a soldier in the King Philip's War 1675-77. His descendants spread 
throughout the New England states and some of them migrated westward from 
New York into the Western Reserve of Connecticut in northeastern Ohio and 
thence into Indiana. 

Relatives of William Riley Coburn provided the land used to build 
a church housing the congregation of the first church organized in DeKall 
Co., Ind. at what became known as Coburn's Corners, or Coburntown. This 
well known institution, Church of Christ, has continued to thrive through 
the ensuing years. It finally became necessary to replace the initial 
structure with a fee building dedicated in June, 1979. The church hist- 
ory records a succession of clergymen emanating from its membership to 
minister in other locales. 

Cynthia Lovesta came with her parents to DeKalb Co., Ind. in 1839, 
thus spending nearly her entire life in this neighborhood, and was ac- 
quainted with the hardships of pioneer life as encountered in settling 
this new land. She died near Coburn's Corners after having spent all of 
her adult life in that community. 
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The wedding of Cynthia Lovesta and William Riley Coburn was a double 
ceremony with her cousin Frederick Harmon Gee and Elizabeth Flint. Also, 
these two couples celebrated their 50th wedding anniversaries together in 
the same house where they were married. Elizabeth Flint was a daughter of 
Cynthia Lovesta's step-father, Lemuel Flint, by his first marriage to 
Mary Minard.

Thomas Carpenter was among the early settlers of Faribault, Minn. in 
1856. He was a tailor and clothing merchant and a partner in the firm of 
Carpenter & Smith of Faribault. During the summer of 1861, Thomas went 
to England for about three months to visit his brothers and sisters 
there. Some time after the death of his first wife, Thomas returned to 
New Lyme, Ohio where Irene Gee lived still unmarried at age 44. They 
were subsequently married and went to Faribault, Minn. to live out their 
time together, she bur. there but his bur. place not yet ascertained. 

Irene's long delay in marrying might be attributed to her caring for 
her father during the period after 1878 when he was without a wife and had 


become paralyzed. At his death, she received the homestead and a good 


piece of land from her father's estate. She also is credited with having 
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practically "raised" the children of her brother Elmore S. Gee .although 
it is not obvious why this statement is made since he wife outlived him 
and should have been capable of caring for her children alone. 

Having had no children of her own, Irene's will contained the pro- 
vision, "I give, devise and bequeath to Margaret E. Yeomans, Hazel I. 
Hoopes, Charles E. Gee, and Bernice A. Parshall, or their heirs all the 


remainder of my estate to share equally and alike," after all just debts 


and funeral expenses had been paid out of the Estate. The Judge did ac- 
cordingly approve the transfer of real estate situated in Ashtabula Co., 
Ohio but no description was recorded. This is assumed to apply to the 
property that Irene inherited from her father. Her heirs were the chil- 
dren of brother Elmore and sister Francenia and a granddaughter of bro- 
ther Elmore.

A good description of the life of John R. Parshall and quoted below 
is taken from the 17 SEP 1902 issue of the Faribault Daily News: 

John Randolph Parshall was born May 13, 1835 at Newton Falls, Trum- 
bull County, Ohio. When but two years of age he removed with his parents 
to New Lyme, Ashtabula County, 0. He was educated in the public schools 
and Kingsville Academy. He came to Faribault in July, 1854 when but nine- 
teen years of age and the larger portion of the two following years was 
spent in making a government survey of Rice and adjoining counties. In 
1854 he went to Hutchinson, Minn. and in company with Wm. L. Sumner, he 
opened a general store which enterprise was abandoned some two years later 
owing to the depressed financial condition of the country. The stock was 
divided, Mr. Parshall bringing his half to Faribault, where he opened a 
store. 

In November, 1859, he went south and engaged in teaching school in 
Tennessee until the breaking out of the Civil War in 1861. He then re— 
turned to Ohio and enlisted as a private at Warren, in the 6th Ohio vol- 
unteer cavalry. He served with his regiment in the Army of the Potomac 
and received promotions step by step until he was made a lst lieutenant 
and was breveted captain. At the close of or just befove the close of 
his term of enlistment, he was offered the position of Major in another 
regiment but refused it. Mr. Parshall returmed to Faribault in 1865 and 
besides looking after some land and timber interests, opened a grocery 
store in partnership with Rev. Solon Manney. October 3rd, 1866, he mar- 
ried Miss Francenia Myrtilla Gee at New Lyme, Ashtabula County, 0. In 
that same year he was appointed United States Revenue Collector and served 


two years. In 1869 he was elected Register of Deeds for Rice County and 
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was re-elected for a second term. Shortly after the expiration of his 
second term he formed a partnership with Charles Andrews and John Hutch~— 
inson in the Stationery, Book and Music trade. Later, Mr. Andrews re— 
tired from the firm and Mr. Hutchinson sold his interest to Webster Whipple 
and finally the business was sold to George S. Whitney. For a time Mr, 
Parshall was in partnership with the late F. A. Davis in the real estate 
and collecting business. 

In 1876 he was elected Mayor of Faribault and served one term. In 
1885 he was appointed Postmaster of Faribault by President Cleveland and 
served four years. Later he was appointed collector of the Milwaukee Har 
vester Company. In 1892 he was chosen steward of the state institutions 
located in this city, to succeed the late H. E. Barron and held practi- 
cally the same position with varying duties at the time of his death. He - 
was appointed a trustee of the Soldier's Home at its organization, a nosis 
tion he held through successive reappointments. He drew the legislative 
bill under which the appropriation for the soldier's relief fund was made, 
an act of more practical benefit to the old soldier than any other on the 
statute books. 

He was a member and past commander of Michael Cook Post No. 123, G. 
A.R., member of the Loyal Legion, and of the three orders of Masonry, hav 
ing been master of the Faribault Lodge No. 9 and commander of the Fari- 
bault Commandery. For some years he was a vestryman of the parish of the 
Good Shepherd and held other offices of public trust and benefit. 

Mr. Parshall is survived by his wife and one daughter, Miss Bernice; 
two brothers, J. W. Parshall of this city and W. D. Parshall of Willis- 
ton, N. D., and one sister, Mrs. A. J. Bethune, of Boyd, Oregon.

Upon coming of age, David Smith went with some mates to Hartford, 
Conn. to work in Colt's Pistol Shop for about six months, the only time 
he was out of Vermont.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF GEORGE WASHINGTON GEE MII 
Taken from the History of George W. Gee, 
by Ina Hodson, rewritten and added to by 
Garda G. Adams 
(Edited: .C. E. B.) 


Christ said, 'My Sheep Know My Voice." As I search my remembrances 


preparatory to writing this sketch, it is impressed upon my mind that ny 


progenitors, "The Gee's," were indeed of the flock spoken of by the Savior © 
since the Church of the restored Gospel of Christ was only organized in 
1830 and I find Salmon Gee, my second great grandfather, a member. He and 
his wife, Sarah here Crarie, joined the Church of Latter Day Saints in 
Geauga County, Ohio in July of 1832. 

His son, George Washington Gee I, and wife, Mary Jane Smith, a cousin 
of the Prophet Joseph Smith, joined the ranks of the Saints in February 
of 1833 and George Washington Gee II, my grandfather, was born and raised 
in the Church, representative of the third generation of his family to be- 
long to this Church even in this short time. 

George Washington Gee II, my grandfather, was born the 9th of October, 
1841 at Ambrosia, Lee County, Iowa. As has been said, his parents 5 Ae : 
George Washington Gee I and Mary Jane Smith, who were active members of 
the church before George was born. When George II was only one month old, 
his father was called to labor as a missionary in Pennsylvania and before 
his mission was complete, he was called to administer to a child who was 
sick with black measles. He contracted the disease and died a short time 


later on the 20th of January, 1842, leaving his wife with two small sons, 
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Elias, who was three, and George Washington who was four months. 

The Gee family owned conjointly a large farm in Ambrosia, Lee County, 
Iowa and all the members of the family lived there and all worked it to- 
gether, so even little George and his brother Elias could find chores to 
do to help on the farm. Five years later, the farm was sold and the mon- 
ey divided among the owners. 

The widow and her sons then moved across the estes? River into 
Nauvoo (111.), where her parents, Asahel Smith (brother of Joseph Smith, 
Sr.) and his wife, Elizabeth Schellinger Smith, lived; also, her brothers 
Elias and Silas Smith, and four of Mary Jane Gee's sisters and families 
were located there. They were making preparations to obey the mobocratic 
orders to leave Nauvoo. The money received from the sale of the farm was 
a great help to the widow at this time. 

The Smith and Gee families packed their belongings in five wagons, 
with two yoke of oxen for each wagon, some extra oxen and milk cows, and 
started on the long trek. This was in the autumn of 1846. When they had 
traveled for some time, mother Smith, George's grandmother, became ill 
with chills and fever, so it was necessary to stop at Iowaville to care 
for her. A part of the company went on for several miles and then decid- 
ed to wait for a few days. In the meantime, many members of this group 
became ill too, so they all returned to Iowaville. So many developed 


chills and fever that there were not enough well ones to care for the 


sick. They then decided it would be better to remain through the winter 


which was approaching fast. - ° 

Mother Smith did not improve and on the 14th day of October, 1846 
she passed away. She was buried one and one-half miles north of Iowa- 
ville and a large rock was placed at the head of the grave. Sickness and 


trials continued for two years so they were unable to continue their journey. 
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Father Smith passed away and was laid beside nis faithful companio 
His name was painted on the rock and the surroundings were carefully note 
and marked for future identification. Later, four of Elizabeth Schelling 
er Smith's grandsons, enroute to the east as missionaries, were instructe 
to find the graves and place a monument. This they did after considerab]l, 
difficulty. 

Early in the spring of 1851, the family left LIowaville (in the com 
pany of Capt. John Brown) and continued on their long deferred journey. 
It was the rainy season and travel was slow. There were rivers to ford 
and deep mud to pull through. They traveled as far as Des Moines, Iowa 
and had to wait for four weeks for the rain to stop. After leaving Des 
Moines, they crossed the Des Moines and Racoon rivers, both swollen be- 
yond their banks. At night somewhat depressed, they. camped in a small 
grove but next morning the sun shone brightly and they went happily on 
‘ their way. 

The drivers were Mary Jane, her brother Elias, and her sons Elias, 
thirteen, and George, not yet ten. In a few days they reached Council 
Bluffs on July 4, 1851. Flags were flying, bands were playing, booms 
and pops, and all that goes with July 4th, not excluding drunken men, both 
white and red. They purchased some necessities and were soon on their way 
again. 

It was a long tiresome journey for the two young boys. They fin- 
ally reached the Salt River valley on September 21, 1851 and, as the pil- 
grims of old sank on their knees to thank the Lord for their safe arrival 
in a new homeland, the faithful Saints similarly expresed their gratitude 
to the Lord for safe arrival in a land where they expected to be free 


from mobbings and persecutions. 
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George W., now about eleven years old, soon found work herding cows. 
When they were sold he did odd jobs in the office of the Deseret News. 
The trials, though lightened, were not over for this small family as 
George's oldest brother, Elias, fell ill and died on the 10th of August, 
1855, just four years after their arrival in the valley. This was indeed 
a great loss for the mother who needed his help so badly and for George 
who would have the responsibility of assuming the role of the man of the 
house at the tender age of fourteen. 

They found a little house in which to live in what is now the Seven- 
teenth Ward in Salt Lake City.. Here they managed to live by doing what 
odd jobs they could find until 1858 when the Saints began to plan to meet 
the invasion of Johnston's Army. At this time many of the Saints moved 
south. Among these were the Gee's, because helping them to move supplied 
good employment for George W. They, George and his mother, moved into a 
small adobe house on what is now University Avenue, between Center Street 
and First North, in Provo. Aftera few months passed and the problems re- 
garding Johnston's Army were dissolved to some extent, many people moved 
back to Salt Lake City and George W. helped them, making many trips with 
slow-moving oxen, but the Gee's decided to remain in Provo. 

He wrote in his diary, "When all was peace once again, I turned my 
thoughts toward getting some regular employment to help my mother with our 
expenses. I went to work for a man who gave me five dollars and I was 
never without work again after that job. 

"I purchased two yoke of oxen, two cows, and a small pig. I helped 
farmers gather in their crops and when winter came, we were prepared for 
it. The following spring, I rented a farm for a percentage of the crop, 


which I tilled for several years. I then began buying land and a span 
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of horses for myself. My sweetheart and I planned a May wedding so on 
May lst, I hitched my horses to the wagon and with my mother and Jesse j 
Fuller, my sweetheart's oldest brother who lived in Provo, I went to Salt 
Lake City. My wife to be was living at the time with her uncle, so ont 
4th of May, 1862, Sophina Alcesta Fuller and I were married by this same 
uncle, Judge Elias Smith." 

Though the Endowment House had been opened in 1855, couples were 
still obliged to wait their turn for endowments and sealings. George and 
Sophina were notified that their turn would be the 5th of December, so 
once more the horses were hitched to the wagon and they traveled to Salt 


Lake City for the solemmizing of their marriage. 


George W. and his bride set up housekeeping in the little home where 
he and his mother lived. The mother lived with them then until her death 
sixteen years later in March of 1878. In 1863, they built a large adobe 
house on the corner of Fourtiti East and Second North which was to be the 
family home for many years. 

George was called to go on a mission for the Latter Day Saints Church | | 
in April of 1865. He was ordained a Seventy under the hands of Apostle 
Orson Pratt and was then set apart for his mission by George Albert Smith 
He left for his mission on the 26th of April, 1865, arriving in Liverpool

livered of their first child, a son, who was given the name of George | 
Washington III. The father was destined never to see his first son. The 
child became ill and died at the age of eleven months of a disease later 
diagnosed as diphtheria. This was a time of trial for both father and | 


mother but they bore it faithfully. | 
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George carried on with his mission despite the sorrow at losing their 
first-born child. George Washington Gee was assigned to labor in the 
British Isles, but after laboring there for one month was sent to St. 
Helen's to labor in Scandinavian Mission. This was an unusual move on 
the part of the mission Presidents. President Wideborge, President of 
the Scandinavian Mission, had met with Elder Gee on their way to their 
mission field. He felt he needed George so had petitioned Brigham Young, 
Jr., who was President over the British Mission, to have Elder Gee trans- 
ferred. This was granted and he was sent to labor in the Swedish Mission. 

After having been in Sweden for a short time, and able - speak only 
a few words of that language, he became quite upset at the thought that 
he would be expected to speak in Conference that was to be held soon. He 
worked hard on the language and while on his way to the Conference, pray- 
ed earnestly for the Lord's help. When he was called upon to speak, mich 
to his surprise and the amazement of others who were there, he spoke flu- 
ently for thirty minutes in the Swedish language. He never again had 
difficulty with the language. 

He very humbly acknowledged the Lord's gift to him, which was indeed 
the gift of tongues to him. He continued to labor in Sweden for two years 
and was then transferred back to England. He was called to preside over 
the Norwich Branch, which position he held for fourteen months before he 
was released to come home the 20th of March, 1867. Due to difficult ar- 
rangements for sailing, their boarding of the ship was held up. There 
were missionaries and emigrants from Denmark, Sweden, Holland and Eng- 
land when they boarded the ship at two in the afternoon on the 4th of May, 
1867, the fifth wedding anniversary of George and Sophina. 


They were fifteen days on the water. On arrival in America, Elder 
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Gee went straight to Des Moines, Iowa by train where his brother-in-law, 
William J. Lewis, was filling up freight wagons loaded with merchandise 
for Utah. Elder Gee was given the privilege of driving one of the wagons, 
which afforded him not only his transportation home but an opportunity to 
earn much-needed cash. On the evening of the 22nd of September, he drove 
up in front of his own home in Provo, having been nearly six months on 
the way home from his mission. 

This was the third time he had crossed the plains with a team and wag- 
on before the railroads were built. After his return from his mission, 
he continued farming and also did contract construction work for the Union 
Pacific Railroad. He was present at the driving of the golden spike at : 
Promontory Point in northern Utah which united the railroads of the east 
and the west. He also did contract work for the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad built later. 

He attended the School of the Prophets under the leadership of Presi- 
dent Abram Owen Smoot in 1869. He was present at the ground breaking fo 
the Salt Tare Temple and when the cornerstone was laid for the Temple, and 
attended the Dedicatory Services. 

He was active in sie forty-fifth Quorum of Seventy, of which he was 
a member for fifty years. He served as Secretary, President, and Senior 
President consecutively and was ordained a High Priest the 29th of March, 


1914 by John E. Booth. 


George W. Gee was active in many Church positions. Besides his for 
eign mission, he was a Stake Missionary for twenty-five years when the 
stake consisted of the whole of Utah County. He was a Sunday School Supe! 
intendent and always a faithful ward teacher. In addition to his church 
duties, he always found time and energy for civic work and the betterment 


of the community. He was a director in Provo Cooperative Store; he was 


Deputy County Assessor for a number of years; a member of the Board of Edt 
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cation; and was City Water Master for years, always active in the develop- 
ment of the irrigation system. He helped build the Provo Woolen Mills. 


He enjoyed working with the soil mostly and no matter what else he 


did, he engaged in farming in some way. 

He and Sophina were the parents of ten children, three boys and seven 
girls, nine of whom lived and married and had families. On the 2nd of 
March, 1877, he married a plural wife, Ursula Bandley, who was born the 
4th of April, 1858 in Flerden, Heinzeburg, Graberden, Switzerland. She 
was the daughter of Thomas Bandley and Farena Lanica, converts who left 
their home in the old world to gather with the Saints in Zion, arriving 
in Utah in 1872. Ursula and George had six children, only three of whom 
lived to grow to maturity. 

In 1891, the adobe house was tom down to make way for two brick homes, 
one for each family. They stood side by side on the corner of Fourth East 
and Second North and here his posterity of sixteen children grew to man-—- 
hood and womanhood. They were the homes of the Gee's for the remainder 
of the lives of the parents. George and Ursula passed away here. 

Sophina passed away in Salt Lake City at the home of her daughter, 
Martha Smith. 

George W. was an honest, industrious man, always willing to devote 
his time and strength to his family, his church, and the community. Though 
he did not accumulate great wealth, he succeeded in winning and retaining 
the confidence and esteem of his associates and will be remembered as a 
leader among the men of his native city at that time. He loved the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ and had a sincere testimony of the divine mission of 
the Prophet Joseph Smith and he taught his children the principles of the 


gospel. 
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He passed away the 17th of September, 1919 at the age of seventy- 


eight, leaving a posterity of ten living children and Many grandchildren. 
He was buried in the Provo Memorial Cemetery Park. 

His life stands as a pattern of sincere spirituality and integrity 
for his many descendants.

After spending his years from birth to manhood on the family farm, 
upon marriage Foster moved to St. Joe and worked for some years as a 
teamster. And early in the 1900's he started working as a carpenter for 
the Wabash Railroad, mainly building bridges wherever needed on the system 
whether in Indiana, Illinois, or Missouri wherever services of the bridge 
gang were required. He continued this work until retired by the rail- 
road in November of 1929 with a pension of $27.16 per month as an "ex- 
pression of appreciation of the company for years of faithful and satis- 
factory service rendered."" However adequate this stipend may have seemed 
at that time, it is not so impressive by today's inflated standards. 

Samuet Gee became affiliated with the Church of Christ at Coburn's 
Corners about the time of his marriage, transferring his membership to 
the church in St. Joe, Ind. shortly thereafter.

Christopher Gee departed from the area of his birth and young man- 
hood some time around 1875 to relocated in northeastern Ohio, his reasons 
for this move not quite clear. Thereafter he married and lived primarily 
in Ashtabula County at Colebrook, Orwell and Conneaut; with some few years 
at nearby Painesville in Lake County. He worked as a barber until going 
to Conneaut where he worked in the railroad shops as a car repairer and 


carpenter. During his latter years, he worked as janitor at the Conneaut 


Senior High School where his kind and cheerful dispositon speedily made

friends for him among the students, many of whom reportedly went out of 
their way to assist him. 
Christopher's obituary credits him with being an active member of 


the Baptist church at Conneaut, Ohio. However, in his youth in DeKalb

on 31 JUL 1927, about seven months before his death, Christopher visites: 
a Home Coming ceremony in this church and the subsequent issue of the St.

Emma's father died about three years after her marriage to Christo- 
pher and she received from his estate twenty-five acres of land from: the 
family farm. In 1898, this same land was sold by Emma and Christopher to 


her sister Addie Wright who previously had also shared in the estate of 


her father at his decease.

Christopher's death occurred at Conneaut, Ohio reportedly following 
a two weeks' illness of pneumonie, with complications which developed aft 
he contracted the ailment (another source referred to an attack of lum 
bago and his heart being weak).

Despite the fact of Christopher's residence so far away, it is cert

He was a long-time bookkeeper in the office 
of Kirby Lumber Company at Call where he was known for his meticulous ac- 
curacy. His last 15 years before retirement were spent as a log-scaler 
which enabled him to enjoy outdoor life. 

Before marriage, Annie worked as cashier at the Kirby Lumber Company 
store in Call. Fearing that Annie's parents might not approve their mar- 
riage plans, Rent and Bob eloped and only announced their wedding several 
weeks later. When her children were old enough ehatrene felt comfortable 
leaving them in school or in the care of her mother, Annie became postal 
clerk at Call. On 7 DEC 1942, when Postmaster Mollie Eddlemon went into 
the Women's Army Corps, Annie became acting postmaster, returning to her 


duties as clerk at the end of the war. In 1945, when Rural Route #1 was 


created, she became the first rural carrier for the Call Post Office. She 
was able to make her run when other offices near Call had to suspend theirs 
because of bad weather. By using alternate routes or by calling on the 


road commissioner for assistance, Annie always completed her round.

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Annie and Bob kept his mother who was confined as a bed patient the 
last several years of her life. Annie did such a good job caring for Mrs. 
Fuller and at the same time seeing to her children's needs and entertain- 
ing their friends that her house was known as "Grand Central Station."

continued to look after the elderly. She planned her route schedule to

Edgar Bell was one of eight children born to William Henry Bell and 
his wife Mary Walton. Tall, slim and handsome, he was called "Lanky" by 
practically everyone who knew him. Because his mother died when he was 
only a boy, he never went past the 9th grade in school. However, his nat- 


ural ability with numbers earned him bookkeeping jobs in grocery and in 


retail merchandise businesses in Bessmay and Silsbee. He also worked as 
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salesman and manager of both types of stores. His good personality and 
his ease with conversation made him well liked. In later years he left 
the retail business and worked at Bethlahem Steel Company in Beaumont and 
in the oil fields. Before he died he went to work for Kirby Lumber Com 
pany in the mill at Silsbee. 

Pauline was a good conversationalist and her accounts at breakfast 


while still in her parent's home as a teenager held much fascination for 


her younger brothers and sisters, and it is thought that her "Papa" enjoyed 
her breakfast table stories enough that he permitted her to go more than 
he would have otherwise. Her 'Mama'’ enjoyed her help with wash-day chores 
-—- boiling whites and work clothes in a hugh wash pot over an open fire 
and scrubbing them on a washboard - because Pauline's chatter made the work 
seem somehow easier. After her marriage to Lanky, their home became a fav— 
orite stopping place for all her brothers and sisters. Later, she began 
‘keeping children of working mothers in her home, becomimg known.as "Ma" 
Bell as a token of their esteem. She conquered cancer and a crippling 
stroke during her forties and fifties.

A varsity athlete in high school, John continued playing basketball 
and baseball (Mazda Lamps team) while working with the Youngstown Lamp 
Works before entering Tusculum College in Greenville, Tenn., where he re- 
ceived his bachelor's degree. After obtaining his master's and doctor 
of education degrees from the University of Pittsburgh, he taught, coached 
and served as principal of Smithfield, Ohio schools for seven years.

SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF ELIAS AMOS GEE 
Written by his daughter, Garda G. Adams 
(edited C.E.B.) 

Elias Amos Gee was born the 29th of June, 1868 in Provo, Utah County, 
Utah. He was the second child of the family of ten children, three boys 
and seven girls, born to George Washington Gee II and Sophina Alcesta Fuller. 

The oldest boy, George Washington Gee III, born 9 MAY 1864, died when 


he was about eleven months old so Elias Amos was considered to be the oldest 


child, with the responsibility that goes to the firstborn son for most of 


his life. 
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His father, George W. Gee II, was the son of George Washington Gee 
and Mary Jane Smith Gee. He too was the second son and was born the 9th 
day of October, 1841 in Ambrosia, Lee County, Iowa. 


Elias' mother was Sophina Alcesta Fuller, sixth child of Amos Botts- 


ford Fuller and Esther Smith Fuller. She was born the 5th day of May, 1843 
in Nashville, Lee County, Iowa. Elias' parents were cousins, the mothers 
of both father and mother being daughters of Asahel Smith, uncle of the 
Prophet Joseph Smith. 

Elias A. received his christening blessing on the 6th of July, 1868 
from the lips of William Follett. He was baptized a member of the Latter 
Day Saints Church on the 27th day of August, 1876 by Henry Rogers and con- 
firmed by Harvey Cluff. In those days, re-baptizing was often done later 
in a persons's life before entering into the Temple for endowments and 
sealings. This is true of Elias and his sweetheart, Francis Matilda Bean. 
They were re-baptized on the 25th of September, 1891, just before their 
marriage on the 30th day of September in the Manti Temple. 

He received a patriarchal blessing from John Smith before going on 
his mission in 1896 and he had another patriarchal blessing given to him 
by Patriarch Jesse Martin after his returm from his mission, at which time 
his wife and two small children also received a blessing. These bless- 
ings were given on the 15th day of January, 1900. 

His boyhood days were spent with his parents in the city of his birth, 
helping his father on the farm during the spring, summer and autumn. He 
was allowed to attend school only during the winter months owing to the 
fact that his father's family was large. He being the oldest living child, 
with most of the other children sisters, his responsibility to help his 


father was great and his opportunity for education limited. 
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He had a strong desire to obtain an education and seized every poss- 
ible opportunity to improve himself in an educational way. He was able to 
attend the Brigham Young Academy during the winter months from his 15th 
year to his 18th. He had no school at all during his 19th year but was 
able to attend the Academy for a period of twenty weeks during his twen- 
tieth year. This was the end of his formal training in school but he con- 
tinued to study during his spare time and at night for many years after 
his marriage until he obtained a fair education for that time in the vicin- 
ity in which he lived. 

He studied English, both written and oral, did much work on improving 
his acquaintance with words and improving his vocabulary. He studied hist- 
ory and some law courses. He took several correspondence courses in busi- 


ness and accounting and typewriting. All of this had to be accomplished at 


night after his gemuine day's work by which he supported his wife and small 
children. Because of this self-improvement, his work during most of his 
later life was nearly all in stores or offices. 

At the age of twenty-one, he went to work in a grocery store, working 
: long hours and receiving limited pay. When he was twenty-two years old, 
he became assistant superintendent of the grocery department of the Provo 
East Co-op, a big general merchandise store at that time in Provo. He was 
later made superintendent of this department, which position he held un- 
til he went on a mission for the L.D.S. Church on October 8, 1896. 

His field of missionary labor was in the then newly-opened mission in 
Florida, and he was to remain in this field of labor for thirty-two months, 
returning the 14th of August, 1899. This period of time was a trying one 
indeed for both the father and the family left at home, but both Elias and 
Fanny (as she was called) bore it patiently and willingly as a service they 


were to give for the Lord. In spite of the trials, they were faithful in 
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every way. 
As mentioned, the father left on October 8th, leaving his wife and 


two little girls. His wife gave birth to a baby boy, called "Lyle," ten 


days after his departure. The child, the firstborn son, was named for the 
father, Elias Amos, but the father never saw his first son as he lived 
only fifteen months. He died on the 20th of January, 1898, nearly a year 
before the father's return, while the father remained faithful to the call 
from the Lord and stayed to complete his mission. 

During the time the father was away, the mother and the two little 
girls, by names of Frances Sophina and Erma Garda, lived in a brick house 
of three rooms with none of the modern conveniences that we know today. 
But they were large comfortable rooms so the mother supported the family 
and sent money to the father at times by keeping boarders and raising a 
garden and taking care of the family cow, etc. 

The missionaries at that time traveled without purse or script. They . 
walked from place to place, often sleeping on the damp ground with their 
grip (small hand satchel), their only luggage, for a pillow and no cover 
but the clothing they wore. 


Their meals were given to them by some kind person along the way and 


consisted often of the very best they had to give, bacon and grits, or just 
cornmeal, bread and bacon. Though Elias had fairly good health most of 

his life, he was not what one would call a robust man. The sleeping on the 
damp ground, often near swamps, and the meager meals for weeks at a time, 
did not agree with his digestive system and left its mark through all of 
his later years. While in the mission field, he gradually lost weight un- 
til he weighed but 118 pounds upon his release. When he returned to his 
home in Provo, he was offered a job in the same grocery store where he had 


worked prior to his call to a mission. The store was now owned by Jesse 


~ 
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Knight. It had changed managers and was no longer known as the East Co-op. 
However, Elias soon obtained what he considered to be a better position. 

He worked in the Provo Commercial Bank until it was merged with the 
First National Bank. He then became manager in the clothing department of 
the Utah Woolen Mills. 

He later became Deputy County Clerk of Utah County, which position he 
held for four years. He was then elected County Clerk and filled two terms 
(four years) in this position. 

He worked as a salesman and office employe for the Provo Z.C.M.I. Whole- 
sale House for a number of years. He would travel as a salesman in the 
Uintah Basin for two weeks of each month, then spend the rest of the month 
in the office doing accounting and secretarial work. 

Heb des manager of a grocery and meat store called the Rochedale Mer- 
cantile, located just south of the Brigham vain University, which position 
he held for some years. About 1912 to 1914, the store was bought by an- 
other company and Elias went back to his psition at Z.C.M.I. Wholesale Office. 

His last work before illness made his retirement necessary was as Civil 
Deputy at the Sheriff's Office of Utah County. Here he took care of all the 
books, serving legal papers, court reports, etc. 

During all of his life, he was very active as a faithful member of the 
Church. His longest, most-prominent position was that of Ward Clerk of the 
Provo Fifth Ward. He received all the Priesthood ordinations. His last 
ordination, that of High Priest, was on the 6th day of November, 1921 in 
the Provo Fourth Ward. 

While on a trip as salesman in the Uintah Basin at one time, he had 


an acute attack of what was called by the doctor, indigestion. Though he 
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recovered and lived many more years, his health gradually failed. An op- 
eration became necessary and it was discovered the acute attack of inde- 


gestion had really been a ruptured appendix, the poison from which had 


walled itself in the form of nodules in his intestinal tract. These later 
became cancerous growths which, though he recovered from the operation, 
gradually took over and resulted in his death the 2/th of April, 1936 at 
his home on North University Avenue, Provo, Utah. This was shortly before 
his 69th birthday on June 29th. 

The main amusements for Elias were in Church activities, or taking 
his family on small outings to the canyons, or on an evening drive in the 
family surrey (with fringe on the top) with the horse jogging leisurely 
along. Sometimes it would be a day off and the family would picnic at 
Utah Lake or in the canyon, 

He read. good books, mostly instructional type. He was a hard-working, 
conscientious man, always trustworthy, faithful and friendly and thrifty. 

Though not a man of wealth, he always provided well for his family. 
The family numbered three boys and three girls and one son who died while 
the father was on his mission, seven children in all. 

In time, the little three-room home on 290 North 4th East was modern- 
ized and enlarged. The roof was raised to supply ample bedroom space. 
About the year 1910, through exchange and some borrowed money, Elias and 
Fanny built a large five-bedroom home on North University Avenue. They 
had managed to get possession of a nice strip of property on 8th North 
which extended for two blocks west. It was here that they built their 
house. 

He had a dream that as the town built, this property would gain in 


value and be sold as city lots, which would increase the family income. 
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It took a much longer time for this to take place than was expected so the 
mother and father were hard put to provide the things they so desired for 
their family for most of their useful lives. 

The older children were now starting to high school at the Brigham 
Young University, so the mother was obliged for several years to take stu- 
dent roomers and boarders to help provide means for the family. Through 
their faithful united efforts, the children were well kept and educated as 
well as each would receive. 

Elias had so wanted a good education that he was almost too desirous 
in urging his children to get all the education that could be had at that 
time, though it meant great sacrifice to the parents. The result-was that 
two girls became teachers, and eventually received college degrees as did 
two of the boys. 

All three of Elias' and Fanny's boys filled missions. His oldest 
son, Leland, went to the Florida mission; Orville and Elwood to the Brit- 
ish Isles. Eventually all the children married, found work and started 
homes of their own. 

Frances Sophina, known as "Ina," married Thomas Dudley Hooper and 
finally established a home in Ogden, Utah. Erma Garda married John Ern- 
est Adams, Jr. and went to Blanding, Utah. Leland Orlando married Vilate 
Davis and settled in Salt Lake City. George Orville married Noma Weeks 
and settled in Provo, moving later to Salt Lake City. Edith married Platte 
DeAlton Lyman III and lived first in Salt Lake City, later in Blanding, 
and finally in Monticello, Utah, and later back to Provo. Elwood Alvin 
married Vera Showalter of Vernal, Utah and established his home in Vernal. 
From these unions, at the time of Elias’ death, there were twenty grand- 


children.

In his later life, Elias spent most of his time in outside work around 
the house or helping his wife who had lame feet in her declining years. 

When the radio became useful as an entertainment in the home, it be- 
came a real source of enjoyment to both Elias and Fanny. 

The Gee's always lived in Provo beneath the mothering shadow of the 
surrounding mountains: Mt. Timpanogas, Rock Canyon and Squaw Peak and 
Maple Flat, and Mother Luna smiling down in aceon coolness, and with the 
Utah Lake reflecting the shimmer of the sunset on the west. Just plain 
hard-working people, who did little traveling, striving hard to gain the 
goodness and fineness offered by those who are faithful in the Gospel and 
to live in accordance with the commandments of the Lord.

William attended Utah Agriculture College at Logan, Utah three years 
and graduated from Ricks College in 1901. He worked as a teacher, sewing 
machine salesman, city clerk, bookkeeper and accountant, bank cashier, 
Bannock County (Idaho) Assessor, and recorder for Fremont County. He was 
a partner in the Keystone Jewelry Co. and in the Elk Coal Co. Also, he 
served as city councilman at Rexburg, Idaho. 

His church affiliation was L.D.S.in which he Bathe as a bishop and 
member of the high council. He wrote the following editorial which ap- 
peared in the Idaho State Journal issue of 23 JUL 1965. It is reproduced 
in entirety as an illuminating historial tale and a tribute to the many 
L.D.S. families appearing in this geneahogy:- 

"The 24th of July has special meaning to 2,000,000 members of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. On that date in 1847, Brigham 
Young and his counselors with a 25-wagon train led the first party of refu- 
ges into the barren desert lands of the Salt Lake Valley. They had trav- 
eled 1,300 miles through mud and swamps, oak forests and sagebrush, over 
blistering desert and lofty mountains, fording rivers, breaking trails and 
laying roadbeds. 

"After 107 days of hardships and frustration along a trail marked by 
the hastily prepared but unmarked graves for members of their own parties, 
they emerged upon a narrow platéau near the mouth of Emigration Canyon ~ 
where they came to a halt. President Young was ill but arose from his bed 
and, as he looked from his covered wagon upon the bicha, he said, "This 


is the place. Drive on." 


"On that day, July 24, 1847, the first contingent of Mormon refuges 
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entered the Salt Lake Valley with intentions of making it their home. 
Although the valley had been considered worthless by early explorers and 
looked desolate and forbidding to these rugged pioneers, the thought of 
safety from the persistent mobs and the promise of religious freedom help- 
ed them envision "the desert blossom as the rose." As the weary travelers 
entered the valley many wept, some from joy of survival to the goal, others 
from disappointment in the barrenness of the prospective homeland. 

"Fach anniversary of that momentous event has been remembered through- 
out the Church with thanksgiving and appropriate demonstration, and is ob- 
served all over this land and in foreign countries where the Church is 
organized. 

"From its inception, the Church met strong opposition because of some 
of its teachings and its members had been compelled to move from place to 
place. Generally, their course was westward. By 1846 they had drained a 
swamp adjacent to the east bank of the Mississippi River, ir planned and 
built a beautiful city on the site, and established it as their head- 
quarters and home. (With much sacrifice they built their second temple.) 
They named the City "Nauvoo," meaning "City Beautiful." The State of I1l1- 
inois granted the city a chatter and it began its official existence in 
December, 1840. With only minor disturbances, the population increased 
rapidly until it reached 20,000, the largest city in Illinois at that time. 

Persecution by mobs from surrounding cities became more intense and 
demands by them more insistent. Mobocracy became the law and justice and 
mercy died. Finally, the order was issued that all citizens of Nauvoo must 
abandon their homes and leave the State of Illinois. To do that, they must 
cross the Mississippi River in the dead of winter. The river is deep and 


a mile wide at the place of the crossing, making fording impossible. Ferry 
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boats were overtaxed with the sudden demand. A sudden cold snap covered 
the river with a thick crust of ice, which they acknowledged gratefully 
as an act of Providence, enabling many to drive their wagons across on 
the ice. 

"With snow on the ground and no shelter from the severe weather, 
there was great suffering, and many died during the first night out of 
their homes. 

"Their leader had been taken from them and with him went the hope 
of many of his followers. But they were not left without leadership. 
Brigham Young, the president of the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles anda .- 
mighty leader, fitted by nature and experience, succeeded to leadership, 
by wren & his previous calling. His first great test of leadership 

: was to find a place of safety for his people and lead them to it. 


"The refuge they sought lay far beyond the limits of "the land of 


the free'' in Mexican territory which was later ceded to the United States 


of America, largely due to its being colonized by these refugees. 
"Preparations for the long trip began at once and continued long. 


In due time the day arrived to strike camp and move on. To expedite their 


movement, scouts were sent ahead to chart the course. Families were or- 
ganized into companies, in a manner to distribute the man and animal power 
so that the less fortunate might be aided by the stronger. Each company 
was led by a captain, with assigned duties and authority. Previsions and 
responsibilities were shared by all according to their needs and abilities. 
Instructions for survival were rehearsed, and the companies started their 
painful trek westward to the accompaniment of wagon tires squealing in 

the frozen snow, drivers shouting commands to their oxen and the chatter 

of women and children in and out of the wagons, a trek matched only by that 


of the Children of Israel under Moses. 
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"In grateful remembrance for what has come to its people from the 

sacrifice and perseverance of their noble pioneer ancestors, the Church 
sanctions and promotes activites on July 24th that will keep alive in 
their memory the importance of their achievement."

Edgar was a farmer by occupation. Church affiliation L.D.S. This 
family was enumerated in the 1900 census at Ora Precinct, Fremont Co., 
Idaho. 

The following story reportedly was written by Edgar and it tells an 
interesting story of the typical existence of a pioneer Western family, 
recording some of the everyday conditions that they encountered which the 


reader can contrast with his own experiences in more modern times. 
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Edgar Lafayette Gee was born December 28, 1877 at Tooele, Utah where 
the family lived during the first few years of his life. Their home was a 
small log house with a dirt roof located near an old grist mill where he 
and his older brother, William, spent many happy hours playing in and a- 
round the abandoned mill. Edgar's father worked as a farm hand in one of 
the adjoining settlements and also traveled around the neighboring settle- 
ments calling for dances; and so the little family was often left alone at 
nights. One night just before dark some Indians were seen coming toward 
the house looking for food. Although they were not unfriendly Indians, 
the young mother and her young children were frightened as they were alone. 
So the mother put out the lights and locked the doors and hid herself and 
the young children under the bed. The indians kept looking through the 
ianeee and knocking on the door, but after a while they decided there was 
no one around and left and did not come back again that night. This hap- 
pened quite often those days, but the women never lost their fear of them 
and had to be watchful of them as they would steal from the settlers if 
the opportunity presented itself. 

While still living in Tooele another brother, Ether, was born and 
soon after, about 1883, the family moved to Lewiston, Cache Co.,Utah. They 
moved into the house of Edgar's grandmother Telford where they lived until 
they could build their little one room log home on a forty acre tract of 
land that his mother had inherited from her father's estate. A short time 
later another room was added to the house and a room upstairs was made in- 
to a bedroom for Edgar and his two brothers. But the little produced from 
the farm was not enough for a growing family, so their father engaged again 
in farm labor for others and calling for dances. As this was the only means 


of recreation, dancing was very popular with the settlers in those days. 
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In about 1885 Edgar and his brother, William, started to school which — 


was located three miles from their home. In the Summer the boys would’ walk 
the distance, and in the Winter they rode a horse until their father built 
them a small sleigh. The boys were very proud of the new sleigh and tray- 
eled to and from school in fine style. 

As soon as Edgar was old enough to work, he helped make a living for 
the family by working after school and Saturdays on neighboring farms, and 
most of the time could not start school in the Fall until there was no 
more work to be had, and would have to leave school in the Spring as soon 
as the farm work was available. He was a very studious body and a good 
scholar; but because of those interruptions in his schooling, his progress 
was very slow. It was during these early years of school that he first 
met Mary Cunningham, the girl who later became his wife. 

In about 1893, brother Will started to College in Logan, Utah and he 
and ‘Edgar would go to the canyon each Saturday during the Winter and haul 
wood for the family he was living with. This paid for his keep and made 
it possible for him to continue his school. 

Edgar was always very helpful in supporting the family and willingly 
gave his earnings to help supplement the family budget, and his mother came 
to depend upon him a great deal. One Summer he worked for $14 per month 
on his uncle's farm, and in the Fall he was rewarded with a new suit of 
clothes for his Summer's work. The remainder he cheerfully gave his mother 
for her needs at home for by this time four sisters, Maud, Lois, Lenore, 
and Alda, had been added to the family. 

When Edgar was about fifteen years of age he became very ill. Since 
there were no doctors for miles around, he was cared for by only a nurse 


who diagnosed his illness as typhoid pneumonia. He lay in bed for eleven 
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weeks with very little change in his condition. With the Spring came a 
little improvement and he was well enough to be up and around the house. 
His father took him up in the mountains with him where he was shearing 
sheep and the mountain air gave him new strength and he was soon well 
again. 

Edgar's hopes for a higher education were never realized, for when 
he was 18 years of age in the year 1896, the family sold the little farm 
in Lewiston and moved to Ora, Idaho in the Snake River valley, a little 
settlement about seven miles west of Ashton, and filed on a homestead. 

In the Spring in the month of April, Edgar and William with a team and 
wagon made the trip of about 180 miles in eight days. As they neared 
their destination, the snow became deeper, and for many miles they had to 
make their own road as they traveled along. They suffered Ebest hardships 
on the long trip, and on the ninth day arrived at the homestead of their 
uncle John Brower. They had neither food nor money left but were made 
welcome in their uncle's humble home. They remained there until June when 
the remainder of the family came with furniture, cattle, and horses. ier 
temporary home was a granary on the homestead of an old friend and neigh- 
bor, Hyrum Cunningham, who had also left Lewiston for better opportunities 
in farming in Idaho a year earlier. They remained there until Spring. 
During the Winter, Edgar helped his father haul logs from the nearby hills, 
and in the Spring with the help of friends and neighbors, a two room house 
was built of logs and with a dirt roof. The following Winter was spent 
getting out logs for a barn and sheds for the cattle and horses. 

The following year, Edgar found employment herding sheep out near 
Mud Lake, not far from their home, and for the next two years worked at 
any available job. Always a big share of his earnings were used to help 


the family. 
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On November 23, 1898, at the age of 21 years, he married Mary Cunning. 
ham who was his childhood schoolmate and whose family had also moved to : 
Idaho. They were married by her father, Hyrum Cunningham, who was presid- 
ing elder in the little branch where they lived. A reception was held at = 
the bride's home and the young couple lived at the home of his parents for 4 
the next year. In the Spring, they journeyed to Logan, Utah in a covered — 
wagon and were married for time and all eternity in the temple. In Sep- 
tember of the following year a baby girl, Arlene, was born to them in the 
home of his parents. 

During this time, Edgar had also filed on a homestead and in the Spring 
they moved into their new two room log home. The next five years they lived 
there. Those were hard years but happy ones for two sons had been added 
to the family. It was then necessary to make plans for school as the chil- 
dren were nearing that age so, in 1905, Edgar sold his farm to his brother, 
Ether, and purchased another farm near Ashton, a thriving little town about 
six miles away. “A year later, Ether gave up the farm and came and made 
his home with the family, and a short time after Edgar financed his brother 
on a mission for the Church in the Southern States Mission. 

rk few years passed by and Edgar kept busy with all the duties of a 
farmer. By now, the boys were old enough to help out a great deal on the 
farm, so Edgar went to work as a clerk in a department store and later in 
a grain elevator where he worked for nine years. And now a daughter and 


a son, Clendon, had been added to the family. Then tragedy struck. Their 
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home and all their belongings were lost in a fire. The children were all 
compelled to go and live with relatives until a new house could be built, 
which was only a short time. The kind neighbors and friends came and worked 
together until the job was finished. They were all very happy to have a 


home and to be back together again. 
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Edgar had always been a true and faithful member of the Church and 
the family belonged to a small branch. Their services were held in a small 
log building about five miles distant from their home. But now a new church 
house was built, and the Ashton Ward was organized. Edgar served as Ward 
Clerk for many years, and his wife, Mary, was also active in the new Ward. 
The family was growing up and another daughter, Novene, was born in 1914. 

Three years later, they sold the farm in Ashton and purchased a dry 
farm at Felt, Idaho near the beautiful Teton Valley. In the year of 1917, 
the family moved to their new home, and that same year their daughter, 
Arlene, was married. 

They suffered many of the hardships and deprivations of ae early pio- 
neers the first few years they lived there. There was but one large room 
on the farm and tents with boarded up walls and floors ae as bedrooms. 
The Winters were long and severe, and the only available school was some 
distance away. So Edgar bought a home in Rexburg, Idaho and the family 
would move each Winter for the children to attend school. The Spring came 
later on the farm, and so they were late with the harvest and often the 
frost would strike and much of the grain would be destroyed or the snow 
would fall hefore it was ready for the harvest. 

During the next few years, more and more people came to make their 
home in this dry farm area, so the Palisade Ward was organized and a small 
chapel was built about two miles distant from the farm. Edgar served as 
bishop for about four years, but because it was necessary for him to move 
out in the Winter, he was released. On the 12th of April, 1920 their young- 
est daughter was born. Seven children had been born into the family but 
one by one they had married and gone away and now there were but three left 
at home. 


The years of hardship and disappointment had taken their toll with 
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his wife, Mary, and she became very ill, and it became necessary for them 
to move to a lower climate. They settled and bought a home in Rupert, 
Idaho. For three or four years, he attempted to operate the farm in the 
Teton Basin with the help of his son, Clendon, but without the help of hig 
wife it was an impossible task so he sold the farm to his son and remained 
in Rupert with his family. For a time his wife's health improved and they 
enjoyed some of their best years. They spent some time each Winter in 
California with their daughter, Novene, and in 1944 and 1945 toward the . 
end of the war, he worked at the Hughes Aircraft plant. Because of the 
failing health of his wife, Mary, they returned home to Rupert. The chil- 
dren were all married now, and they were alone again. Two years later she 
became very ill and passed away after a lingering illness. 

Saddened by his loss, he sold his home to his daughter, Ethlyn, and 
went to live among his children, spending a great deal of his time with 
his daughter, Olive, at Manti, Utah where he could work 1H the temple. 
Five years later, he met and married Chell Stringham. He continued to work 
in the temple and served as ward teacher's supervisor. 

In January 1953, he met with an accident and his hip was broken. He 
was confined to the hospital ¥53 two months. During this time, his wife 
who had been ill for some time passed away and Edgar was unable to attend 
the funeral service, which hurt him very much. His first operation was 
unsuccessful and he had to undergo a second one. His recovery was very 
slow and he lay in bed for a year. During his illness, his family was very 
devoted to him, caring for him in their homes. But he was badly crippled 
in his hip and at his age it seemed that he would never walk again. So 
in December, 1958 his family moved him to a convalescent home where the 


doctors were hopeful they could put him on his feet again. With the help 
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of therapy treatments, in a few months he was able to walk again with the 
aid of two canes. During his illness he had demonstrated a great deal of 
courage, patience and determination and always had a cheery smile for 
everyone and tried to give help and encouragement to other patients in the 
home. His remaining years were spent in the homes of his children and at 
87 years of age, he was still reading a great deal and had become an ardent 
television fan.

Eldred was ordained as Patriarch to the L. D. S. church on 10 APR 


1947, serving as one of the General Authorities of the Church. This is 
the only hereditary position in the Church, with worthiness a prerequis- 
ite. Eldred's father, Hyrum G. Smith, previously was Patriarch at the 
time of his death on 4 FEB 1932 and there was no person officially hold- 
ing the position until the ordination of Joseph Fielding Smith on 8 OCT 
1942. While Joseph Fielding Smith was a descendant OF Hota Smith, he was 
not in the line of the eldest son. He was released on 6 OCT 1946 due to 
ill health. There has been much uncertainty as to whether this position 
should or should not be passed from eldest son, or even kept within descend= 
ants of Hyrum. That uncertainty exists today at least as much as it ever 
has. 

The duties of the Patriarch are difficult to describe because in the 
recent as well as historical past, it has changed in many respects and in 
many directions. It has included the giving of patriarchal blessings, 
primarily. He is sustained as one of 16 prophets, seers and revelators 
in the church. At times he Pavers to Pieeiulasatnestae to assist at the 
Stake Conferences. Special assignments may include speaking, temple work, 
counseling, etc.

ADDENDUM AND ERRATA 


1. SOLOMON GEE. In the continuing quest to learn the names of Solomon's 
parents and something of the family background in county Devon (Devon- 
shire), England, some information now has surfaced under the diligent 
efforts of William H. Gee (#1063) of Beaumont, Texas. While inconclusive 
and fragmentary, there appears to be sufficient grounds for a considered 
judgment of probability to warrant inclusion of the data here. Further 
developments may come too late to appear in this genealogy so it is deemed 
most appropriate to present what is now known as a matter of general int- 
erest and to provide a prelude for the results of later research. In any 
event, the reader is urged to exercise caution and to avoid assumptions 
that could be premature ti the interpretation of such relatively primitive 
data. 

Specifically, what we have is an alphabetical listing of the Gee names 
found in all of the extant parish Seah a ita ies adn Devon county with 
entries dating from the late 1500's into the 1800's appearing in about 
two dozen different towns and parishes. Dates are given for births, christ- 
enings, marriages and deaths with a far greater majority of the dates being 
for christenings. It is quite unlikely that a christening date might also 
be a birth date although this would not be impossible. In many cases, both 
parents of a child are stated but in some instances only one parent is 
identified. Obvious gaps in the data preclude complete family records and 
leave only bits of information for speculation. It is also to be noted 
that other sources have stated many Devon county parish records were des- 
troyed during WW II which further clouds efforts to research our Gee family 


roots there. 
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A review of these data indicates that there were only two persons 


named Solomon Gee born in Devonshire, both of whom were of Buckland, 


Monachorum parish. A third Solomon Gee resided at Dartmouth, Presbyter-— 
ian parish but his ibrthplace is unknown and his dates in no way coincide 
with the Solomon in our heritage. Of the two Solomon's found at Buckland, 
Monachorum parish, it is conceivable that the younger one may have been 
the Solomon Gee in our genealogy born c.1698 according to seemingly irre- 
futable family records while the Solomon in question was christened 28 
DEC 1703. So we have the dilemma of making an assumption based upon meager 
data or reporting what is known with the hope that subsequent research may 
provide a definitive answer. It is the latter course which seems most 
prudent. 

‘Buckland town, Monachorum parish records date from the year 1538 but 
the earliest entry under the surname Gee appears in 1669, which indicates 
that a Gee family must have removed from elsewhere to this location some 
time near this date. The town of Buckland appears to coincide most nearly 
with the site of the present town of Horrabridge, or between there and the 
town of Tavistock, on a modern map. The reader can find these towns just 
north of the city of Plymouth which is a port city on the southern coast of 
Devonshire and which was the originating point of many voyages that brought 
early settlers to New England in America. 

It is also interesting to note that Buckland, Monachorum parish was 
situated merely 35 miles or so from the site of King Arthur's castle on the 
coast of adjoining Cornwall county. 

We note further from the parish records that there was a concentra-—- 
tion of Gee families in Newton town, Ferrers parish (with records from 


1600) and in Modbury parish (with records from 1601), perhaps five miles 
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apart and within 15 miles or so of Buckland town, Monachorum parish. Such 


proximity seems to indicate very strongly that the families living so 
close together surely must have shared some relationship. While we can 
also find some similarity in the names of family members and it further 
appears that families possibly moved back and forth between these par- 
ishes, the available data are too meager to enable a supportive analysis 
of such relationship. 

Nevertheless, after studying the reported data and believing there 
is a liklihood that our Solomon Gee may have sprung from Buckland town, 
Monachorum parish, an attempt has been made to reconstruct the Gee fam- 
ilies of that area based upon the information at hand. The results of 
this study follow with precautionary statements where Agee od appropriate 
or other commentary. All of the dates given for children are christen- 
ing dates which could be significant in the case of Solomon Gee christened 
on 28 DEC 1703 who may be the Solomon in our genealogy born c.1698. The 


abbreviation "chr." will identify these dates. Remember that these fam- 


ilies are assembled from the parish records alone so we have no proof be- 
yond this source.

If the above are the children of the same Richard, his wife in 1701 
was Sarah and in 1703 it was Mary.

Pursuing this possibility further, it may be significant in our eval- 
uation of Richard's son Solomon as our possible progenitor that in our 
genealogy Solomon! Gee named his first daughter Sarah, conceivable in honor 
of his father's first wife. Or it is not beyond reason to consider that 
if he was born c.1698, Solomon's mother may have been Sarah who died at 
childbirth or,before his christening and that Richard had taken a second 
wife, Mary, by that date who was then recorded as Solomon's mother.

The husband of Molly has been further identified as having 
the title of Deacon Nathaniel Brown, a farmer, whose parents were Abraham 
Brown and Mary Livermore. Molly is believed to have died after 1849 at 
Alstead, N. H. 
116. ABNER GEE. A biographical review in an unidentified history volume 
has provided some additional and slightly different information which is 
being reproduced here etuoht any attempt to reconcile these differences. 

Abner's father reportedly was a native of Three Rivers, Province of 
Quebec, and left his home at the age of nine years to seek his forture. 
At the age of twenty he had acquired a sum sufficient to buy a farm. This 
farm, after considerable improvement, he sold to good advantage and bought 
another in Brownfield, Maine. Here he lived for several years, prosper- 
ously engaged in tilling the soil. Then, selling this farm also, he re- 
moved to Northfield, Mass., where the rest of his life was passed in agri- 
cultural pursuits. He died in 1889, aged seventy-five years. He was con- 
sidered one of the best violin players of his day and his services as a 
violinist were in constant demand. He was prominent in the early State 
militia, in which he was commissioned Captain. In politics he acted with 
the Democratic party, while in his religious belief he was a Universalist. 

The son previously identified as "Abner" now is reported to have been 
Albion B. Gee, the proprietor of the Grand Trunk House, South Paris, 


Maine. He was born 4 MAR 1830 Chatham, N. H. and m. 29 JAN 1851 Fanny M. 
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Berry b. c.1836 d. 1883 dau. of Isaac C. Berry of Bridgton, Maine. Their

Albion B. Gee obtained his education in the schools of Brownfield 
and at the Fryeburg Academy. At the age of fifteen he went to Lowell, 
Mass., where he learned dancing, with a view of becoming a teacher of that 
art. Successfully pursuing the profession afterward, he taught over one 
thousand classes in the different towns from Lowell, Mass. to Bangor, 
Maine. During the summer season he was employed as clerk at hotels in 
Mount Pleasant, Conway, and North Conway. At a later date he conducted 
the Washington and Kearsarge Houses, finally buying the Oxford House in 
Fryeburg, which was destroyed by fire while under his management. He sub- 
sequently managed the Lake Auburm House and the Grand View House for four 
seasons each. In April, 1895 he bought the Paris Hotel, a fine three- 
story building containing thirty rooms, and situated on Main Street near 
the depot in South Paris. Since then he has remodeled and refurnished it 
at a considerable expense, so that the Grand Trunk House, as it is now 
called, is one of the best appointed hotels in Oxford County.
